INTRODUCTORY.

To  the  Legislature: 

In  accordance  with  law,  we  beg  leave  to  present  for  the  con- 
sideration of  your  honorable  body,  this,  the  tenth  annual  report 
of  the  Factory  Inspection  Department.  It  is  not  on  this  occasion 
1  bought  necessary  to  enter  into  any  extended  comment  or  argu- 
ment as  to  the  necessity  or  value  of  factory  and  workshop  super- 
vision by  officials  created  for  that  purpose,  because  the  practical 
results  of  ten  years  of  effort  in  that  direction,  under  laws  im- 
proved and  amended  from  time  to  time,  have  been  carefully  and  in 
detail  outlined  in  these  reports,  which  demonstrate  in  the  most 
convincing  and  effective  way  that  such  supervision  was  needed, 
and  that  the  exercise  of  such  power  has  improved  the  conditions 
of  factory  life  everywhere  throughout  the  State.  It  will  there- 
fore only  be  incumbent  upon  us,  in  addition  to  the  statistical 
tables  given  herewith,  to  refer  briefly  in  a  general  way  to  the  in- 
formation gleaned  by  our  experience  during  the  past  year,  and  to 
make  such  suggestions  as  will  in  our  judgment,  if  adopted,  result 
in  obtaining  a  more  ready  compliance  with  the  purposes  for 
which  the  factory  laws  were  enacted. 

The  material  improvement  of  trade  conditions  during  the  year 
has  been  particularly  noticeable  in  manufacturing  circles.  Our 
inspections  show  that  there  is  a  considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  year  in  the  number  of  persons  employed,  and  that  many 
plants  which  were  shut  down  entirely  during  the  periftd  of  busi- 
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ness  depression  which  commenced  in  the  summer  of  1893,  are  now 
again  in  active  operation,  and  that  others  which  were  running 
on  "short  time"  or  with  reduced  forces,  are  now  being  conducted 
with  full  complements  of  hands  and  up  to  their  regular  capacity. 
Indeed,  we  have  noted  with  satisfaction  that  there  has  been  a  ten: 
dency  to  work  "overtime"  in  a  number  of  lines,  and  the  required 
notices  to  that  effect  have  been  received  by  us  recently  with  grat- 
ifying frequency.  The  knit  goods  and  machinery  manufacturing 
industries  have  been  particularly  active  during  the  year  just 
passed.  This  is  also  true  of  nearly  all  the  textile  and  iron  trades, 
and  of  most  other  departments  of  manufacturing.  The  outlook 
for  the  ensuing  year,  we  are  assured  by  employers  generally,  is 
bright,  and  from  these  reports  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  busi- 
ness revival  is  of  a  permanent  nature. 

During  the  year  the  inspectors  visited  21,185  separate  factories, 
workshops,  bakeries  and  mines,  an  increase  over  1894  of  7,282. 
Of  these  2,767  were  inspected  twice  or  oftener.  As  a  result  of 
these  visits  49,451  notifications  were  issued,  requiring  changes 
to  be  made  in  conformity  to  the  law.  These  notifications  related 
principally  to  the  employment  of  children,  overworking  of 
minors,  guarding  of  machinery,  means  of  egress  from  buildings, 
sanitary  requirements,  immoral  writings  and  markings  in  toilet 
rooms  and  workshops,  overcrowding,  illiteracy,  ventilation, 
sweatshop  abuses,  etc.,  the  number  of  each  class  of  orders  being 
specified  in  Table  III.  There  were  568,334  persons  employed  in 
the  establishments,  393,522  being  men  and  174,812  women.  Of 
the  males,  22,077  were  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  6,842 
under  sixteen  years  of  age.  Of  the  women,  57,722  were  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  7,013  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 
There  were  211  children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  310 
illiterate  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  ordered  discharged. 

An  investigation  was  had  during  the  year  under  a  resolution  of 
the  Assembly  into  the  matter  of  wages  of  women  employed  in 
mercantile  and  manufacturing  occupations  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  during  the  course  of  which  several  of  the  officers  of  this 
Departmeiit  were  called  upon  to  testify  with  reference  to  various 
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matters  which  the  committee  deemed  gennane  to  the  purposes 
of  the  inquiry.  Considerable  testimony  was  taken,  a  great  deal 
of  which  relates  to  the  subject  of  factory  inspection,  particularly 
in  reference  to  the  employment  of  children  and  the  occupation 
of  tenements  and  dwellings  by  those  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  clothing.  This  Department  assisted  the  committee  in  so  far 
as  it  was  requested  so  to  do,  as  will  no  doubt  appear  in  the  report 
of  its  proceedings  when  presented  to  the  Legislature, 

The  thanks  of  this  Department  are  due  to  the  Attorney-General 
for  prompt  and  courteous  assistance,  and  it  is  also  a  pleasure  to 
acknowledge  the  painstaking  and  faithful  service  of  the  deputies 
in  enforcing  the  law.  Experience  is  an  essential  requisite  in 
aiding  factory  inspectors  to  obtain  ccnnpliances  with  the  law,  with- 
out nndue  friction  and  resort  to  the  courts.  It  has  been  the  con- 
stant purpose  of  the  Department  to  prosecute  only  when  other 
means  of  obtaining  obedience  to  the  law  have  faifed,  and  in  carry- 
ing out  this  purpose  the  deputies  should  be  credited  with  an 
amount  of  serrice  which  cannot  be  tabulated  or  made  to  appear 
in  the  record. 

The  boards  of  health  of  the  various  cities,  particularly  in  New 
York,  Brooklyn,  Buffalo  and  Albany,  have  always  cordially  re- 
sponded to  any  calls  made  upon  them  by  the  factory  inspectors, 
when  the  conditions  and  law  seemed  to  warrant  a  request  for 
their  co-operatl<m.  Oftentimes  a  state  of  affairs  is  discov- 
ered, the  remedy  for  which  is  apparently  within  the  immediate 
purview  of  the  duties  of  the  health  authorities,  and  whenever 
such  matters  have  been  referred  to  them,  prompt  action  has 
always  resulted. 
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The  Factory  Inspection  Law.  * 

The  law  relating  to  the  inspection  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments was  amended  by  the  Legislature  of  1893  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Chapter  409,  Laws  of  18S6  (As  Amended). 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  employment  of  women  and  children  in 
manufacturing  establishments,  and  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  inspectors  to  enforce  the  same. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  ena>ct  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age  and  no 
Avoman  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  employed  in  any  manufac- 
turing establishment,  shall  be  required,  permitted  or  suffered  to 
work  therein  more  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week,  or  more 
than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
shorter  work-day  on  the  last  day  of  the  week,  nor  more  hours  in 
any  one  week  than  will  make  an  average  of  ten  hours  per  day  for 
the  whole  number  of  days  in  which  such  person  or  such  woman 
shall  so  work  during  such  week;  and  in  no  case  shall  any  person 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  any  woman  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  work  in  any  establishment  after  nine  o'clock  in  the 
evening  or  before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  any  day.  Every 
person,  firm,  corporation,  or  company  employing  any  person  un- 
der eighteen  years  of  age,  or  any  woman  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room  where  such  help  is 
employed,  a  printed  notice  stating  the  number  of  hours  of  labor 
per  day  required  of  such  persons  for  each  day  of  the  week,  and 
the  number  of  hours  of  labor  enacted  or  permitted  to  be  per- 
formed by  such  persons  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  hours  of 
labor  so  posted  as  being  required.  The  time  of  beginning  and 
ending  the  day's  labor  shall  be  the  time  stated  in  such  notice;  pro- 
vided, that  such  women  under  twenty-one  and  persons  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  may  begin  after  the  time  set  for  beginning 
and  stop  before  the  time  set  in  such  notice  for  the  stopping  of  the 
day's  labor;  but  they  shall  not  be  permitted  or  required  to  per- 
form any  Labor  before  the  time  stated  on  the  notices  as  the  timt

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for  b^inning  the  day's  labor,  nor  after  the  time  stated  upon  the 
notices  as  the  hour  for  ending  the  day's  labor.  The  terms  of  the 
notice  stating  the  hours  of  labor  required  shall  not  be  changed 
after  the  beginning  of  labor  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  without 
the  consent  of  the  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector, 
or  a  deputy  factory  inspector.  When,  in  order  to  make  a  shorter 
work-day  on  the  last  day  of  the  week,  women  under  twenty-one, 
and  youths  under  eighteen  years  of  age  are  to  be  required,  per- 
mitted or  suffered  to  work  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day, 
in  a  manufacturing  establishment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pro- 
prietor, agent,  foreman,  superintendent  or  other  person  employ- 
ing such  persons  to  notify  the  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory 
inspector,  or  a  deputy  factory  inspector,  in  charge  of  the  district, 
in  writing,  of  such  intention,  stating  the  number  of  hours  of  labor 
per  daj'  which  it  is  proposed  to  permit  or  require,  and  the  date 
upon  which  the  necessity  for  such  lengthened  day's  labor  shall 
cease,  and  also  again  forward  such  notification  when  it  shall 
actually  have  ceased.  A  record  of  the  amount  of  overtime  so 
worked,  and  of  the  days  upon  which  it  was  performed,  with  the 
names  of  the  employes  who  were  thus  required  or  permitted  to 
work  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day,  shall  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  manufacturing  establishment  and  produced  upon 
ihe  demand  of  any  officer  appointed  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

§  2.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufacturing  establishment  within  this  State.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  person  employing  children  to  keep  a  register, 
in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birthplace,  age  and  place  of 
residence  of  every  person  employed  by  him  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  proprietor,  agent, 
foreman  or  other  person  in  or  connected  with  a  manufacturing 
establishment  to  hire  or  employ  any  child  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years  to  work  therein  without  there  is  first  provided  and 
placed  on  file  in  the  office  an  affidavit  made  by  the  parent  or 
guardian,  stating  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth  of  said  child; 
if  said  child  have  no  parent  or  guardian,  then  such  affidavit  shall 
be  made  by  the  child,  which  affidavit  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the 
employer,  and  which  said  legister  and  affidavit  shall  be  produced 
for  inspection  on  demand  made  by  the  inspector,  assistant  in- 
spector, or  any  of  the  deputies  appointed  under  this  act.  There 
shall  be  posted  conspicuously  in  every  room  where  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  employed,  a  list  of  their  names, 
with  their  ages  respectively.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  who 
cannot  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language, 
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except  during  the  vacation  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  or 
town  where  such  minor  lives.  The  factory  inq[>ector,  assistant 
inspector,  and  deputy  inspectors  shall  have  power  to  demand  a 
certificate  of  physical  fitness  from  some  regular  physician,  in  the 
case  of  children  who  may  seem  physically  unable  to  perform  the 
labor  at  which  they  may  be  employed,  and  shall  have  power  to 
prohibit  the  employment  of  any  minor  that  cannot  obtain  such  a 
certificate. 

§  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  employ  or  permit  any 
child  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  to  have  the  care,  custody, 
management  of  or  to  operate  any  elevator,  or  shall  employ  or 
permit  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  to  have  the 
care,  custody,  management  or  operation  of  any  elevator  running 
at  a  speed  of  over  two  hundred  feet  a  minute. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  agent,  or  lessee  of  any 
manufacturing  establishment  where  there  is  any  elevator,  hoist- 
ing-shaft or  well-hole,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  and  sub- 
stantially inclosed  or  secured,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  factory 
inspector,  or  of  the  assistant  factory  inspector,  or  a  deputy  fac- 
tory inspector,  unless  disapproved  by  the  factory  inspector,  it  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  lives  or  limbs  of  those  employed  in  such 
establishment.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  agent  or 
lessee  of  each  of  such  establishments  to  provide  or  cause  to  be 
provided,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector,  the  safety  of  persons 
in  or  about  the  premises  should  require  it,  such  proper  trap  or 
automatic  doors,  so  fastened  in  or  at  all  elevator  ways  as  to  form 
a  substantial  surface  when  closed,  and  so  constructed  as  to  open 
and  close  by  action  of  the  elevator  in  its  passage,  either  ascending 
or  descending,  but  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  passenger  elevators  that  are  closed  on  all  sides.  The  factory 
Inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector  and  deputy  factory  inspect- 
ors, may  inspect  the  cables,  gearipg  or  other  apparatus  of  ele- 
vators in  manufacturing  establishments,  and  require  that  the 
same  be  kept  in  a  safe  condition. 

§  5.  Proper  and  substantial  hand-rails  shall  be  provided  on  all 
stairways  in  manufacturing  establishments,  and  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  factory  inspector,  or  of  the  assistant  factory  inspec- 
tor, or  deputy  factory  inspectors,  unless  disapproved  by  the  factory 
inspector,  it  is  necessary,  the  steps  of  said  stairs  in  all  such  estab- 
lishments shall  be  substantially  covered  with  rubber,  securely 
fastened  thereon,  for  the  better  safety  of  persons  employed  in 
said  establishments.  The  stairs  shall  be  properly  screened  at 
the  sides  and  bottom,  and  all  doors  leading  in  or  to  such  factory 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  outwardly  where  practicable, 
and  shall  be  neither  locked,  bolted  nor  fastened  during  working 
hours. 
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§  6.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  factory  inspector,  or  of  the  assist- 
ant factory  inspector,  or  of  d  deputy  factory  inspector,  it  is 
necessary  to  insnre  the  safety  of  the  i)ersons  employed  in  any 
manufacturing  establishment,  three  or  more  stories  in  height, 
one  or  more  fire-escai)es,  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  factory  in- 
spector as  necessary  and  sufficient  therefor,  shall  be  provided 
on  the  outside  of  such  establishment,  connecting  with  each 
floor  above  the  first,  well  fastened  and  secured  and  of  sufficient 
strength,  each  of  which  fire-escapes  shall  have  landings  or  bal- 
conies, not  less  than  six  feet  in  length  and  three  feet  in  width, 
^larded  by  iron  railings  not  less  than  three  feet  in  height,  and 
embracing  at  least  two  windows  at  each  story  and  connecting 
with  the  interior  by  easily  accessible  and  unobstructed  open- 
ings, and  the  balconies  or  landings  shall  be  connected  by  iron 
stairs,  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  wide,  the  steps  not  to  be 
less  than  six  inches  tread,  placed  at  a  proper  slant,  and  pro- 
tected by  a  well-secured  hand-rail  on  both  sides  with  a  twelve- 
inch  wide  drop  ladder  from  the  lower  platform  reaching  to  the 
ground.  Any  other  plan  or  style  of  fire-escape  shall  be  suffi- 
cient, if  approved  by  the  factory  inspector,  but  if  not  so  approved 
the  factory  inspector  may  notify  the  owner,  proprietor  or  lessee 
of  such  establishment  or  of  the  building  in  which  such  establish- 
ment is  conducted,  or  the  agent  or  superintendent,  or  either  of 
them,  in  writing,  that  any  such  other  plan  or  style  of  fire-escape 
is  not  sufficient,  and  may  by  an  order  in  writing,  served  in  like 
manner,  require  one  or  more  fire-escapes,  as  he  shall  deem  nec- 
essary and  suflicient,  to  be  provided  for  such  establishment,  at 
such  locations  and  of  such  plan  and  style  as  shall  be  specified  in 
such  written  order.  With. a  twenty  days  after  the  service  of 
such  order,  the  number  of  fire-escapes  required  in  such  order  for 
such  establishment  shall  be  provided  therefor,  each  of  which  shall 
\ye  either  of  the  plan  and  style  and  in  accordance  with  the  specifi- 
cations in  said  order  required,  or  of  the  plan  and  style  in  this  sec- 
tion above  described  and  declared  to  be  sufficient.  The  windows 
or  doors  to  each  fire-escape  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  and  be 
located  as  far  as  possible  consistent  with  accessibility,  from  the 
stairways  and  elevator  hatchways  or  openings,  and  the  ladder 
thereof  shall  extend  to  the  roof.  Stationary  stairs  or  ladders 
shall  be  provided  on  the  inside  of  such  establishment  from  the 
upper  story  to  the  roof,  as  a  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

§  7.. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  agent,  superintendent 
or  other  i)erson  having  charge  of  such  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment, or  of  any  floor  or  part  thereof,  to  report  in  writing  to 
the  factory  inspector  all  accidents  or  injury  done  to  any  person 
in  such  factory,  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  time  of  the 
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accident,  stating  as  fully  as  possible  the  extent  and  cause  of 
such  injury,  and  the  place  where  the  injured  person  has  been 
sent,  with  such  other  information  relative  thereto  as  may  be 
required  by  the  factory  inspector.  The  factory  inspector  or 
assistant  factory  inspector  and  deputy  factory  inspectors  under 
the  supervision  of  the  factory  inspector,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  fully  investigate  the  causes  of  such  accidents, 
and  to  require  such  precautions  to  be  taken  as  will,  in  their 
judgment,  prevent  the  recurrence  of  similar  accidents. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  manufacturing 
establishment,  or  his  agents,  superintendent  or  other  person  in 
charge  of  the  same,  to  furnish  and  supply,  or  cause  to  be  fur- 
nished and  supplied  therein,  in  the  discretion  of  the  factory 
inspector,  or  of  the  assistant  factory  inspector,  or  of  a  deputy 
factory  inspector,  unless  disapproved  by  the  factory  inspector, 
where  machinery  is  used,  belt  shifters  or  other  safe  mechanical 
contrivances,  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  on  or  off  belts  or 
pulleys;  and  wherever  possible  machinery  therein  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  loose  pulleys;  all  vats,  pans,  saws,  planers,  cogs, 
gearing,  belting,  shafting,  set-screws,  and  machinery  of  every 
description  therein  shall  be  properly  guarded,  and  no  person 
shall  remove  or  make  ineffective  any  safeguard  around  or  at- 
tached to  any  planer,  saw,  belting,  shafting  or  other  machinery, 
or  around  any  vat  or  pan,  while  the  same  is  in  use,  unless  for 
the  purpose  of  immediately  making  repairs  thereto,  and  all  such 
safeguards  shall  be  promptly  replaced.  By  attaching  thereto 
a  notice  to  that  effect,  the  use  of  any  machinery  may  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector  or 
by  a  deputy  factory  inspector,  unless  such  notice  is  disapproved 
by  the  factory  inspector,  should  such  machinery  be  regarded 
as  dangerous.  Such  notice  must  be  signed  by  the  inspector 
who  issues  it,  and  shall  only  be  removed  after  the  required  safe- 
guards are  provided,  and  the  unsafe  or  dangerous  machine  shall 
not  be  used  in  the  meantime.  Exhaust  fans  of  sufficient  power 
shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  dust  from  emery 
wheels  and  grindstones,  and  dust-creating  machinery  therein. 
No  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age  and  no  woman  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  allowed  to  clean  machinery  while 
in  motion. 

§  9.  A  suitable  and  proper  wash-room  and  water-closets  shall 
be  provided  in  each  manufacturing  establishment,  and  such 
water-closets  shall  be  properly  screened  and  ventilated  and  be 
kept  at  all  times  in  a  clean  condition,  and  if  women  or  girls  are 
employed  in  any  such  establishment,  the  water-closets  used  by 
them  shall  have  separate  approaches  and  be  separate  and  apart 
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from  those  used  by  men.  All  water-closets  shall  be  kept  free  of 
obscene  writing  and  marking.  A  dressing-room  shall  be  pro- 
Tided  for  women  and  girls,  when  required  by  the  factory  in- 
spector, in  any  manufacturing  establishment  in  which  women 
and  girls  are  employed. 

§  10.  Not  less  than  sixty  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  the  noon- 
day meals  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  in  this  State. 
The  factory  inspector,  his  assistant  or  any  of  his  deputies^  may, 
for  good  cause  shown,  issue  a  written  permit  in  special  cases, 
allowing  a  shorter  meal  time  at  noon.  Such  permit  must  be 
conspicuously  posted  in  the  main  entrance  of  the  establishment, 
and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  the  factory  inspector  deems 
necessary.  Where  employes  are  permitted  or  required  to  work 
overtime  after  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  for  a  longer  period 
than  one  hour,  they  shall  be  allowed  at  least  twenty  minutes 
after  six  o'clock  to  obtain  a  lunch. 

§  11.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  each  work-room  in  every  manu- 
facturing establishment  shall  be  lime  washed  or  painted  when 
in  the  opinion  of  the  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector 
or  of  a  deputy  factory  inspector,  unless  disapproved  of  by  the 
factory  inspector,  it  shall  be  conducive  to  the  health  or  cleanli- 
ness of  the  persons  working  therein. 

§  12.  Any  officer  of  the  Factory  Inspection  Department,  or 
other  competent  person  designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  fac- 
tory inspector,  shall  inspect  any  building  used  as  a  workshop  or 
manufacturing  establi^ment  or  anything  attached  thereto, 
located  therein  or  connected  therewith,  outside  of  the  cities  of 
New  York  and  Brooklyn,  which  has  been  represented  to  be 
unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb.  If  it  appears  upon  such  in- 
spection that  the  building  or  anything  attached  thereto,  located 
therein  or  connected  therewith  is  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or 
limb,  the  factory  inspector  shall  order  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
rendered  safe  and  secure,  and  if  such  notification  be  not  com- 
plied with  within  a  reasonable  time,  he  shall  prosecute  whoever 
may  be  responsible  for  such  delinquency. 

§  13.  No  room  or  apartment  in  any  tenement  or  dwellingihouse 
shall  be  used,  except  by  the  immediate  members  of  the  family 
U\  ing  therein,  for  the  manufacture  of  coats,  vests,  trousers,  knee- 
pants,  overalls,  cloaks,  hats,  caps,  suspenders,  blouses,  waists, 
waistbands,  underwear,  neckwear,  furs,  fur  trimmings,  fur  gar- 
ments, shirts,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  flowers,  cigarettes,  or 
cigars.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  hire  or  employ  any 
person  to  work  in  any  room  or  apartment,  in  any  rear  building 
or  building  in  the  rear  of  a  tenement  or  dwelling-house  at  mak- 
inu  in  whole  or  in  part  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  this  sec- 
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tion,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from  the  factory 
inspector,  his  assistant,  or  one  of  his  deputies,  stating  the  maxi- 
mum number  of  persons  allowed  to  be  employed  therein.  Such 
permit  shall  not  be  granted  until  an  inspection  of  such  premises 
is  made  by  the  factory  inspector,  his  assistant,  or  one  of  his 
deputies,  and  may  be  reroked  by  the  factory  inspector  at  any 
time  the  health  of  the  community  or  of  those  so  employed  may 
require  it.  It  shall  be  framed  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  room  or  in  one  of  the  rooms  to  which  it  relates.  Every 
person,  firm,  company  or  corporation,  contracting  for  the  manu- 
facture of  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  this  section,  or  giv- 
ing out  the  incomplete  material  from  which  they  or  any  of  them 
are  to  be  made,  or  to  be  wholly  or  partially  finished,  shall  keep 
a  written  register  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  to 
whom  such  work  is  given  to  be  made,  or  with  whom  they  may 
have  contracted  to  do  the  same.  Such  register  shall  be  pro- 
duced for  inspection  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  on 
demand  made  by  the  factory  inspector,  his  assistant,  or  one  of 
his  deputies.  No  person  shall  knowingly  sell  or  expose  for  sale 
any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  this  section  which  were  made 
in  any  dwelling-house,  tenement-house,  or  building  in  the  rear 
of  a  tenement  or  dwelling-house,  without  the  permit  required 
by  this  section;  and  any  oflScer  appointed  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  who  shall  find  any  of  such  articles  made  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  conspicuously  affix  to 
such  article  a  label  containing  the  words  "tenement-made" 
printed  in  small  pica  capital  letters  on  a  tag  not  less  than  two 
inches  in  length;  and  such  officer  shall  notify  the  person  owning 
or  alleged  to  own  such  articles  that  he  so  labeled  them.  No 
person  shall  remove  or  deface  any  tag  or  label  so  affixed.  When 
any  article  mentioned  in  this  section  is  found  by  the  factory 
inspector,  his  assistant,  or  any  of  his  deputies,  to  be  made  under 
unclean  and  unhealthy  conditions,  he  shall  affix  thereto  the  label 
prescribed  by  this  section,  and  shall  immediately  notify  the  local 
board  of  health,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  disinfect  the  same  and 
thereupon  remove  such  label. 

§  14.  Not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air 
space  shall  be  alloM^ed  for  each  person  in  any  workroom  where 
persons  are  employed  during  the  hours  between  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  not  less  than  four 
hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  shall  be  provided  for  each  person 
In  any  workroom  where  persons  are  employed  between  six  o'clock 
in  the  evening  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning.  By  a  written  per- 
mit the  fa^ctory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector  or  a  deputy 
factory  inspector,  with  the  consent  of  the  factory  inspector,  may 
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allow  persons  to  be  employed  in  a  room  where  there  are  less  than 
four  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  person  employed 
between  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
provided  such  room  is  lighted  by  electricity  at  all  times  during 
such  hours  while  persons  are  employed  therein.  There  shall  be 
sufficient  means  of  ventilation  provided  in  each  workroom  of 
every  manufacturing  establishment,  and  the  factory  inspector, 
assistant  factory  inspector  and  deputy  factory  inspectors,  under 
the  direction  of  the  factory  inspector,  shall  notify  the  owner, 
agent  or  lessee,  in  writin;^,  to  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided 
ample  and  proper  means  of  ventilating  such  workroom  and  shall 
prosecute  such  owner,  agent  or  lessee  if  such  notification  be  not 
complied  with  within  twenty  days  of  the  service  of  such  notice. 

§  14.*  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present 
factory  inspector,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  each  of  his  successors,  the  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  factory  inspector;  and 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  assistant 
factory  inspector,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
each  of  his  successors,  the  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  an  assistant  factory  inspector. 
Each  factory  inspector  and  assistant  factory  inspector  shall  hold 
over  and  continue  in  office,  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office,  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  The 
factory  inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  from  time  to 
time,  not  exceeding  twenty-four  persons  to  be  deputy  factory 
inspectors,  not  more  than  ten  of  whom  shall  be  women,  and  he 
shall  have  power  to  remove  the  same  at  any  time.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  factory  inspector  and  of  the  assistant.factory  inspec- 
tor shall  be  three  years  each.  Annual  salaries  shall  be  paid  in 
equal  monthly  installments,  as  follows:  To  the  factory  inspec- 
tor, three  thousand  dollars;  to  the  assistant  factory  inspector, 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  to  each  deputy  factory  in- 
spector, one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars.  All  necessary 
traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  the  factory  inspector, 
assistant  factory  inspector  and  the  deputy  factory  inspectors  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  treas- 
urer, upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  issued  upon  proper 
vouchers  therefor.  A  sub-office  may  be  opened  in  the  City  of  New 
York.  The  reasonable  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  of 
the  deputy  factory  inspectors  while  engaged  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  shall  be  paid  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  fac- 
tory inspector  and  audited  by  the  comptroller. 

§  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  factory  inspector  and  the 

*  So  io  the  origioal. 
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assiHtant  factory  inspector,  and  of  each  of  the  deputy  factory 
inspectors  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  factory  in- 
spector, to  cause  this  act  to  be  enforced,  and  to  cause  all  vio- 
lators of  this  act  to  be  prosecuted,  and  for  that  purpose  they 
and  each  of  them  are  hereby  empowered  to  visit  and  inspect  at 
all  reasonable  hours,  and  as  often  as  shall  be  practicable  and 
necessary,  all  manufacturing  establishments  in  this  State.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  interfere  with,  obstruct  or 
hinder,  by  force  or  otherwise,  any  officer  appointed  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  act  while  in  the  performance  of  his  or  her 
duties,  or  to  refuse  to  properly  answer  questions  asked  by  such 
officer  with  reference  to  any  of  the  provisions  hereof.  The  fac- 
tory inspector  may  divide  the  State  into  districts  and  assign  one 
or  more  deputy  factory  inspectors  to  each  district  and  transfer 
them  from  one  district  to  another  as  the  best  interests  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  judgment,  require.  Any  deputy  factory  in- 
spector may  be  appointed  to  act  as  clerk  in  the  main  office  of  the 
factory  inspector,  which  shall  be  furnished  in  the  capitol  and 
set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  factory  inspector.  The  assistant  fac- 
tory inspector  and  deputy  factory  inspectors  shall  make  reports 
to  the  factory  inspector  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by 
the  factory  inspector,  and  the  factory  inspector  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Legislature  during  the  month  of  January  of 
each  year.  The  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector  and 
each  deputy  factory  inspector  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  a 
notary  public  to  adtninister  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  matters 
connected  with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  17.  The  district  attorney  of  any  county  of  this  State  is  hereby 
authorized,  upon  the  request  of  the  factory  inspector,  assistant 
factory  inspector,  or  of  a  deputy  factory  inspector,  or  of  any 
other  person  of  full  age,  to  commence  and  prosecute  to  termina- 
tion before  any  recorder,  police  justice,  or  court  of  record,  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  actions  or  proceedings  against 
any  person  or  persons  reported  to  him  to  have  violated  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

§  18.  The  words  "manufacturing  establishment"  wherever  used 
in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  mill,  factory,  or  work- 
shop where  one  or  more  persons  are  employed  at  labor. 

§  19.  A  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  and  kept 
posted  in  each  workroom  of  every  manufacturing  establishment 
in  this  State. 

§  21.*  Any  person  who  violates  or  omits  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  suffers  or  permits  any  child  to 
be  employed  in  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 

•  So  in  original. 
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misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  a  first  offense, 
and  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  himdred  dollars  for  a 
second  offense,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ten  days,  and 
for  a  third  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  and  not  more  than  thirty  days'  imprisonment. 

§  21.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.  ^ 

§  22.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chapter  373,  Laws  of  1894. 

AN   ACT  to   provide  factory  inspectors   and   deputy  factory 
inspectors  with  badges. 

Section  1.  The  factory  inspector  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
cure badges  for  the  use  of  factory  inspectors  and  deputy  inspec- 
tors employed  by  him  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  pre- 
scribed by  law,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
the  cost  of  such  badges  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  appropria- 
tion made  for  the  Department  of  the  Factory  Inspector.  Any 
person  using  such  badge  and  assuming  to  perform  the  duties  of 
an  inspector  without  the  authority  of  the  factory  inspector  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


HOURS  OF  LABOR. 

One  of  the  important  provisions  of  the  original  factory  act  was 
that  which  prohibited  the  employment  of  women  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  youths  under  eighteen  years  of  age  more 
than  sixty  hours  during  any  one  week.  This  clause  of  the 
law  has  been  amended  from  time  to  time  in  the  direction  of 
making  more  stringent  the  provisions  governing  the  hours  during 
which  minors  under  the  ages  mentioned  should  be  employed,  but 
the  limitation  of  the  total  number  of  hours  of  toil  which  they 
should  be  required  or  permitted  to  labor  has  never  been  changed. 
It  has  been  pointed  out  on  various  occasions  in  these  reports 
that  other  States  have  adopted  a  lesser  number  of  hours  than 
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sixty  as  the  limit  of  working  time  for  minors,  and  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  New  York  should  follow  these  examples  of  her  sister 
States  and  make  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  hours  of  toil 
of  her  youthful  factory  population.  To  add  to  the  arguments 
advanced  in  favor  of  this  step  w^ould  be  simply  sux>ererogationy 
but  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  suggest  that  an  investigation  by  a 
committee  of  the  Legislature  of  the  whole  subject  of  shorter  work- 
days would  be  entirely  proper  and  timely.  Such  a  committee 
could  inquire  as  to  the  results  attending  the  reductions  made  in 
other  States;  the  effect  such  a  possible  reduction  would  have 
upon  the  people  and  industries  of  this  State;  the  legal  or  con- 
stitutional barriers,  if  any,  which  exist  against  passing  such  an 
enactment,  and  the  benefits,  if  any,  which  would  be  derived  there- 
from were  such  legislation  adopted.  The  committee  would  have 
abundant  material  to  work  upon,  for  there  have  been  ^ht-hour 
laws  passed  favoring  municipal  and  State  employes,  and  a  num- 
ber of  trade  unions  have  of  late  years  successfully  adopted  and 
enforced  eight-hour  workdays  in  their  respective  occupations.  It 
is  important  that  the  effect  of  these  reductions  be  authoritatively 
shown.  There  could  be  a  general  sifting  of  the  reasons  for  and 
against  the  agitation  for  shorter  hours,  and  an  investigation  into 
the  matter,  sensibly  and  impartially  conducted,  would  have  great 
weight  in  determining  the  feasibility  and  propriety  of  any  general 
reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  in  this  State.  Most  of  the  activity 
in  favor  of  shorter  hours  of  labor  by  legislative  enactment  in 
New  York  has  bew  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  and  improving 
the  conditions  of  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  it 
is  a  problem  as  to  how  far  such  legislation  can  safely  go  without 
injuriously  involving  the  interests  of  older  working  people,  as 
well  as  of  employers.  The  purpose  of  organized  effort  through- 
out Europe  and  America  is  to  obtain  an  eight-hour  workday,  and 
the  opponents  of  the  movement  have  not,  we  believe,  as  yet  had 
a  proper  opportunity  of  stating  their  arguments  and  objections 
to  such  a  radical  innovation.  A  full  and  fair  inquiry  would  be 
beneficial  to  all  concerned. 
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CHILD  LABOR. 

The  law  of  New  York  prohibits  the  employment  of  children 
onder  fourteen  years  of  age  in  mills,  factories  or  workshops.  A 
retrospect  of  the  operations  of  the  law,  during  a  period  of  nearly 
ten  years,  and  a  comparison  of  the  present  conditions  with  those 
existing  at  the  lime  the  law  went  into  effect,  is  most  interesting, 
especially  to  those  who  have  personal  knowledge  and  experience 
open  the  subject,  at  and  subsequent  to  the  time  when  the  law 
was  passed.  In  our  first  annual  report,  in  discussing  the  subject 
of  child  labor  and  the  experience  of  the  inspectors  in  enforcing 
the  law  relating  to  it,  we  said : 

"The  exigencies  of  competition  and  the  greed  of  employers  is 
at  the  bottom  of  nearly  all  the  ignorance  and  physical  puniness 
obseryable  in  the  young  of  the  present  generation.  The  ignorance 
\a  absolutely  alarming.  Thousands  of  children,  born  in  this  coun- 
try, or  who  came  here  in  early  childhood,  are  unable  to  write, 
almost  as  many  are  unable  to  read,  and  still  other  thousands  can 
do  little  more  than  write  their  own  names.  Possibly  one-third 
of  the  aflfidavits  of  the  parents  examined  by  us  in  the  factory 
towns  were  signed  by  a  cross-mark,  and  it  seemed  to  us  that  when 
the  children  who  now  require  these  affidavits  grow  up  and  have 
children  of  their  own,  about  whom  to  make  affidavit,  the  propor- 
tion of  the  cross-marks  to  the  papers  will  not  be  decreased. 
Children  who  were  bom  in  Europe  and  who  lately  came  to  this 
country  are  much  better  informed  than  the  children  bom  and 
reared  in  our  own  State,  and  this  condition  of  affairs  has  also 
been  remarked  by  the  factory  inspectors  of  other  States.  Very 
few  American-bom  children  could  tell  the  year  of  their  birth, 
the  State  they  lived  in,  or  spell  the  name  of  their  native  town. 
Ehrtended  experience  and  close  questioning  have  satisfied  the  in- 
spectors that  something  ought  to  be  done  by  the  State  to  educate 
those  who  are  now  on  the  verge  of  manho<>d  or  womanhood,  and 
that  a  system  of  night  schools  ought  to  be  provided  by  law  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  failed  to  receive  the  rudiments  of  an  educa- 
tion in  their  earlier  years.  This  recommendation  applies  more 
particularly  to  the  towns  and  villages  in  the  interior  of  the  State." 

Since  the  foregoing  extract  was  penned,  a  great  improvement 
has  occurred.  Illiteracy  may  exist  to  some  extent,  but  it  is  no 
longer  the  rule  among  minors  in  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  law,  upon  our  recommendation,  was  amended  in  1889,  requir- 
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ing  tKat  all  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  employed  in  man- 
ufacturing establishments  should  be  able  to  read  and  writt^ 
simple  sentences  in  the  English  language.  Immediately  after 
the  amendment  went  into  effect  there  was  found  to  be  a  lack  of 
school-room  in  every  manufacturing  centre,  and  in  the  villages 
where  the  children  formerly  filled  the  factories  they  soon  filled 
the  schoolhouses.  In  one  candy  factory  alone  ninety  illiterate 
children  were  discharged.  The  subject  of  education  and  com- 
pulsory attendance  at  school  became  prominent,  and  the  employ- 
ment of  children  was  not  nearly  so  prevalent.  A  demand  for 
ftiore  schools  went  up  all  over  the  State.  Parents  who  had  neg- 
lected the  education  of  their  children  were  now  forced  to  give  it 
attention,  when  they  found  that  the  children  were  debarred 
from  factory  employment  until  they  were  sixteen  years  of  age, 
unless  they  had  the  rudiments  of  an  education.  Since  then  a 
stringent  compulsory  education  law  has  been  passed,  which  still 
further  raises  the  standard  of  intelligence  in  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. This  gratifying  result  of  a  decade  ought  to  be  a 
subject  of  congratulation  to  every  thoughtful  citizen  of  the  State. 

The  demand  for  more  school-room  which  the  vigorous  en- 
forcement of  our  educational  laws  has  created,  has  not  been  met 
everywhere,  however,  especially  in  the  city  of  New  York.  In 
thousands  of  instances  where  uneducated  children  have  been  dis- 
charged by  orders  of  the  inspectors,  we  have  found  that  they 
could  not  go  to  school  because  of  lack  of  accommodations.  This 
is  particularly  true  on  the  lower  East  side  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  where  there  exists  a  large  foreign-born  population,  lately 
arrived,  speaking  other  than  the  English  tongue.  There  ought 
to  be  ample  school  facilities  for  all  children  in  the  State,  and 
there  should  be  no  imnecessary  delay  in  providing  the  same. 

The  carelessness  of  some  notaries,  and  the  apparently  criminal 
purpose  of  others,  in  falsely  making  out  the  affidavits  of  parents 
concerning  the  ages  of  their  children,  which  affidavits  are  re- 
quired to  be  filed  with  employers  before  children  between  the 
ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  can  be  hired,  has  resulted 
here  and  there  in  the  employment  of  children  who  were  under 
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the  age  of  fourteen  years.  It  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for 
the  inspectors  to  prevent  such  violations  of  the  law  under  the 
present  system.  The  notaries,  when  their  attention  is  called  to 
the  wrongful  statements  to  which  they  have  attested,  disclaim  all 
responsibility,  and  throw  the  blame  upon  the  parents.  They 
assert  that  their  duties  in  such  matters  in  no  way  require  them  to 
be  reasonably  cortaiu  that  the  affiant  is  certifying  to  the  truth, 
nor  are  they  called  upon  to  warn  parents  that  to  swear  falsely  to 
the  ages  of  their  children  is  perjury  and  punishable  as  such; 
neither  are  they  empowered  to  cross-examine  as  to  the  truthful- 
ness of  the  statements  to  which  they  certify. 

The  position  taken  by  these  notaries  may  be  correct  in  law. 
If  so,  there  should  be  some  additional  legislation  enacted  which 
will  insure  greater  if  not  absolute  accuracy  of  age  certificates. 
There  are  many  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  arriving  at  a  proper 
solution  of  the  problem,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  utter  igno- 
rance of  many  parents  as  to  the  exact  ages  of  their  children,  and 
the  absence  of  any  official  records  upon  the  subject.  It  is  not 
uncommon  for  the  father  and  mother  of  a  child  to  be  a  year  or 
two  apart  in  their  assertion  as  to  its  age,  and  if  there  is  no  con- 
venient or  accurate  record  at  hand,  of  course  the  truth  cannot  be 
arrived  at. 

To  prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  introduction  of  children  un- 
lawfully into  the  factories  and  workshops  of  the  State,  we  have 
availed  ourselves  of  that  feature  of  the  law  which  empowers  an 
inspector  to  demand  from  an  employer  a  certificate  of  physical 
fitness  when  appearances  might  indicate  that  a  child  under  six- 
teen years  of  age  was  not  physically  capable  of  performing  the 
labor  at  which  it  is  found  employed.  This,  of  course,  often  re- 
siifts  in  the  discharge  of  a  child,  but  it  may  have  been  at  work 
some  time  under  the  protection  of  its  false  age  certificate  before 
discovered  by  the  inspector.  Stilly  employers  are  fiow  more  cau- 
tious than  before  with  regard  to  children  of  doubtful  age,  be- 
cause they  dislike  to  have  the  inspectors  demand  such  certifi- 
cates.   The  blank  form  used  in  such  cases  is  as  follows :

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The  suggestion  has  been  made,  and  it  may  be  embodied  in  the 
form  of  a  bill  and  presented  to  the  Legislature,  that  the  factory 
insx>ectors  shall  issue  all  certificates  for  children  as  a  prerequisite 
to  their  employment.  The  adoption  of  this  plan,  while  it  would 
probably  result  in  entirely  preventing  the  employment  of  chil- 
dren under  fourteen,  would  entail  a  vast  amount  of  work  upon 
the  Department,  and  unless  a  great  increase  in  the  force  was 
made,  to  carry  it  properly  into  effect,  would  result  in  defeating 
the  very  object  for  which  it  was  intended.  Many  of  the  inspec- 
tors have  several  counties  as  their  inspection  districts,  and  they 
cannot  visit  all  the  establishments  therein  oftenej?  than  once  or 
twice  a  year.  It  would  be  manifestly  impossible  for  them  to  be 
on  hand  to  make  out  certificates  in  the  various  cities,  towns,  and 
villages  whenever  one  was  required,  and  a  strict  observance  of 
such  a  law  by  employers  would  very  often  cause  them  great  in- 
convenience and  loss.  It  is  not  intended  to  argue  herein  against 
the  passage  of  such  a  law,  but  before  it  is  adopted  it  should  re- 
ceive at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature  most  careful  and  wise  con- 
sideration. It  may  be  said,  however,  that  the  Department  re- 
gards the  enforcement  of  the  law  against  the  employment  of 
young  children  as  one  of  its  most  important  duties,  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  see  that  it  is  obeyed.  Any  legislation  of  a  prac- 
tical character  which  will  aid  in  this  purpose  will  be  cheerfully 
accepted  and  heartily  enforced. 

The  percentage  of  children  under  sixteen  to  the  total  of  em- 
ployes in  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  the  State  showed 
another  decrease  over  the  year  preceding,  there  being  2.45  per 
cent.,  against  2.69  per  cent,  for  1894,  or  in  other  words  twenty- 
four  and  one-half  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  during 
1895,  as  against  a  fraction  less  than  twenty-seven  children  in 
every  1,000  employes  during  1894.  The  total  number  of  employes 
of  all  ages  in  the  places  inspected  was  568,334,  of  whom  13,855 
were  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  including  those  who 
were  ordered  discharged  by  the  inspectors  for  being  under  age, 
illiteracy,  etc.  Following  are  the  tabulated  statistics  by  dis- 
tricts: 
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REPORTING  ACCIDENTS. 

The  reports  of  injuries  and  fatal  accidents  received  during  the 
/ear,  including  those  occurring  in  mines  and  quarries,  number 
1,305,  of  which  71  were  fatal.  Thirteen  of  the  fatal  accidents 
happened  in  the  Tilly  Foster  Mine  disaster.  The  statistics  may 
be  found  in  detail  elsewhere  in  this  report.

THE  SWEATING  SYSTEM. 

The  enforcement  of  that  section  of  the  Factory  Law  which 
relates  to  the  manufacture  of  certain  articles  in  tenements, 
dwellings  and  rear  buildings  has  been  continued  with  systematic 
vigor,  and,  in  so  far  as  the  statute  permits,  with  salutary  effect. 
We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  idea  has  now  been 
impressed  upon  most  of  the  sweating  bosses,  so-called,  that  they 
iimst  keep  their  premises  in  a  reasonably  cleanly  condition  if  they 
are  to  continue  the  manufacture  of  clothing.  The  occupation  of 
tenements  and  dwellings  by  miscellaneous  parties  for  workshop 
and  domestic  purposes  is  not  the  rule  now,  as  formerly,  and 
when  the  law  is  violated  in  this  respect,  the  cases  are  not  so 
flagrant.  But  it  cannot  be  said,  notwithstanding  the  improve- 
ment noted,  that  the  sweatshop  evil  has  been  eradicated.  Only 
the  surface  conditions  have  been  bettered.  The  long  hours,  small 
wages,  with  a  constant  tendency  to  lengthen  the  former  and  re- 
duce the  latter  still  continue,  and  will  always  be  a  part  of  the 
clothing  industry  in  this  country  while  the  law  permits  the  con- 
tractor to  farm  out  the  clothing  to  families  and  pit  one  family 
against  another.      It  is  understood  that  the  law  of  New  York

in  this  respect  is  as  stringent  as  the  Constitution  permits,  and 
therefore  we  will  always  have  the  "homeworker"  with  us,  unless 
national  legislation  devises  a  remedy.  The  Court  of  Appeals,  in 
the  tenement  house  cigar  case,  having  decided  that  the  Legisla- 
ture cannot  prevent  a  family  from  using  its  domestic  apartments 
for  the  manufacture  of  goods,  so  long  as  no  outsiders  are  em- 
ployed, it  will  be  seen  that  the  public  health  will  continue  to  be 
endangered  t>y  the  diseases  which  germinate  in  the  squalor  ex- 
isting in  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  unclean,  badly  fed  and 
underpaid  "homeworkers."  Inspection  may  mitigate  but  cannot 
eradicate  the  sweatshop  evil  while  clothing  can  lawfully  be 
made  in  tenements  and  dwellings.  In  the  tables  appended  will 
be  found  the  results  of  our  inspections  of  sweatshops. 

BAKESHOP  INSPECTION. 

In  our  ninth  annual  report  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
was  directed  to  the  condition  of  the  bakeshops  of  the  State  and 
the  necessity  for  their  inspection  under  laws  specially  appli- 
cable to  them.  An  act  was  subsequently  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1895  governing  bakeshops,  and  this  has  now  been  en- 
forced since  July  last.      It  is  as  follows: 

Chapter  518,  Laws  of  1895. 

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  the  Manufacture  of  Flour  and  Meal  Food 

Products. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  employe  shall  be  required,  permitted  or  suffered 
to  work  in  a  biscuit,  bread  or  cake  bakery  or  confectionery  estab- 
lishment more  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week,  or  more  than 
ten  hours  in  any  one  day,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
shorter  workday  on  the  last  day  of  the  week,  nor  more  hours  in 
any  one  week  than  will  make  an  average  of  ten  hours  per  day  for 
the  whole  number  of  days  in  which  such  person  shall  so  work 
during  such  week. 

§  2.  All  buildings  occupied  as  biscuit,  bread  or  cake  bakeries 
shall  be  drained  and  plumbed  in  a  manner  to  conduce  to  the 
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proper  and  healthful  sanitary  condition  thereof,  as  the  factory 
inspector  or  any  of  his  deputies  shall  direct. 

§  3.  ETery  room  us(»d  for  the  manufacture  of  flour  or  meal  food 
products  shall  have,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  factory  inspector, 
an  impermeable  floor  constructed  of  cement  or  of  tiles,  laid  in 
cement,  with  an  additional  flooring,  or*  of  wood  properly  satu- 
rated with  linseed  oil.  The  side  walls  and  ceilings  of  such 
rooms  shall  be  plastered  or  wainscoted,  and  if  required  by  the 
factory  inspector  or  a  deputy  factory  inspector,  shall  be  white- 
washed at  least  once  in  three  months.  The  furniture  and  uten- 
sils in  such  rooms  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  furniture  and 
floor  may  at  all  times  be  kept  in  a  proper  and  healthful  sanitary 
and  clean  condition. 

§  4.  The  manufactured  flour  or  meal  food  products  shall  be 
kept  in  perfectly  dry  and  airy  rooms,  so  arranged  that  the 
floors,  shelres  and  all  other  facilities  for  storing  the  same  can 
l>e  easily  and  perfectly  cleaned. 

§  5.  Every  such  bakery  shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  wash- 
room and  water-closet  or  closets,  apart  from  the  bakeroom  or 
rooms  where  the  manufacturing  of  such  food  products  is  con- 
ducted; and  no  water-closet,  earth-closet,  privy  or  ash-pit  shall 
be  within  or  communicate  directly  with  the  bakeroom  of  any 
bakery,  hotel  or  public  restaurant. 

§  0.  The  sleeping  places  for  the  persons  employed  in  a  bakery 
shall  be  separate  from  the  room  or  rooms  where  flour  or  meal 
food  products  are  manufactured  or  stored. 

§  7.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of  the  factory  inspec- 
tor or  a  de})uty  factory  inspector,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be 
gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  lens  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  a 
first  offense,  and  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  a  second  oftVnse,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
ten  days,  and  for  a  third  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  thirty  days'  im- 
prisonment. 

§  8.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  act  and  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
six,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  the  factory  inspector  may  ap- 
point four  additional  deputies,  each  of  whom  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollai's,  together 
with  his  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  his  oftice,  payable  monthly  by  the  treas- 
urer on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  upon  proper  vouchers 

*  So  in  nr'xiiial. 
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approved  by  the  factory  inspector.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
factory  inspector,  such  deputies  shall  inspect  all  bakeries  and 
see  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  chapter  foul*  hundred 
and  nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  the 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  are  observed  therein.  Such  deputies 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  deputy  inspectors  and 
shall  be  amenable  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  factory 
inspector  the  same  as  the  deputy  factory  inspectors  appointed 
under  chapter  four  hundred  and  nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

§  9.  The  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  any  property  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  sections  two,  three  or  five  of  this  act  shall,  within 
sixty  days  after  the  service  of  a  notice  requiring  any  alterations 
10  be  made  in  or  upon  such  premises,  comply  therewith,  and  such 
notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  served  upon  such  owner, 
agent  qr  lessee,  either  personally  or  by  mail,  and  a  notice  mailed 
to  the  last  known  address  of  such  owner,  agent  or  lessee  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Under  this  act  four  deputies  were  appointed  to  enforce  its 
provisions.  Immediately  after  their  appointment  they  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the  record  of  their  work 
will  be  found  in  detail  in  Table  XII.  of  this  report.  A  total  of 
1,935  bakeshops  have  been  inspected.  That  the  deputies  have 
in  the  few  months  of  their  service  accomplished  a  vast  amount 
of  most  valuable  improvements  will  readily  be  conceded  after  a 
]ierusal  of  the  tabulated  matter  referred  to. 

The  first  section  of  the  Bakeshop  Law  restricts  the  hours  of 
labor  of  employes  in  bakeshops  to  sixty  per  week.  This  is  a 
most  humane  and  desirable  provision,  and  its  observance  will  do 
much  to  elevate  a  class  of  mechanics  who  more  than  any  other  in 
this  country  have  suffered  from  the  evils  of  excessively  long 
hours  of  toil.  The  length  of  time  which  is  considered  a  day's 
labor  in  bakeries  varies  greatly — ^those  conducted  on  a  modern 
plan,  with  improved  appliances  and  proper  workrooms,  rarely 
work  their  men  more  than  ten  hours  a  day;  while  in  those  which 
were  found  in  noisesome  cellars  and  unfit  surroundings  the  men 
were  compelled  to  work  from  twelve  to  twenty-two  hours.  In 
one  Italian  bakeshop,  situated  in  a  cellar  in  Mulberry  street,  New 
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York,  the  "second  hand"  was  required  to  work  nineteen  hours  a 
day,  seven  days  a  week,  or  in  all  133  hours  every  week.  For  this 
labor  the  man  was  paid  {25  a  month,  and  boarded  himself.  He 
slept  in  the  bakery,  on  a  mattress  black  with  filth.  He  never 
took  oflf  his  clothes  to"^  sleep.  There  were  four  others  employed 
in  that  shop,  and  a  more  woe-stricken  set  of  men  it  has  never 
been  our  lot  to  eee.  In  the  Jewish  bakeries  of  New  York  the  reg- 
ular hours  were  not  less  than  twelve  a  day,  and  in  a  great  major- 
ity of  instances  fifteen  hours  was  considered  a  day's  labor.  The 
Jews  work  only  six  days  a  week,  however.  It  was  found  very 
difficult  to  get  the  exact  facts  as  to  the  time  worked  in  these 
bakeries,  the  /1t>osses"  claiming  that  sixty  hours  was  the  rule, 
and  the  men,  when  their  employers  were  not  present,  asserting 
that  they  worked  longer,  but  often  retracting  that  assertion 
when  an  investigation  was  made.  In  no  other  line  of  industry 
have  we  found  a  more  subservient  class  of  workmen,  or  more 
exacting  taskmasters,  than  in  the  small  bakeries  of  our  larger 
cities.  We  do  not  attempt  to  explain  this,  but  simply  state  it  as 
the  result  of  observation  in  our  experience  in  endeavoring  to 
enforce  the  sixty-hour  law.  It  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
that,  after  repeated  efforts,  we  were  enabled  to  obtain  evi- 
dence sufficient  to  prosecute  one  case  for  violation  of  the  sixty- 
hour  clause,  notwithstanding  that  the  services  of  the  officers  of 
the  various  unions  were  invoked  for  this  purpose,  and  there  were 
violations  on  every  hand.  It  is  not  that  these  violations  are 
winked  at  by  the  unions,  for  there  are  outcries  enough  against 
them  in  the  meetings  and  wherever  employers  are  not  present. 
Anonymous  complaints  concerning  overwork  form  a  good  part 
of  our  daily  mail,  but  the  victims  upon  whose  testimony  we  must 
solely  rely  to  obtain  convictions  in  the  courts  refuse  to  make 
affidavits  to  the  facts  from  fear  or  other  causes.  Perhaps  when 
the  men  become  better  acquainted  with  their  rights  and  develop 
an  independence  which  does  not  at  this  writing  seem  an  attribute 
of  the  workmen  employed  at  the  baking  trade,  we  will  have 
greater  success  in  enforcing  the  sixty-hour  law.  However,  to 
facilitate  the  prosecution  of  parties  who  violated  the  law,  a  blank 
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form  of  aflSdavit  was  prepared  and  distributed  among  the  Bakers' 

Unions  tlirough  their  oflScers.      No  returns  have  as  et  been  made 

on  the  blanks  through  these  sources.    Following  is  a  copy  of  the

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The  second  section  of  the  law  requires  that  the  plumbing  and 
d2*ainage  of  bakeshops  shall  be  in  a  healthful  and  sanitary  con- 
dition. Speaking  generally  of  the  bakeries  found  in  the  larger 
cities,  we  have  found  the  plumbing  unusually  bad,  and  therefore 
have  ordered  numerous  improvements  in  this  respect.  Leaky 
pipes,  open  sewers,  filthy  closets  and  untrapped  sinks  were  very 
common  subjects  requiring  attention.  The  presence  of  closets 
in  bake-rooms,  or  immediately  contiguous  thereto,  is  objection- 
able and  prohibited  by  law,  and  hundreds  of  such  were  ordered 
removed.  It  may  be  said  that  these  appurtenances  were  found 
frequently  in  a  most  uncleanly  state,  and  the  employers  always 
ehaj^ed  their  workmen  with  responsibility  therefor.  Regard  for 
the  ordinary  rules  of  health  and  comfort  was  not  generally  ob- 
rerved.  It  would  be  nauseating  to  go  into  details  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  we  would  refer  to  the  tabulated  statements  for  further 
information  on  the  matter. 

The  law  also  contains  provisions  with  reference  to  the  interior 
condition  of  bakeshops,  and  provides  that  the  flooring  thereof 
shall  be  constructed  of  suitable  materials,  and,  if  of  wood,  the 
floor  must  be  properly  oiled  to  facilitate  cleaning;  that  the  walls 
and  ceilings  shall  be  plastered  or  wainscoted,  and  painted  or 
whitewashed  at  intervals  of  at  least  three  months.  The  utensils 
and  furniture  must  also  be  kept  cleanly,  and  so  arranged  that 
they  may  be  easily  moved  about  to  afford  ready  opportunity  for 
cleaning.  Various  other  requirements  with  regard  to  cleanli- 
ness are  in  the  law,  all  of  which  experience  has  shown  to  be  salu- 
tary and  necessary. 

The  presence  of  bedding  and  sleeping  places  in  bakeries  is  a  sub- 
ject which  received  particular  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  in- 
spectors. It  was  not  an  infrequent  incident  to  find  men  sleeping 
upon  boards  laid  along  the  dough-mixing  troughs,  partially  clad, 
with  evidences  of  vermin  on  their  bodies  which  dropped  into  the 
dough  underneath.  Mattresses,  damp  and  mouldy  from  being 
kept  in  the  cellars,  often  were  found  piled  upon  wholly  or  par- 
tially filled  flour  barrels,  and  updn  these  the  men  would  take 
turns  in  sleeping,  sometimes  covered  with  ragged  an^  filthy 
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qnilts,  but  generally  with  no  covering  other  than  the  clothing 
worn  dnring  their  labors.  In  other  bakeries,  board  shelving  was 
arranged,  with  calico  curtains  to  act  as  partial  screens  for  the 
ftleepers.  In  fact,  it  appeared  to  be  the  custom  in  many  places 
to  utilize  the  bakeries  for  lodging  purposes  as  well  as  for  the 
preparation  of  food  products,  and  this  enabled  the  employers  to 
obtain  cheaper  help  and  longer  hours  of  labor.  The  men,  it 
seemed,  were  more  reluctant  to  protest  against  overwork  when 
the  loss  of  their  jobs  would  also  mean  the  loss  of  shelter. 

It  must  be  understood  that  these  bakeries,  in  New  York  and 
Brooklyn,  where  the  worst  conditions  were  found,  are  all  located 
under  tenement  buildings  in  basements  intended  possibly  in  the 
beginning  for  the  storage  of  rubbish  and  coal.  By  no  stretch  of 
imagination  are  they  fitted  for  human  occupation.  There  are 
hundreds  of  them.  They  have  no  means  of  obtaining  a  pure  sup- 
ply of  air.  They  are  mostly  without  direct  communication  with 
the  outside,  and  frequently  the  only  entrance  is  by  way  of  a  trap- 
door in  the  floor  above.  The  floors  of  the  shops  in  a  good  many 
instances  was  the  uncovered  earth.  Usually  there  was  no  plas- 
tering on  the  sidewalls,  and  the  joists  overhead  were  bare,  so  that 
the  dust  and  dirt  from  the  apartments  above  readily  sifted  through 
the  jointed  floor  and  mixed  with  the  exposed  flour  and  dough. 
(;ockroaehes  and  other  insects,  some  of  them  the  peculiar  develop- 
ment of  foul  bakeries  and  never  seen  elsewhere,  abounded,  and  as 
chance  willed  became  part  of  the  salable  products.  Bats,  which 
seemed  not  to  fear  the  human  denizens  of  these  catacombs,  ran 
back  and  forth  between  the  piled  up  bread  and  their  holes. 
Domestic  animals,  such  as  cats  and  dogs,  might  here  and  there 
be  part  of  the  cellared  population,  but  they  would  not  add  materi- 
ally to  the  cleanliness  of  the  place. 

So  far  as  time  and  the  provisions  of  the  law  has  permitted, 
many  of  the  evils  found  in  these  bakeshops  have  been  abated. 
Bome  of  them  can  never  be  remedied  while  cellar  or  basement 
bakeries  under  tenements  and  dwellings  are  allowed  to  exist. 
The  law  should  be  amended  abolishing  such  basement 
bakeries    altogether.      They    are    a    disgrace    to    civilization. 
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an  indirect  menace  to  the  health  of  the  community  at 
large,  and  fatal,  sometimes  slowly,  often  swiftly,  to  those  who 
cam  a  liTclihood  therein.  No  words  can  be  stronj?  enough  to 
picture  the  facts  as  they  have  been  found  by  the  inspectors  in 
enforcing  the  bakeshop  law.  It  is  extremely  rare  to  find  in  these 
cellars  a  journeyman  baker  who  has  reached  the  age  of  fifty 
3  ears.  Out  of  seventy  questioned  as  to  their  ages  in  the  course 
of  two  nights'  inspections  in  the  Jewish  quarters,  but  two  were 
over  fifty  years  of  age,  one  of  them  fifty-one  and  the  other  fifty- 
two.  They  were  the  oldest  men  seen  on  those  nights,  and  all 
were  questioned  who  were  met.  The  majority  were  young  men 
and  few  of  them  would  be  considered  healthy  at  a  casual  glance. 
The  clothing  sweatshops,  about  which  much  more  has  been  writ- 
ten, offer  no  such  record  as  this.  Out  of  the  same  seventy,  eight 
of  them  acknowledged  that  they  had  "  lung  trouble,"  or  consump- 
tion, five  others  stated  that  they  were  afflicted  with  a  "weak- 
ness," but  they  would  not  acknowledge  that  it  was  consumption, 
although  a  layman  could  form  that  opinion  from  their  appear- 
ances. The  alarming  possibilities  of  spreading  the  fatal  disease 
of  consumption  when  ten  per  cent,  of  those  who  make  our  bread 
sire  afflicted  with  it,  is  something  which  demands  the  attention  of 
the  health-protecting  departments  of  our  cities.  In  our  opinion, 
the  cellar  bakeshop  is  I'esponsible  for  many  of  the  diseases  among 
bakers.  The  long  hours  of  toil,  nightwork,  unwholesome  quar- 
ters, the  extreme  heat  which  part  of  the  time  is  emitted  from  the 
ovens  with  no  means  of  escape  except  by  the  absorption  of  the 
walls,  followed  by  the  chill  of  dampness  when  the  heat  passes 
away,  the  fetid  exhalations  of  drains  improperly  constructed,  all 
conduce  to  weaken  the  strongest  systems  and  make  the  cellar 
bakeries  most  malignant  breeders  of  death  and  disease.  The 
public  requires  protection  against  their  often  unavoidable  filthi- 
ness,  and  the  workmen  against  the  dangerous  conditions  always 
found  therein,  even  in  the  best  of  them.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  law  be  amended  making  it  unlawful  to  conduct 
a  bakery  in  any  place  more  than  two  feet  below  the  street  level 
under  a  tenement  or  dwelling.      There  are  other  minor  amend- 
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ments  which  might  be  made  in  order  to  more  clearly  indicate  the 
powers  of  the  inspectors. 

At  the  ninth  annual  convention  of  the  Factory  Inspectors'  In- 
ternational Association,  held  at  Providence,  in  September  last, 
Deputy  Inspector  of  Bakeshops  Dennis  J.  Hanlon  read  a  paper 
upon  the  subject  of  bakeshop  inspection  which  will  be  of  interest 
as  giving  the  results  of  the  personal  experience  and  information 
gleaned  by  a  practical  man.      It  is  as  follows: 

Bakeshop  Inspection — Its  Benefits  and  Future. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention. — It  is 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  factory  inspection  in  this 
country  that  the  question  of  bakeshop  inspection  and  sanitation 
is  made  a  special  issue  of  discussion  in  these  conventions.  As  one 
who  has  been  laboring  in  the  bakeshops  of  New  York  city  from 
boyhood  up,  I  greet  this  event  with  more  than  common  pleasure, 
a  feeling  which  was  only  paralleled  when  news  reached  me  May 
2d,  this  year,  that  Governor  Morton,  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
had  signed  the  bill  providing  for  the  sanitary  regulation  of  bake- 
shops, which  was  closely  followed  by  the  adoption  of  a  similar  law^ 
one  week  after  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota. 
This  legislation  has  marked  an  epoch  in  the  evolution  of  the  bak- 
ing trade,  and  the  application  of  the  science  of  hygie^ie  to  the 
rules  that  should  goveni  the  production  and  distribution  of  the 
food  of  the  people  is  a  distinct  indication  of  the  progression  of 
modena  civilization. 

The  enactment  of  laws  goveniing  the  manufacture  of  food  pro- 
<iucts  and  protecting  the  health  of  the  operatives  of  the  culinary 
and  particularly  the  baking  trades,  is  as  naturally  proper  as  the 
quarantine  laws  for  the  restriction  of  contagious  diseases,  the 
sanitary  laws  against  the  accumulation  of  garbage  on  our  public 
highways,  the  building  and  plumbing  inspection  and  the  multi- 
fold other  ordinances  intended  for  the  safety  of  the  lives  and 
limbs  of  the  public.  With  the  growiug  density  of  the  population 
of  large  cities  and  the  expansion  and  incri*asiug  importance  of 
the  baking  trade  as  the  sole  medium  of  supply  of  the  most  indis- 
pensable  article  of  food,  this  fact  has  at  last  forced  itself  on  the 
minds  of  many  thousands  of  people,  until  the  lawmakers  of 
almost  every  civilized  country  responded  to  the  general  clamor  for 
protective  legislation.  In  most  instances  this  legislation,  con- 
scious of  the  real  cause  of  the  evils  to  be  i*emedied.  provided  for 
shorter  Jiours  of  labor  for  the  operatives,  in  order  to  give  them 
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time,,  strength  and  energy  to  keep  themselves,  their  tools  and 
their  surroundings  in  a  clean  and  wholesome  condition.  Other 
ordinances  have  also  been  enacted  to  restrict  apprentice  work, 
to  check  and  ultimately  to  abolish  nightwork,  to  regulate  Sunday 
work,  to  provide  for  dry  and  airy  workshops,  for  sanitary  plumb- 
ing, for  the  removal  of  water  closets,  etc. 

BAK£8HOP   LEGISLATION. 

The  first  step  in  this  direction  was  made  in  that  classic  country 
of  advanced  factory  inspection  laws  and  sanitary  legislation, 
England.  In  that  country  public  attention  was  first  called  to  the 
abases  of  the  baking  trade  in  1855  and  1855.  by  a  commission  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  which  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
almost  incredible  adulteration  of  articles  of  food  produced  by 
bakeries.  The  investigation  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  law  of 
August  6th,  1860,  "  for  preventing  the  adulteration  of  articles  of 
food  and  drink."  This  legislation  soon  was  followed  by  a  very 
extensive  movement  for  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  bakeshops  and  relief  for  the  employes. 

In  response  to  public  clamor,  the  goverhment  appointed  a  royal 
commissioner,  Mr.  H.  S.  Tremenhere,  who  in  1863  continued  the 
investigation  into  the  conditions  of  bakeshops  and  bakers.  His 
report,  which  was  presented  to  Parliament  in  the  mme  year,  cre- 
ated a  seusation  throughout  the  kingdom.  People  had  no  con- 
ception of  the  filthy  and  pestilence-breeding  cellar  holes  in  which 
their  bread  was  baked.  If  not  their  hearts,  then  their  stomachs 
were  thrown  into  a  state  of  revolt,  and  further  special  legislation 
for  the  bakeshops  was  the  consequence.  An  act  was  passed  (in 
1863)  proliibiting  nightwork  of  operatives  under  eighteen  years 
of  age,  limiting  the  hours  of  labor  of  apprentices,  and  establish- 
ing  provisions  against  some  of  the  most^glaring  nuisances  in  the 
shops. 

In  the  j<ame  year  similar  reforms,  including  the  abolition  of 
nightwork,  were  effected  in  the  municipalities  of  Wexford,  Kil- 
kenny, Clonmel,  Waterford,  Ennis  and  Tipperary,  in  Ireland. 

Nightwork  in  bakeries  has  also  been  abolished  in  a  majority  of 
bakeries  in  Scotland  for  more  than  thirty  years,  and  the  average 
working  time  of  the  operatives  in  these  bakeries  is  fifty-four  hours 
per  week. 

In  London  and  Manchester  the  ten -hour  workday  for  bakers 
has  become  quite  general,  and  at  the  present  time  a  strong  move- 
ment is  on  foot  to  so  amend  the  English  Factory  Inspection  Act 
as  to  make  the  eight-hour  workday  general  in  every  bakeshop  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 

In  France  the  question  of  special  legislation  for  the  baking 
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trade  wad  dealt  with  as  early  as  1848,  during  the  reign  of  the 
February  Republic.  It  was  agreed  that  something  had  to  be 
done  to  alleviate  the  lot  of  the  operative  bakers,  and  in  response 
to  a  resolution  to  that  effect  the  employers  allowed  a  general 
increase  in  wages  and  a  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor. 

To-day  the  law  of  November  2,  1892,  is  operative,  prohibiting 
the  employment  of  young  men  under  eighteen  years  of  age  at 
nightwork  in  bakeries,  and  providing  for  a  general  work  week 
of  sixty  hours  for  all  journeymen  bakers,  a  rule  which  permits 
of  exceptions  only  in  thirty  days  of  the  year,  when  twelve  hours 
may  constitute  a  day's  work. 

In  Luxembourg  legislation  has  been  enacted  for  sanitary  shops, 
for  the  prohibition  of  nightwork,  for  apprentices,  and  for  a  ten- 
hour  maximum  workday  for  all  journeymen  bakers. 

In  Holland  apprentices  and  operatives  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  are  not  allowed  to  work  on  Sunday,  and  during  night  hours, 
between  seven  in  the  evening  and  two  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
In  1889  a  law  was  passed  restricting  a  day's  work  for  bakers, 
including  the  delivery  of  bread  to  customers,  to  eleven  hours.  A 
decree  of  1891  prohibits  the  employment  of  youthful  operatives 
in  close  workrooms,  with  heated  bake  ovens  and  in  a  temperature 
of  more  than  thirty-two  degrees  Celsius. 

In  Switzerland  it  was  officially  ascertained  but  recently  that 
work  in  bakeshops,  and  particularly  nightwork,  had  a  demoraliz- 
mg  ellect  upon  the  workers,  being  conducive  to  alcoholism  and 
other  vices  consequent  to  nervous  exhaustion  and  a  debilitated 
system.  As  a  result  the  daily  work-time  of  adults  in  the  various 
cantons  of  Switzerland  now  ranges  between  ten  and  twelve  hours 
per  day,  while  the  time  of  apprentices  is  still  further  limited. 
Some  of  the  most  far-reaching  legislation  in  "behalf  of  the  bakers 
has  been  t*nacted  in  Sweden  and  Norway,  where  the  Storthing 
(Congress),  on  June  13,  1894,  passed  a  law  abolishing  nightwork 
in  bakeries  entirely,  prohibiting  work  in  bakeshops  on  Sundays 
and  holidays,  and  setting  a  limit  of  twelve  hours,  including  meal- 
time, as  the  workday  in  bakeries.  This  law  also  forbids  child 
labor  under  fourteen  years  in  bakeshops,  and  provides  that  the 
fines  paid  by  employers  convicted  of  violations  of  the  act  shall  go 
to  the  sick  benefit  fund  of  the  operative  bakers. 

LONG   HOURS — PO^^R   PAY. 

So  much  for  bakeshop  legislation  across  the  Atlantic.  In  our 
own  country,  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  New  York  and  Minne- 
sota laws,  the  only  effort  ever  made  in  this  direction  is  found  in 
the  factory  laws  of  New  Jersey,  in  sections  thirteen  and  fourteen, 
providing  for  the  sound  construction  of  the  bakeshops,  good 
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plumbing  and  drainage,  the  remoyal  of  water  closets  and  the 
separation  of  the  sleeping  apartment  of  the  employes  from  the 
bake-rooms.  As  to  the  conditions  in  the  average  bakeshops  of 
our  large  cities,  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  remedies  which 
the  law  seeks  to  apply  are  timely  and  in  dire  need.  The  com-, 
plaints  that  have  reached  the  public  frequently  during  the  last 
ten  years  are  not  exaggerated;  they  have  formed  the  subject  of 
investigation  of  the  State  Labor  Bureaus  of  New  York,  Minne- 
sota, California  and  other  States  of  the  Union,  and  in  every 
instance  the  conditions  were  found  to  be  a  menace  both  to  the 
employes  and  the  bread-consuming  public. 

The  most  comprehensive  effort  of  this  kind  was  made  in  1892 
by  the  organized  journeymen  bakers,  who  were  equipped  with 
credentials  by  New  York  State  Labor  Statistician  Peck.  The 
report  covered  150  pages,  and  showed  that  the  journeymen  were 
badly  overworked,  as  their  average  daily  worktime  was  between 
thirteen  and  fourteen  hours;  that  the  health  of  a  great  number 
of  the  men  was  in  an  impaired  condition;  that  1,032  out  of  1,599 
were  compelled  to  work  during  the  nighttime;  that  the  cellar 
bakeshop  prevailed  everywhere  throughout  the  city  of  New  York, 
to  which  1  may  add  that  this  is  also  the  case  in  Brooklyn.  A 
great  many  of  the  journeymen  were  compelled  to  board  and 
lodge  with  their  employers,  a  circumstance  which  rendered  them 
liable  to  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  time  allowed  for  rest, 
to  cart  in  flour,  wood,  and  other  material,  or  to  do  chores  about  the 
house. 

Many  of  the  men  thus  forced  to  live  on  the  premises  of  the 
employers  passed  their  entire  time  in  the  bakeshops,  often  mak- 
ing their  beds  on  the  benches  or  trough-covers  used  for  the  mold- 
ing of  the  bread,  or  in  some  comer  of  the  shop,  on  the  boxes 
the  bread  is  packed  in,  or  on  a  pile  of  flour  sacks.  I  have  known 
many  bakeshops  where  the  bakers  in  this  manner  rested  their 
weary  bones  for  months  and  years,  but  seldom  changing  their 
clothes,  working,  eating  and  sleeping  in  these  surroundings,  with 
no  companions  but  the  dogs  and  cats  and  the  vermin  that  popu- 
late a  large  number  of  these  shops.  Moreover,  these  shops  were 
rarely  above  seven  feet  in  height.  They  were  either  poorly 
ventilated,  or  lacked  the  first  requisites  for  the  health  of  their 
inmates.  The  drainage  and  plumbing  in  many  cases  corre- 
sponded with  the  generally  neglected  condition  of  the  men.  Their 
working  utensils,  the  floor,  the  ceilings  and  sidewalls  but  rarely, 
sometimes  not  in  years,  enjoyed  a  process  of  cleaning  such  as 
would  fit  them  for  their  purposes.  Such  were  the  conditions 
In  the  bakeshops  for  the  last  two  decades,  conditions  under  which 
I  have  lived  and  worked  in  person,  and  which  to  remedy  is  the 
mission  of  the  inspector  of  bakeshops. 
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THE   ENFORCEMENT   OF   THE   LAW. 

Durin|]:  my  short  time  as  a  Deputy  Inspector,  I  have  found 
that  the  present  state  of  nffairs  shows  but  little  improvement, 
•  notwithstanding  the  frequent  exposures  made  by  the  Bakers' 
Union,  the  daily  press  and  the  Bureaus  of  Labor  Statistics.  And 
I  am  now  more  than  ever  convinced  that  the  power  of  the  law 
will  have  to  be  applied  with  a  just  but  strong  hand  to  effect  any 
visible  and  lasting  relief. 

I  find  that  the  boss  bakers,  with  the  exception  of  those  w^hose 
plants  are  conducted  on  modern  principles  with  the  aid  of  every 
patented  improvement  which  machinery  can  supply,  are  rather 
indifferent,  if  not  antagonistic  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  a 
number  of  them  even  having  gone  so  far  as  to  deny  me  admission 
to  their  shops,  and  to  in  every  way  impede  my  work  until  1  per- 
suaded them  that  it  was  to  their  best  interest  not  to  interfere  with 
the  duties  of  the  Factory  Inspector.  Tliey  seem  to  feel  that  the 
inspection  of  their  shops  is  an  unwarranted  interference  with 
their  freedom  in  oi)erating  their  business,  but  I  am  also  pleased  to 
Ftate  that  there  are  a  number  who  recognize  the  value  and  bene- 
ficial influence  the  enforcment  of  the  law  is  apt  to  have  on  every- 
body concerned,  and  they  will,  no  doubt,  soon  excite  a  general 
emulation  of  their  good  example.  Another  noteworthy  fact  is 
the  reticence  of  the  journeymen  in  answering  the  questions  put 
to  them  by  the  inspector.  Their  fear  of  being  disciplined  or  dis- 
charged by  the  employer  is  stamped  on  their  countenance,  and 
while  they  can  not  fail  to  recognize  that  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  is  apt  to  be  beneficial  to  them,  their  helpless  and  dependent 
condition  evidently  suppresses  every  effort  at  personally  assisting 
to  secure  the  desired  changes 

It  is  a  sad  and  pitiable  fact  to  be  compelled  to  admit  that  this 
despair  and  servility  of  a  majority  number  of  journeymen  bakers 
is  due  largely  to  their  overworked  condition  and  tlie  surround- 
ings, that  within  a  few  years  have  destroyed  the  spirit  of  man- 
hood and  independence  in  their  bosoms. 

Having  inspected  the  bakeshops  of  the  city  of  New  York  during 
the  last  two  months,  I  am  now  in  a  position  to  give  some  of  the 
results  of  v  close  observation.  First,  I  find  that  a  great  number 
of  basements  used  as  bakeshops  have  never  been  intended  for 
that  purpose;  they  lack  every  convenience  of  a  manufacturing 
establishment,  having  been  built  originally  like  any  average  cellar 
for  storage  purposes,  such  as  for  wood,  coal  and  liousehold  rub- 
bish; many  of  these  places  have  never  been  plaste^ :*d,  wainscoted 
or  limewashed;  filth,  cobwebs  and  vermin  being  in  visible  abund- 
ance, as  well  as  being  populated  with  rats  and  mice.      Tlie  sewer 
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and  waste  pipes  are  often  found  in  a  defective  condition  and  in 
close  proximity  to  the  utensils  and  material  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  bread. 

INDESCRIBABLE   FILTH    EVERYWUBJIE. 

To  substantiate  this,  I  will  now  cite  a  few  of  the  shops  as  I  have 
found  them,  shops  by  no  means  extraordinary,  but  typical  of 
the  general  run  of  them.  As  a  large  number  of  the  employers  as 
well  as  the  journeymen  know  me  to  be  as  impartial  as  the  press- 
ing importance  and  the  welfare  of  the  vast  interests  involved  will 
permit,  I  give  no  names  or  addresses,  but  they  are  facts,  plain 
and  indisputable  facts,  which  the  parties  involved  can  not,  and 
will  not  attempt  to  deny,  and  can  be  verified  by  the  reports  which 
I  have  submitted  within  the  past  two  months. 

At  one  bakeshop  in  Hester  street  I  found  the  men  working 
sixteen  hours  a  day,  five  days  of  the  week,  and  beginning  Thurs- 
day night,  twenty-four  hours,  making  a  total  of  104  hours  a  week. 
In  this  same  shop  a  mattress  was  laid  on  the  barrels  of  flour  and 
used  as  a  bed  by  one  of  the  employes.  At  another  bakery  on 
Hudson  street,  the  water  closets  were  literally  black  \^ith  cock- 
ixmches  and  the  sidewalls  of  the  bakeroom  were  not  much  better. 
At  another  one,  again  on  Hudson  street,  the  sewer  pipes  leaked 
into  the  bakeroom,  and  I  really  saw  the  contents  flowing  into  the 
ferment-tub,  which  contains  the  yeast  used  in  the  production  of 
the  bread.  I  made  them  remove  the  tub  from  under  the  pipes, 
they  stating  that  they  had  never  noticed  it  before.  Another  one 
on  Columbus  avenue,  was  full  of  all  kinds  of  dirt  and  rubbish; 
the  sidewalls  and  ceiling  appeared  never  to  have  been  cleaned 
or  limewashed;  the  water  closet  was  in  the  bakeroom,  with  no 
screen  of  any  kind  around  it,  and  its  condition  was  beyond  descrip- 
tion. I  found  piles  of  filth  and  dirt  under  the  troughs  and 
benches,  and  the  benches  themselves  were  in  a  corespondingly 
neglected  state.  The  widest  part  of  the  shop  is  not  more  than 
fourteen  feet  and  the  rear  of  it  no  more  than  ten  feet ;  it  is  seven 
feet  high,  and  in  this  place  six  men  are  working  daily,  a  total  of 
seventy-two  hours  per  week.  "  First  class  ''  cake,  pie  and  bread 
are  made  under  these  conditions.  On  July  15th  and  August 
6th,  I  visited  a  bakeroom  on  Third  avenue  and  in  each  instance  I 
found  the  water  closet  in  the  same  indescribably  filthy  condition. 
Four  men  employed  in  this  shop  use  the  water  closet  during  the 
night,  and  not  one  of  them  but  what  failed  to  flush  the  basin  with 
water,  although  no  exertion  was  required  but  to  pull  a  chain 
hanging  down  by  their  side.  Further  up  Third  avenue  there  is 
a  large  roomy  bakeshop,  but  there  was  never  an  attempt  made  to 
clean  it.      The  sink  was  so  defective  that  the  waste  water  flowed 
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on  the  floor,  creating  pools  of  putrid  water  and  piles  of  mud, 
exhaling  odors  so  vile  that  the  desire  to  escape  to  the  sidewalk 
became  irresistible.  The  water  closet  was  also  in  a  sickening 
state.  The  place  was  well  tenanted  with  rats  and  yermin.  In 
this  shop  men  worked  from  ten  to  twelve  hours  a  day.  The 
bakeshop  and  stomge  room  of  another  bakery  on  Third  avenue 
was  one  mass  of  filth;  the  flooring  was  rotten  and  eaten  away;  the 
sidewalls  were  alive  with  dirt  and  vermin,  and  the  men  here  wore 
no  shirts  nor  covering  of  any  kind  on  the  upper  part  of  their 
bodies.  The  height  of  this  shop  is  but  six  and  one-half  feet.  In 
another  bakery  on  Second  avenue  employing  six  men,  the  bake- 
room  is  but  six  and  one-half  feet  in  height  and  in  a  very  filthy  con- 
dition ;  the  sink  was  broken,  and  barrels  of  dirt  and  refuse  were 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  shop  until  the  nauseating  odors  would 
make  it  impossible  for  even  those  used  to  these  surroundings  to 
longer  bear  the  trial.  It  was  beyond  the  memory  of  the  employes 
when  the  place  was  limewashed,  although  two  of  them  had 
worked  there  over  twelve  years.  As  regards  ventilation,  it  is 
but  a  mere  fancy,  and  added  to  this  there  is  a  water  closet  in  the 
bakeroom. 

On  Ninth  avenue  there  is  a  bakeroom  the  height  of  which  is 
but  seven  feet.  As  I  stood  in  the  centre  of  this  shop  I  could 
see  nothing  but  dirt  on  all  sides,  and  the  stench  from  the  rubbish 
and  the  garbage  was  horrible.  This  place  has  never  been  lime- 
washed. 

At  another  bakery  on  Ninth  avenue  dirt  and  rubbish  abounded 
all  over  the  bakeroom.  The  floor  was  rotten  and  full  of  rat 
holes.  While  in  this  shop  I  personally  saw  the  rats  going  about 
as  though  they  were  domesticated.  The  place  has  never  been 
limewashed,  and  the  water  closet  in  the  bakeroom  was  in  a  con- 
dition that  civilized  people  should  blush  at.  Another  note- 
worthy feature  was  the  dense  population  of  cockroaches,  many  of 
them  the  size  of  grasshoppers,  who,  not  wanting  to  be  'disturbed 
in  their  unlimited  reign  about  the  oven  and  water  closet,  flew  at 
me  like  birds,  and,  I  can  assure  you,  caused  my  immediate 
retreat  from  that  part  of  the  shop.  Another  shop  further  up 
this  avenue  is  in  a  similar  condition,  and  so  are  a  great  number  of 
others  throughout  the  city,  which  to  cite  would  unnecessarily  tire 
your  kind  patience  with  my  feeble  effort  at  describing  the  evils  of 
the  bakeshop.  Besides  the  aforesaid  features,  I  have  found  that 
the  sleeping  places  of  the  men  are  poor,  filthy,  and  neglected. 
In  one  place  I  found  them  located  over  a  stable  in  the  yard;  at 
another  in  a  rear  house  over  the  bakeroom.  More  of  them  were 
directly  in  the  bakeshops,  and  some  of  them  not  even  having  a 
bedstead,  but  the  bedding  laid  on  the  covers  of  the  troughs  and 
benches.      In  many  of  these  shops  I  have  found  very  numerous

families  of  cats  arid  dogs,  the  latter  often  numbering  two  or 
three  sx>ecimens  in  one  shop.  As  a  rule  the  animals  are  as 
filthy  as  their  surroundings,  adding  additional  ill  odors  and 
vermin  to  the  already  contaminated  atmosphere.  I  will  close 
this  chapter  of  my  personal  observations  by  calling  attention  to 
the  very  defective  state  of  the  plumbing  and  drainage  in  most 
of  these  cellars,  of  which  one,  on  Third  avenue,  where  the  over- 
flowing water  closet  submerged  the  entire  floor,  filling  the  shop 
with  vile  and  disease-breeding  vapors,  is  a  fair  tyj^. 

MORE    INSPECTORS    WANTED. 

In  summing  up  the  facts  so  far  established,  you  will  have  to 
recognize  that  the  evils  now  existing  in  the  bakeshops  are  mani- 
fold, and  that  they  have  been  permitted  to  take  such  a  deep  root 
and  to  extend  ever  an  area  which  makes  their  abolition,  or  even 
their  alleviation,  a  task  of  gigantic  proportions,  especially  when 
you  consider  that  to  remedy  those  evils  there  are  butlfour  deputy 
bakeshop  inspectors  in  the  State  to  enforce  the  law.  After  thfe 
foregoing  statement  of  facts  I  am  certain  you  will  agree  with  me 
when  I  say  that  the  city  of  New  York  would  need  that  number 
alone.  The  law,  as  it  reads  now,  promises  much,  and  I  consider 
it  a  stepping-stone,  as  it  were,  to  such  higher  achievements  as 
the  future  may  secure,  when  once  the  public  will  realize  the  great 
benefits  of  the  sanitary  inspection  of  bakeshops.  The  clauses 
providing  for  the  plastering  or  wainscoting  of  sidewalls  or  ceil- 
ings, the  limewashing  of  the  same,  giving  the  inspector  the  power 
to  order  sound  flooring  and  sewer  or  drainage  pxpes,  removing 
the  water  closet  and  beds  from  the  bakerooms,  and  the  reduction 
of  the  hours  of  labor  to  sixty  per  week,  are  all  excellent  measures 
that  will  do  much  to  bring  about  a  thorough  change  for  the 
better.  The  above  mentioned  clause  in  regard  to  the  hours  of 
labor  I  consider  of  particular  value,  which,  when  generally 
adopted,  will  establish  the  principal  and  primary  conditions  of  a 
clean  bakeshop,  a  class  of  journeymen  bakers  who  will  find  rest, 
leisure,  and  physical  and  moral  strength  sufficient  to  keep  their 
persons  clean,  to  elevate  them  socially,  intellectually,  and  other- 
wise, until  growing  out  of  and  above  their  filthy  surroundings, 
they  will  refuse  to  further  countenance  or  support  methods  of 
labor  such  as  exists  at  the  present  time. 

ABOLISH    CELLAR    BAKING. 

Ab  I  have  already  stated,  the  present  law  affords  some  far- 
reaching  measures  of  relief.  A  thorough  remedy,  however,  is 
not  within  our  grasp  until  the  law  is  further  amended  with  a 
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view  of  totally  abolishing  cellar  bakeshops.  As  long  as  bake- 
shops  are  underground  it  will  be  impossible  to  radically  guard 
against  rats,  vermin  and  cockroaches,  against  the  vapors  of  sewer 
pipes,  dampness,  and  a  stifling  and  unhealthy  atmosphere,  as  well 
asthedemoralizing  influences  which  exist  in  illy-ventilated  cellars. 
I  would  therefore  submit  for  consideration,  the  question  of  an 
enactment  prohibiting  the  further  construction  of  bakeshops 
below  ground,  and  also  prohibiting  bakeries  now  located  in  cel- 
lars from  being  reopened  for  baking  purposes  where  the  same 
have  been  closed  for  more  than  one  month.  As  to  the  present  cel- 
lar bakeries  my  experience  compels  me  to  seek  a  more  effectual 
application  of  the  law,  by  securing  a  better  system  of  ventilation, 
either  by  causing  landlords  to  provide  the  shops  with  a  suflBcient 
number  of  windows  and  air-shafts,  or  to  run  ventilating  pipes 
to  the  roof  of  the  building,  as  lack  of  ventilation  is  the  most  in- 
sidious foe,  and  is  therefore  the  most  dangerous  element  of  life  in 
a  bakeshop.  Mere  lack  of  air  is  bad  enough,  but  when  the 
already  vitiated  atmosphere  of  a  workroom  is  further  impreg- 
nated with  disease  and  death  from  dust  and  the  vile  vapors  aris- 
ing from  the  elements  portrayed  in  these  lines,  it  is  infinitely 
worse.  I  have  no  doubt  but  you  will  agree  with  me  in  declaring 
that  these  dangers  invite  the  special  consideration  of  the  friends 
of  bakeshop  sanitation.  In  addition  to  these  provisions  I  would 
urge  the  adoption  of  a  measure  prohibiting  the  height  of  all  bake- 
shops to  be  les«  than  eight  feet,  because  a  great  number  of  these 
places  are  but  six,  six  and  one-half  and  seven  feet  in  height, 
thereby  rendering  them  veritable  dungeons  for  men  to  live  and 
work  in,  often  at  a  he^it  of  from  100  to  110  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
As  regards  other  safeguards,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
utter  nuisance  of  housing  dogs  in  bakeshops  and  of  compelling 
men  to  lodge  on  the  employers'  premises,  which  usually  means 
that  they  either  sleep  in  or  in  the  proximity  of  the  bakeshops,  in  a 
hayloft  over  the  stable,  the  garret  or  elsewhere,  where  space  and 
bed  can  not  be  put  to  a  more  remunerative  purpose.  If  investi- 
gated, it  will  be  found  that  the  men  so  housed  hardly  ever  get  out 
of  their  baking  clothes,  that  they,  as  well  as  their  bedding,  are  in 
a  nauseatingly  filthy  condition,  totally  unfitted  to  serve  as  chief 
factors  in  the  production  of  the  staff  of  life.  I  trust  that  at  some 
not  far  distant  day  we  shall  find  the  means  to  also  stop  this 
nuisance  and  thus  build  an  indestructible  and  complete  chain  of 
safeguards  around  the  men  and  places  supplying  to  the  ^millions 
of  homes  of  our  country  the  most  indispensable  article  of  food. 
I  trust  that  the  public  may  be  assured  by  seeing  a  certificate, 
issued  from  the  office  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  displayed  in  the 
bakeries  of  the  State  of  New  York,  that  the  food  products  were 
manufactured  under  clean  and  sanitarv  conditions,  and  in  con- 
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elusion,  I  further  trust  that  in  this  most  humane  work  we  shall 
continue  to  enjoj  the  active  support  of  every  person  interested 
in  the  public  weal. 

In  the  "  British  Medical  Journal "  of  August  31,  1895,  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  paper  on  the  subject  of  underground  bakeries 
appears,  and  will  be  of  interest: 

Underground  Workshops.

The  general  tendency  of  civilized  communities  is  to  flock 
towards  particular  centres  of  population.  In  order  to  make  the 
most  of  costly  ground,  the  builder  tries  to  gain  in  height  what  he 
lacks  in  breadth.  Hence  we  see  huge  blocks  of  buildings  spring- 
ing up  on  all  sides.  These  lofty  rows  of  houses,  often  on  the 
sides  of  narrow  streets,  prevent  the  circulation  of  air  and  the 
entrance  of  sunlight.  In  oi*der  to  obviate  this  particular  danger 
the  London  Building  Act  of  1894  restricted  the  height  of  houses 
in  the  metropolis  to  a  maximum  of  eighty  feet,  and  laid  down 
certain  definite  relations  to  be  observed  between  the  height  of 
the  houses  and  the  width  of  the  streets  on  which  they  abut.  This 
act  does  not  apply  to  the  city  proper,  for  reasons  that  will  be 
fairly  obvious.  Nor  does  it  touch  an  opposite  danger,  which  is 
a  further  outcome  of  the  excessive  value  of  town  land.  The 
builders,  not  content  with  soaring  skyward,  have  taken  to  bur- 
rowing in  the  earth,  so  that  we  find  London  basement  rooms  used 
as  workshops,  being  two  cr  even  three  floors  beneath  the  level  of 
the  street.  An  "  underground  workshop  "  may  be  defined  as 
"  any  workshop  almost  or  wholly  below  the  adjoining  street  or 
surface  level."  This  definition  includes  basements,  the  roofs  of 
which  are  raised  several  feet  —  say  two  or  three  —  above  the 
neighboring  ground  level.  Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
subject  of  underground  workshops  generally  by  an  investigation 
of  the  bakeries  carried  on  in  London  basement  rooms.  The 
majoritj'  of  these  places,  especially  in  the  older  houses,  are 
nothing^  more  i)r  less  than  cellars.  The  process  of  conversion 
from  the  rellar  to  the  bakehouse  is  simple.  The  baker  rents  a 
bouse  in  a  business  thoroughfare,  furnishes  the  cellar  with  a 
few  g'as  jets,  some  kneading-troughs,  a  water-tap,  and  a  furnace 
and  he  is  forthwith  the  possessor  of  a  bakehouse.      From  cellars 
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of  this  type,  on  a  moderate  estimate,-  more  than  one-half  of  the 
daily  bread  of  Londoners  is  issued.  The  bakers  have  hitherto 
made  light  of  the  evils  of  their  underground  workshops.  For  a 
long  time  they  contended  that  however  bad  the  bakehouse  no 
harm  could  result  to  the  consumer,  as  the  process  of  baking  steril- 
ized the  loaf.  The  fallacy  of  that  assumption  has  been  shown  by 
the  present  writers,  who  cultivated  numerous  bacteria  from  the 
centre  of  newly  baked  London  loaves.  In  the  particular  case  of 
the  underground  workshops  used  for  the  making  of  bread,  we 
hold  that  their  use,  under  present  conditions,  involves  distinct 
danger  to  the  public  safety,  as  regards  both  consumer  and  pro- 
ducer. We  may  add  that  the  view  as  to  the  possible  spread  of 
disease  by  means  of  bread  has  been  widely  adopted  in  India, 
where  several  outbreaks  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  ascribed  to 
bread  baked  in  the  native  bazaars.  In  London,  and  no  doubt  to 
a  lesser  extent  in  most  of  the  large  towns  throughout  the  kingdom, 
there  are  many  basement  rooms  used  as  work  places  that  are  unfit 
for  the  purpose.  Indeed,  for  the  most  part,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
underground  bakeries,  they  are  simply  cellars  that  have  been 
utilized  for  the  housing  of  workmen.  Such  adapted  cellars  are 
almost  always  low,  damp,  airless,  and  liable  to  drain  and  sewer 
pollution.  Nor  can  these  defects,  in  the  absence  of  proper  statu- 
tory powers,  be  remedied  by  the  medical  oflScer  of  health.  The 
most  he  can  do  is  to  check  the  grosser  defects  in  the  rare  instances 
in  which  they  are  brought  under  his  ofScial  notice.  Until  a  rigid 
system  of  house  to  house  visitation  is  the  rule  it  seems  likely  that 
ninety-nine  out  of  100  underground  workshops  will  escape  any 
sanitary  control  whatever.  In  the  present  state  of  the  law  it  is 
only  when  the  underground  room  is  used  as  a  sleeping  place  that 
the  medical  officer  of  health  is  vested  with  any  efficient  powers. 
Even  then  the  law  is  easily  evaded.  The  statute  applies  only  to 
underground  places  that  are  let  separately  for  use  as  dwellings. 
The  tenant,  acordingly,  has  simply  to  rent  a  room  in  the  upper 
I»art  of  the  house  to  escape  the  condition  of  separate  occupation 
of  the  basement.  By  thus  renting  an  upstairs  room  a  baker  may 
actually  sleep  in  the  basement  with  his  family  alongside  of  his 
bakery,  and  snap  his  fingers  at  the  law.  In  the  course  of  our 
investigations  into  the  facts  of  the  underground  bakeries  the 
question  naturally  arose — can  an  ordinary  cellar  basement  be 
converted  into  a  healthy  workshop?  Or  to  put  the  matter  into 
other  words  —  can  the  downstairs  chamber  of  a  dwelling  house, 
almost  or  altogether  underground,  and  with  no  outside  area  op 
proper  windows,  be  made  structurally  fit  for  the  occupation  of 
workmen?  This  question,  after  careful  consideration,  we  believe 
can  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  To  convert  an  ordinary 
cellar  into  a  wholesome  workshop,  however,  requires  no  little 
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structural  alteration.  •  Such  a  task,  in  our  opinion,  can  be  per- 
formed only  by  the  observance  of  certain  essentials,  first  among 
which  may  be  placed  the  provision  of  an  outside  open  area.  The 
diflSculty  of  getting  room  for  such  an  area  in  streets  where  the 
houses  abut  on  the  pavement  is  no  doubt  great.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, that  it  can  be  in  most  instances  surmounted  by  throwing 
back  the  front  of  the  shop  and  borrowing,  so  to  si)eak,  space  for 
the  area  from  beneath  the  upper  overhanging  portion  of  the 
house.  Of  this  "  borrowed  area  "  we  shall  speak  more  in  detail 
later  on.  The  vital  points  of  construction  to  be  provided  for 
are: 

1.  Cubic  Space  and  Height. —  The  height  of  the  workshop 
should  be  at  least  eight  feet  from  floor  to  ceiling.  In  altering 
premises  this  measurement  may  be  attained,  if  necessary,  by 
deepening  existing  levels  and  by  underpinning  the  foundations. 
As  to  cubic  space,  a  minimum  of  five  hundred  cubic  feet  should  be 
provided  for  each  workman.  At  the  same  time  additional  space 
must  be  allowed  where  gas  or  other  artificial  illuminant,  except 
el€|ctricity,  is  used. 

2.  Structure  of  Walls  and  Ceiling. —  The  walls  should  be 
smooth,  dry,  non-absorbent,  and  made  of  some  material  that  can 
be  easily  washed.  These  conditions  may  be  satisfied  by  the  use 
of  a  good  lining  cement,  or,  better,  of  glazed  bricks  or  tiles. 
Whitewash  over  brick  or  plaster  is  undesirable  as  it  soon  gets 
dirty,  has  a  rough  surface,  and  cannot  be  properly  cleansed.  The 
walls  should  be  furnished  with  a  damp-proof  course  below  the 
floor  level,  and  if  such  a  course  does  not  already  exist  it  must  be 
inserted,  if  necessary,  by  deepening  and  underpinning  the  founda- 
tions. If  the  basement  walls  be  unprotected  by  an  area  or  by 
adjoining  Laildings,  they  must  be  shielded  against  damp  in  one 
of  the  following  ways:  (a)  By  making  an  outside  area,  (h)  by 
constructing  a  hollow  space  in  the  center  of  the  wall,  or  (c)  by 
building  a  second  wall  outside,  so  as  to  prevent  the  soil  coming 
into  direct  contact  with  the  main  wall  of  the  basement.  Without 
these  precautions  it  would  be  impossible  to  prevent  dampness, 
especially  where  the  building  is  of  porous  brick.  The  ceiling 
should  be  lined  with  plaster,  with  tongued  matched  boarding,  or 
with  a  smooth  glazed  material  that  can  be  periodically  cleansed. 

3.  Window  Space. —  Where  a  front  and  a  back  outside  area 
already  exists  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  providing  ample  win- 
dow space;  indeed,  that  part  of  the  workshop -facing  the  area 
can  be  converted  practically  into  one  large  window.  Where 
there  is  no  outside  area  there  is  no  satisfactory  way  of  getting 
room  for  windows  except  by  the  unsatisfactory  expedient  of 
digging  a  space  down  in  front  of  the  window  itself.  In  all  cases 
the  windows  should  reach  to  the  ceiling,  and  be  made  to  open 
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flatwise  in  their  upper  halves;  they  should  be  placed  at  each  end, 
or  on  two  sides  of  the  basement,  whether  the  latter  be  an  open 
rhamber  or  divided  off  by  cross  partitions.  The  total  window 
surface  should  be  equal  to  at  least  one-eighth  of  the  floor  area, 

4.  Light  and  Ventilation. —  These  must  be  to  a  certain  extent 
regulated  by  the  special  conditions  of  each  case.  An  open  out- 
side area  and  ample  window  space  are  great  aids  to  natural  light 
and  ventilation.  Artificial  ventilating  inlets  may  be  furnished 
by  Tobiu's  tubes,  by  perforated  bricks,  by  louvred  panes,  and  by 
other  well-known  methods.  In  dusty  situations  they  must  be 
guarded  by  filters  of  wires,  of  gauze,  or  of  other  suitable  material. 
In  an  undergrmmd  chamber  the  outlet  often  presents  a  good  deal 
of  difficulty.  The  most  usual  way  is  by  an  exhaust  shaft,  the 
draught  of  which  is  created  by  waste  heat,  from  the  furnaces,  by 
lighted  gas  burners,  by  a  steam  jet,  or  by  a  mechanically  driven 
fan.  An  open  fireplace  and  chimney  should  be  provided  in 
every  basement  room  intended  for  human  occupation,  whether 
by  day  or  by  night.  The  diflQculty  of  getting  good  ventilation 
will  be,  of  course,  much  increased  if  the  builder  descend  to  a 
second  or  a  third  downstairs  floor.  In  such  a  case  he  will  want 
a  special  means  of  air-supply.  Some  of  the  modern  methods 
which  purify  and  warm  the  distributed  air  should  be  insisted 
upon  in  second  or  lower  downstairs  rooms,  if,  indeed,  they  should 
be  permitted  to  exist  at  all. 

5.  Light. —  Artificial  light  is  best  obtained  from  electric  lamps, 
which  do  not  unduly  warm  and  foul  the  air.  Where  gas  is 
used,  an  extra  allowance  of  air  space  should  be  made,  each 
burner  counting  as  three  adults.  The  amount  of  day  and  sun- 
light will  depend  very  much  on  the  size  of  the  outside  area  and 
of  the  window  space. 

6.  The  Floor. —  This  should  be  made  of  good  concrete,  at  least 
nine  inches  thick.  Its  surface  should  be  of  smooth  cement,  of 
glazed  brick  tiles,  or  of  tesselated  paving.  On  no  account  must 
any  gully  or  sink  connected  with  a  drain  open  through  the  floor. 

7.  Drainage  and  Lavatory  Accommodation. —  Should  be  ample, 
especially  in  places  where  food  is  prepared.  Water  closets 
should  be  of  good  modern  type,  supplied  with  automatic  flushing 
tanks  and  wash-out  pans.  They  should  be  placed  away  from 
the  workshop,  if  possible  in  the  area.  As  the  ventilating  air 
from  the  basement  passes  through  the  area,  it  will  be  well  to  cut 
off  connection  with  closets  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  provide 
them  with  a  separate  system  of  ventilation.  Washing  accoramo 
dation  should  in  all  cases  be  provided.  If  any  drains  pass  under 
the  basement.  They  should  be  encased  in  six  inches  of  concrete, 
and  laid  at  least  a  foot  below  the  concrete  floor,  and  their  joints 
made  gas-tight  with  Portland  cement.      Better  still,  the  pipes 
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may  be  of  iron,  prepared  bv  the  Barfif  process,  or  lined  with  Angus 
Smith's  solution;  such  pipes  should  be  laid  on  concrete  and 
cemented  at  the  joints. 

8.  Water  Supply. —  Should  come  from  the  rising  main.  If 
that  can  not  be  arranged,  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  constant  ser- 
vice, separate  cisterns  must  be  provided  for  drinking  and  for 
closet  purposes,  such  cisterns  to  be  of  approved  modern  type. 

9.  The  *'  Borrowed  Area," —  In  cases  where  the  front  of  the 
bouse  runs  up  flush  with  the  pavement,  we  suggest  that  space  can 
be  got  for  an  outside  area  in  the  following  way:  The  front  of 
the  shop  is  to  be  thrown  back  some  five  or  six  feet,  and  an  area 
sunk  in  the  space  borrowed  in  this  way  from  the  main  over- 
hanging building.  The  outside  area  is  thus  gained  at  the  expense 
of  a  part  of  the  shop  and  the  basement.  The  size  of  the  shop  is 
somewhat  lessened  by  the"  alterations,  but  by  way  of  makeweight 
the  basement  is  converted  into  a  light  and  habitable  room. 
Access  to  the  shop  is  provided  by  a  bridge  crossing  the  new  area 
from  the  pavement.  The  area  we  regard  as  absolutely  essential 
to  the  construction  of  a  healthy  basement  workshop.  A  proper 
supply  of  air  and  light,  to  say  nothing  of  the  disconnection  of 
lavatory  arrangements,  can  hardly  be  obtained  in  the  absence  of 
an  outside  open  area  of  fair  size.  Further,  if  the  whole  basement 
is  to  be  used  for  workmen,  we  think  that  an  area  should  exist  on 
more  than  one  side  of  the  basement.  We  would  suggest,  there- 
fore, that  every  basement  room  meant  for  use  as  a  workshop 
should  have  an  outside  area  along  its  entire  frontage;. that  the 
said  area  be  properly  drained  and  paved;  be  at  least  four  feet  in 
width  in  all  parts,  and  extended  to  six  inches  or  more  below  the 
floor  level.  We  would  also  make  a  second  area  compulsory  in 
every  basement  workshop.  The  second  area,  which  might  be 
placed  at  the  side  of  the  basement  in  some  cases,  should  be  of 
similar  construction  to  the  front  one,  except  that  it  may  be 
three  feet  wide  in  all  parts.  In  the  case  of  basements  having 
two  feet  or  more  of  their  height  above  the  level  of  the  adjoining 
surface,  the  width  of  the  front  area  might  also  be  reduced  to 
three  feet.  It  need  hardly  be  pointed  out  that  absolute  precau- 
tions must  be  taken  to  prevent  any  access  to  the  area  of  sewage  or 
other  contamination.  It  is  equally  clear  that  open  ash-pits  must 
not  be  allowed  in  the  area.  All  refuse  should  be  kept  in  covered 
galvanized  iron  bins,  which  should  be  systematically  emptied  and 
cleansed.  The  Public  Health  Act  of  1875  made  it  illegal  for  any 
cellar  built  or  rebuilt  since  1848  to  be  separately  occupied  as  a 
dwelling,  nor  any  cellar  whatever,  unless  it  complies  with  the 
following  requirements:  (a)  The  height  must  be  in  every  part 
at  least  seven  feet,  three  feet  of  which  must  be  above  the  level 
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of  the  adjoining  street;  (6)  an  open  area,  at  least  two  and  one- 
half  feet  wide  m  every  part  and  six  inches  below  the  level  of  the 
floor,  must  extend  along  the  whole  frontage.  It  may  be  crossed 
by  steps  but  not  opposite  the  windows;  (c)  the  cellar  must  be 
drained  by  a  drain  at  least  one  foot  below  the  floor;  (d)  there 
must  be  proper  closet  and  ash-pit  accommodation;  (e)  there  must 
be  a  fireplace  and  chimney;  and  (f)  a  window  at  least  nine  square 
feet  in  area,  made  to  open.  The  window  of  a  back  cellar,  let  or 
occupied  along  with  the  front  cellar,  need  only  be  four  square  feet 
in  area. 

With  certain  modifications  we  have  applied  the  foregoing  regu- 
lations as  to  cellar  dwellings  to  cellar  workshops.  The  chief 
points  of  difference  are  that  we  ask  for  eight  feet  ii^  room  height 
instead  of  seven;  for  an  open  outside  front  area  four  feet  instead 
of  three;  and  for  an  additional  area  of  less  width  along  one  of 
the  sides  or  the  back  of  the  basement.  The  main  practical  diffi- 
culty in  the  way  of  satisfying  these  requirements  would  no  doubt 
be  in  making  an  area  in  town  houses.  In  order  to  meet  this 
objection  we  have  devised  the  scheme  of  the  "  borrowed"  area," 
whereby  an  open  area  can  be  obtained  for  a  house  even  if  situ- 
ated in  the  narrowest  street  of  London. 

The  main  conclusion  of  this  paper  is,  then,  that  an  underground 
or  basement  room  can  be  converted  into  a  healthy  workshop  by  a 
proper  expenditure  of  money  in  structural  alterations  whereby 
the  basement  may  be  rendered  dry,  light  and  airy. 


WEEKLY  PAYMENT  OP  WAGES. 

The  law  requiring  the  payment  of  wages  to  employes  once  a 
week  by  corporations  and  joint  stock  companies,  engaged  in  cer- 
tain industries,  was  amended  by  the  Legislature  of  1895  so  as  to 
require  steam  surface  railroads  to  pay  their  employes  once  a 
month,  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month,  the  wages  earned 
during  the  preceding  calendar  month. 

There  were  122  corporations  and  joint  stock  companies  found 
to  be  paying  their  employes  upon  other  than  the  weekly  system 
and  all  were  notified  to  conform  to  the  law.  Nearly  all  did  so 
promptly,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  notices  that  suits 
would  be  commenced  in  only  twelve  instances. 

The  law  as  it  now  reads  is  ambiguous  and  admits  of  various 
constructions,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  service  of  the 
required  notice  that  suit  will  be  brought  if  the  law  is  not  com- 
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plied  with.  It  is  not  clear  when  the  effect  of  such  notice  of 
commencing  suit  ceases  to  be  of  force,  nor  is  the  law  plain  as  to 
what  actually  constitutes  a  violation  of  it.  The  Attorney-Gen- 
eral has  given  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that  incori>orated  and  joint 
stock  concerns,  other  than  steam  surface  railroads,  may  pay  every 
two  weeks  and  still  comply  with  the  law,  provided  that  the  pay 
ments  thus  made  are  in  full  for  all  wages  due  up  i:o  the  date  of 
payment.  This  conclusion  has  been  arrived  at  because  of  the 
provision  that  allows  a  corporation  or  joint  stock  company  to 
withhold  and  retain  six  days'  pay  where  the  payments  are  made 
every  week.  It  seems  paradoxical  that  a  weekly  payment  law 
should  mean  a  semi-monthly  payment  law,  but  such  appears  to  be 
the  case.  The  point  may  be  settled  in  a  suit  which  has  been  insti- 
tuted against  the  Union  Car  Company  of  Depew,  now  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court.  This  corporation  pays  twice  a  month,  and 
its  attorneys  contend  that  such  payments  are  in  accordance  with 
the  law. 

A  suit  was  also  instituted  September  4,  1894,  against  the 
Buffalo  Ice  Company  of  Buffalo,  for  neglect  to  pay  wages  weekly, 
which  suit  was  referred  to  Hon.  Daniel  J.  Kenefick,  of  Buffalo,  as 
referee,  to  hear  and  determine. 

Notice  of  other  suits  have  been  served  on  various  corporations 
and  companies,  and  the  matters  turned  over  to  the  Attorney- 
General  as  the  law  requires,  but  issue  had  not  been  joined,  except 
in  the  two  instances  mentioned,  at  the  time  of  closing  this  report.

Following  is  the  Weekly  Payment  Act,  as  amended : 

Weekly  Payment  Law. 

[Chap.  388,  Laws  of  1890,  as  amended  by  Chap.  717  of  the  Laws  of 

1893,  and  Chap.  791,  Laws  of  1895.] 
AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Weekly  Payment  of  Wages  by  Cor- 
porations. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  manufacturing,  mining,  quarrying,  lumber- 
ing, mercantile,  railroad  other  than  a  steam  surface  railroad, 
steamboat,  telegraph,  telephone  and  municipal  corporation  or 
joint  stock  company,  and  every  incorporated  or  joint  stock  express 
or  water  company,  shall  pay  once  a  week  to  each  of  its  employes 
the  wages  earned  by  such  employe  to  within  six  days  of  the  date 
of  such  payment  unless  any  such  employe  shall  be  absent  from  his 
regular  place  of  labor  at  the  usual  time  of  payment,  in  which 
case  payment  shall  be  made  at  any  reasonable  time  thereafter 
upon  demand.  Every  person  or  corporation  operating  a  steam 
surface  railroad  shall  on  or  before  the  twentieth  of  each  month  pay 
the  employes  thereof  the  wages  earned  by  them  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  month,  unless  any  such  employe  shall  be  absent 
from  his  regular  place  of  labor  at  the  usual  time  of  payment,  in 
which  case  payment  shall  be  made  at  any  reasonable  time  ifiere- 
lifter  upon  demand.     Whenever  any  such  joint  stock  company  or 
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corporation  shall  contract  or  lease  its  plant,  works  or  business, 
to  an  agent  or  other  person  to  conduct  the  same,  and  to  turn  oyer 
the  product  or  receipts  thereof  to  such  joint  stock  company  or 
corporation,  it  shall  be  and  it  is  hereby  made  a  condition  of  such 
contract  or  lease  that  the  agent  or  person  so  contracting  or  leas- 
ing the  plant,  works  or  business  of  such  corporation  or  joint  stock 
company  shall  pay  in  cash  weekly,  or  monthly,  or  *  if  a  steam 
surface  railway  company,  the  wages  earned  by  persons  engaged 
by  him  to  work  in  and  about  such  plant,  works  or  business,  the 
same  as  if  such  persons  were  employed  directly  by  such  corpora- 
ti(ms  or  joint  stock  company. 

§  2.  Any  joint  stock  company  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  and  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  each  violation,  to  be 
paid  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  which  may  be  recovered  in  a 
civil  action;  provided  notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  such 
company  or  corporation  that  such  an  action  will  be  brought  if  such 
company  or  cori>oration,  after  service  of  such  notice,  shall  at  any 
time  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  factory 
inspector  of  this  State,  his  assistant  or  deputies,  may  bring  an 
action  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  plaintiffs  against 
any  joint  stock  company  or  corporation  which  neglects  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  within  two  weeks,  after  having  been 
notified  in  writing  by  such  inspector,  assistant  or  deputies,  that 
such  action  will  be  brought.  On  the  trial  of  such  action  such 
joint  stock  company  or  corporation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  set  up 
any  defense  for  a  failure  to  pay  weekly,  or  monthly,  if  a  steam 
surface  railway  company,  any  employe  engaged  in  its  business, 
the  wages  earned  by  such  employe  to  within  six  days  of  the  date 
of  such  payment,  or  for  the  preceding  calendar  month,  if  a  steam 
surface  railway  company,  other  than  a  valid  assignment  of  such 
wages  or  a  valid  set  off  against  the  same,  or  in  the  absence  of  such 
employe  from  his  regular  place  of  labor  at  the  time  of  payment,  or 
an  actual  tender  to  such  employe  at  the  time  of  payment  of  the 
wages  so  earned  by  him,  or  a  breach  of  contract  by  such  employe, 
or  a  denial  of  the  employment.  No  assignment  of  future  wages, 
payable  weekly  or  monthly,  if  a  steam  surface  railway  company, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  valid  if  made  to  the  cor- 
poration or  joint  stock  company  from  which  such  wages  are  to 
become  due,  or  to  any  person  on  behalf  of  such  joint  stock  com- 
pany or  corporation,  or  if  made  or  procured  to  be  made  to  any 
person  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  such  joint  stock  company  or 
corporation  from  the  obligation  to  pay  weekly  or  monthly,  if  a 
steam  surface  railway  company,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

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(:harp:es  for  groceries,  provisions,  or  clothing  shall  not  be  made 
a  valid  offset  for  wages,  nor  shall  any  such  corporation  or  joint 
stock  company  require  as  a  condition  of  employment  any  agree- 
ment from  any  employe  to  accept  wages  at  other  periods  than  as 
provided  in  section  one  of  this  act.  Any  person,  acting  as  the 
agent  or  lessee  of  the  corporation  or  joint  stock  company,  and 
operating  its  plant,  works  or  business,  and  disposing  of  the  prod- 
ucts thereof  chiefly  or  solely  to  such  corporation  or  joint  stock 
company,  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Attoraey-General's  Opinion. 

Following  is  the  correspondence  relating  to  the  construction 
of  the  Weekly  Payment  Law  with  regard  to  its  meaning  in  certain 
respects: 

Albany,  Novemher  16,  1894. 

Hon.  Theodore  E.  Hancock,  Attorney- General^  AUxmy^  N.  Y,: 

Dear  Sir: —  Will  you  kindly  give  me  your  opinion  upon  the  fol- 
lowing .questions  which  have  arisen  in  numerous  instances 
throughout  the  State: 

Is  the  payment  of  wages  of  employes  once  every  two  weeks,  in 
full  up  to  the  date  of  payment,  a  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  888  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  as  amended  by  chapter  717  of 
the  Laws  of  1893? 

The  circumstances  under  which  this  question  most  frequently 
arises  are  as  follows: 

When  complaint  is  made  that  a  joint  stock  company  is  violat- 
ing the  above  mentioned  statute,  a  notice  of  suit  is  served  upon 
some  responsible  officer  of  such  company  or  corporation,  notify- 
ing him  that  an  action  will  be  brought  against  such  company  or 
corporation  for  its  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  law. 

Response  to  this  notice  is  made  to  the  effect  that  the  law  as  a 
matter  of  fact  is  being  complied  with,because  the  company  or  cor- 
poration pays  its  employes  in  full  every  two  weeks,  its  officers 
maintaining  that  it  has  the  privilege  of  withholding  six  days' 
wages  and  settling  therefor  at  the  end  of  each  second  recurring 
week. 

Does  the  fact  of  payment  in  this  manner  vitiate  a  notice  of 
commencing  an  action  —  for  instance,  in  a  case  where  the  notice 
is  served  on  the  first  of  the  month,  giving  two  weeks  to  comply 
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therewith  by  paying  weekly,  and  the  company  pays  on  the  four- 
teenth of  the  month,  all  wages  due  up  to  and  including  that  date? 

Are  the  six  days  referred  to  in  section  one  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned statute  to  be  construed  as  calendar  days,  or  as  so-called 
working  days? 

Would  an  action  lie  against  a  company  or  corporation  which 
l»ay8  regularly  twice  a  month,  on  the  first  and  fifteenth,  all  wages 
ap  to  those  dates?

Hon.  James  Connolly,  Factory  Inspector: 

My  Dear  Sir: —  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
16th,  ultimo,  wherein  you  propound  several  questions  relative  to 
the  weekly  payment  of  wages,  which  I  will  endeavor  to  answer 
in  the  order  presented. 

You  ask:  First.  Is  the  payment  of  wages  to  employes  once 
1  very  two  weeks  in  full  up  to  date  of  payment,  a  compliance  with 
ihe  provisions  of  Chapter  388  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  717  of  the  Laws  of  1893? 

In  reply  I  would  call  your  attention  to  a  part  of  section  one  of 
the  amended  statute,  which  provides  for  the  weekly  payment  of 
wages,  which  reads  as  follows: 

**  Every  manufacturing,  mining,  quarrying,  lumbering,  mer- 
cantile, railroad  other  than  a  steam  surface  railroad,  steamboat, 
telegraph,  telephone,  and  municipal  corporation  or  joint  stock 
company,  and  every  incorporated  or  joint  stock  express  or  water 
company,  shall  pay  weekly  to  each  of  its  employes  the  wages 
earned  by  such  employe  to  within  six  days  of  the  date  of  such 
|>ayment,  unles.s  any  such  employe  shall  be  absent  from  his  regular 
place  of  labor  at  the  usual  time  of  payment,  in  which  case  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  at  any  reasonable  time  thereafter,  upon 
demand." 

The  statute,  by  allowing  the  employer  to  retain  in  his  hands  six 
dars'  pay  of  the  wages  earned  by  the  employed,  at  the  time  of  the 
pannent,  makes  the  collection  of  the  same  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  statute  impossible  weekly,  as  twelve  days  of  labor  must  be 
performed  before  payment  can  be  had  for  six  days  by  the  terras 
(hereof. 
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While  it  maj  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  weekly  of  that  class  of  employes  specified  in 
the  statute,  yet  if  payment  to  be  made  in  full  of  all  wages  due 
every  two  weeks,  it  is  in  my  opinion  a  compliance  with  the  letter, 
if  not  the  spirit,  of  the  statute,  inasmuch  as  the  same  is  a  penal 
statute,  and  must  b6  strictly  construed. 

Section  two  of  said  amended  statute  provides  penalties  for  its 
violation  and  actions  for  the  recovery  thereof,  and  is  in  part  as 
follows: 

"  Section  2.  Any  joint  stock  company  or  corporation  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars,  and  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  each  violation, 
to  be  paid  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  which  may  be  recovered 
in  a  civil  action;  provided  an  action  for  such  violation  is  com- 
menced within  thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof.  The  factory 
inspectors  of  this  State,  their  assistants  or  deputies,  may  bring  an 
action  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  as  plaintiffs,  against 
any  joint  stock  company  or  corporation  which  neglects  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  after 
having  been  notified  in  writing  by  such  inspectors,  assistants  or 
deputies,  that  such  action  will  be  brought." 

Your  second  question  relates  more  particularly  to  the  section 
last  quoted  from;  and  you  ask: 

"Whether,  or  not,  after  two  weeks  written  notice  has  beai 
berved,  pursuant  to  its  provisions,  and  the  employer  makes  pay- 
ment in  full  for  the  twelve  days'  work,  the  right  of  action  given 
by  the  statute  abates?" 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  state  that,  in  my  judgment,  if  at  any  time 
before  the  expiration  of  the  two  weeks  payment  of  the  wages  due 
be  made  in  full,  then,  in  my  opinion,  the  right  of  action  abates. 

Question  third. —  "  Are  the  six  days  referred  to  in  section  one 
of  the  statute  to  be  construed  as  calendar  days,  or  as  so-called 
'working  days?' " 

In  my  opinion  they  are  to  be  construed  as  "  working  days." 

Question  fourth. —  "  Could  an  action  be  maintained  against  a 
company  or  corporation  which  payB  regularly  twice  a  month,  on 
the  first  and  fifteenth  days  thereof,  all  wages  earned  up  to  date?" 

It  would  seem  that,  where  more  than  twelve  working  days 
pass  without  payment,  the  penalty  is  incurred;  but  the  employer, 
by  making  payment  of  the  wages  due  at  any  time  within  two  weeks 
after  service  of  the  notice  in  writing  aforesaid,  could  abate  the 
cause  of  the  action.

THE  APPRENTICESHIP  LAW. 

There  has  arisen  no  occasion  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Apprenticeship  Law.  No  complaints  have  come  from  any  source 
as  to  its  violation.  Following  is  the  statute  (chapter  934,  Laws  of 
1871,  as  amended  by  chapter  437,  Laws  of  1888) : 

AN  ACT  in  Reference  to  Apprentices  and  Employes. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  in  this  State  to  employ  or  take 
as  an  apprentice  any  minor  person  to  learn  the  art  or  mystery 
of  any  trade  or  craft  without  first  having  obtained  the  consent 
of  such  person's  legal  guardian  or  guardians;  nor  shall  any  minor 
person  be  taken  as  an  apprentice  aforesaid  unless  an  agreement 
or  indenture  be  drawn  up  in  writing,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  duly  executed  under  seal  by  the  person  or 
persons  employing  said  apprentice,  and  also  by  the  parents  or 
parent,  if  any  be  living,  or  by  the  guardian  or  guardians  of  said 
apprentice,  and  likewise  by  said  minor  person  so  becoming  an 
apprentice. 

§  2.  Said  agreement  or  indenture,  in  order  to  make  the  law 
valid,  shall  contain  the  following  covenants  and  provisions: 

1.  That  said  minor  person  shall  be  bound  to  serve  his  employer 
or  employers  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
years. 

2.  That  said  minor  person  so  indentured  shall  not  leave  his 
said  employer  or  employers  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall 
be  indentured,  and  if  any  said  apprentice  so  indentured  as  afore- 
said shall  leave  his  said  employer  or  employers,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  the  said  employer  or  employers  may  compel  the 
return  of  the  said  apprentice  under  the  penalties  of  this  act. 

3.  The  said  employer  or  employers  shall  covenant  and  agree  In 
said  indenture  to  provide,  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of 
the  same,  suitable  and  proper  board,  lodging  and  medical  attend- 
ance for  said  apprentice,  and  said  employer  or  employers  shall 
also  further  covenant  and  agree  to  teach  or  cause  to  be  carefully 
and  skillfully  taught  to  his  or  their  said  apprentice  every  branch 
of  his  or  their  business  to  which  said  apprentice  may  be  inden- 
tured, and  said  employer  or  employers  shall  be  further  bound,  at 
the  expiration  of  said  apprenticeship,  to  give  to  said  apprentice  a

certificate  in  writing  stating  that  said  apprentice  lias  served  a  full 
term  of  apprenticeship  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
years  at  such  trade  or  craft  as  may  be  specified  in  said  indentui'e. 

§  3.  Any  person  or  persons  taking  an  apprentice  without  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  magistrate  or 
court  having  jurisdiction,  held  in  the  county  in  which  the  business 
of  said  employer  or  employers  may  be  conducted,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  the  fine  to  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  county,  foi*  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  factory  inspector  and  the 
deputy  factory  inspectors  to  see  to  it  that  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  employers  to  their  apprentices  are  observed  and  enforced, 
to  enforce  this  act,  and  to  prosecute  such  employers  for  a  failure 
to  perform  such  duties  and  obligations,  or  for  any  violation  of  this 
act. 

§  4.  Any  and  all  indentures  made  under  and  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  canceled  or  annulled  before 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  siiid  indentures,  except  in  case  of 
death;  or  by  the  order  of  or  judgment  of  the  county  or  supreme 
court  of  this  State  for  good  cause,  and  any  apprentice  so  in- 
dentured who  shall  leave  his  employer  or  employers  without  his  or 
their  consent,  or  without  sufficient  cause,  and  shall  refuse  to 
return,  may  be  arrested  upon  the  complaint  of  said  employer  or 
employers  and  taken  before  any  magistrate  having  jurisdiction 
of  misdemeanors,  who  may  cancel  said  indentures,  and  on  con- 
viction may  commit  said  apprentice  to  the  house  of  correction, 
house  of  refug'}  or  county  jail,  in  and  for  said  county,  for  such 
length  of  time  as  such  magistrate  may  deem  just,  or  until  »aid 
apprentice  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
in  case  said  apprentice,  so  indentured,  shall  willfully  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  his  portion  of  the  contract  as  specified  in  said 
indenture,  then  said  indentures  may  be  canceled  in  the  manner 
aforesaid,  and  said  apprentice  so  violating  said  indentures  shall 
forfeit  all  back  pay  and  all  claims  against  said  employer  or 
employers,  and  said  indentures  shall  be  canceled. 

§  5.  Should  any  employer  or  employers  neglect  or  refuse  to 
teach,  or  cause  to  be  taught  to  said  apprentice  the  art  or  mystery 
of  the  trade,  or  craft  to  which  said  apprentice  has  been  indentured, 
or  fail  at  any  time  to  provide  suitable  and  proper  board,  lodging 
and  medi(*al  attendance,  said  apprentice,  individually,  or  his  par- 
ent or  parents,  guardian  or  guardians,  may  bring  an  action 
against  said  employer  or  employers,  to  recover  damages  sus- 
lained  by  reason  of  said  neglect  or  refusal;  and  if  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  said  court  shall  direct  said  indentures 
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to  be  canceled,  and  may  impose  a  fine  on  said  employer  or  em- 
ployers, not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  said  fine  shall  be  collected  and  paid  over 
to  said  apprentice  or  his  parent  or  guardian,  for  his  sole  use  and 
benefit, 

§  6.  Any  indenture  made  and  executed,  wherein  parts  conflict 
with,  or  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  invalid,  and  without  any  binding  effect. 

§  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 


THE  MINE  INSPECTION  LAW. 

By  two  enactments  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1895,  the  in- 
spection of  mines  was  added  to  the  duties  of  this  Department. 
Previously,  such  work  was  performed  by  an  inspector  appointed 
by  the  Governor  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  who  received  a 
salary  of  |3,000  a  year.  The  Legislature,  in  merging  the  duties 
of  mine  inspector  with  those  of  the  factory  inspectors,  provided 
for  the  appointment  of  a  deputy  inspector  by  the  factory  inspector, 
whose  salary  was  fixed  at  |1,200  a  year,  the  same  sum  which  is 
paid  to  the  deputy  factory  inspectors.  No  appropriation,  how- 
ever, was  made  to  pay  the  salary  and  expenses  of  this  addition 
to  the  force  of  inspectors,  and  no  appointment  was  made  until 
November  15, 1895,  when  it  was  deemed  expedient,  in  view  of  the 
great  importance  and  necessity  for  a  thorough  inspection  of 
mineSy  to  temporarily  draw  upon  the  appropriation  for  the  Fac- 
tory Inspection  Department  for  the  salary  of  the  new  deputy,  and 
trust  to  the  Legislature  for  a  reimbursement  of  the  fund. 
Accordingly,  after  an  examination  as  to  his  knowledge  and  experi- 
ence, Mr.  A.  R.  King  was  made  deputy  inspector  of  mines  and 
has,  for  a  few  weeks,  acceptably  performed  the  functions  of  that 
position.  An  extended  report,  based  upon  careful  and  personal 
observation,  obviously  can  not  be  made  concerning  the  mines 
of  the  State  at  this  time,  but  there  are  some  practical  sugges- 
tions on  the  subject  which  are  of  more  than  passing  interest  that 
may  be  respectfully  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  those 
concerned. 
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It  is  found  that  the  yentilation  of  the  mines  so  far  examined  is 
all  that  can  be  desired,  there  being  no  coal  mines  in  which  fire 
damp  or  noxious  gases  oan  arise.  Ventilation  in  snffloient 
quantity  is  readily  obtained  in  most  of  the  mines  of  New  York 
through  the  use  of  modem  compressed  air  drills.  The  air  to  feed 
these  drills  is  drawn  from  the  surface  of  the  earth  and  f<wrced 
down  to  the  machines  under  heayy  pressure.  It  escapes  from  the 
drills  in  a  pure  state,  after  having  performed  the  required  service, 
and  filling  the  drifts  and  shafts  creates  an  upward  rush  that 
insures  a  constant  circulation  of  pure  air.  There  is,  therefore, 
little  or  no  danger  to  be  apprehended  in  this  regard  in  our  mines, 
so  far  as  they  have  been  examined.  The  disuse  of  powder  and 
the  substitution  of  dynamite  therefor,  also  decreases  the  amount 
of  smoke  to  a  minimum  and  is  an  additional  guard  against 
impure  or  unhealthily-charged  atmosphere  in  the  mines. 

The  use  of  cars  and  buckets  as  a  means  of  conveying  the  work- 
men to  and  from  their  labors  is  not  practiced  as  a  rule,  but  so  far 
as  could  be  ascertained  these  buckets  and  cars,  where  used  for 
transporting  men,  were  kept  in  a  safe  condition. 

The  same  security  was  not  always  attained,  however,  with 
reference  to  the  steam  boilers  at  some  of  the  plants  visited. 
A  number  of  these  boilers  were  found  which  had  not  been  tested 
in  years,  if  ever,  and  the  practice  of  allowing  them  to  be  longer 
used  until  an  examination  was  made  into  their  condition  was 
promptly  protested  against.  Some  of  the  boilers  bore  evidences 
of  being  poorly  and  carelessly  kept,  leaky  and  unfit  for  use  until 
properly  repaired  and  carefully  examined.  Orders  to  this  effect 
were  speedily  Issued.  It  was  observed  that  where  boilers  were 
not  insured  and  their  regular  inspection  thus  ordered,  the  greatest 
necessity  for  an  overhauling  existed,  and  owing  to  their  danger- 
ous condition,  the  insurance  companies  had  refused  to  take  risks 
upon  them.  We  expect  that  subsequent  reports  of  this  Depart- 
ment will  show  that  the  boilers  used  in  mining  operations  in 
this  State  are  regularly  inspected  by  competent  persons. 

In  a  number  of  instances  the  discovery  was  made  that  powder, 
dynamite;  and  considerable  quantities  of  oils  were  kept  in  engine- 
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houses  or  contiguous  to  the  mining  shafts.  This  reprehensible 
and  unlawful  practice  was  inunediately  condemned,  and  orders 
were  issned  that  suitable  outhouses  be  constructed  for  the  storage 
of  explosives  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  engines  and  entrances  to 
the  mines.  One  of  the  reasons  given  for  the  keeping  of  dynamite 
in  engine-houses  was  that  it  was  thus  prevented  from  freezing, 
and  the  danger  which  arose  from  thawing  it  out  was  consequently 
obviated.  By  running  a  steam  pipe  from  the  boilers  to  the 
storage  house,  to  keep  it  sufficiently  warm,  the  same  guarantee 
against  freezing  is  had,  and  the  apparent  danger  greatly  reduced. 
Notifications  requiring  such  improvements  were  issued  where 
necessary. 

The  law  (section  12),  requires  that  needle  and  tamping  bars 
used  for  blasting,  shall  have  tips  of  at  least  six  inches  of  copper  or 
other  soft  metal,  in  order  to  lessen  the  danger  from  flying  sparks 
and  cutting  the  fuse.  This  provision  was  no  doubt  appropriate, 
whai  powder  waa  the  only  explosive  used  for  blasting  purposes. 
Very  little  powder  is  now  used,  dynamite  being  preferred  for  its 
superior  force,  convenience,  and  comparative  cheapness.  Greater 
care  is  required  in  the  handling  of  dynamite,  owing  to  its  extreme 
explosive  sensitiveness.  Iron  bars  should  not  be  used  in  tamp- 
ing holes  where  dynamite  is  used  for  blasting,  any  hardwood  bars 
bemg  much  more  safe  and  consequently  preferable.  This  fact  is 
well  known  to  those  accustomed  to  the  handling  of  dynamite,  but 
sometimes  the  regular  person  employed  for  that  purpose  is  absent 
from  labor,  and  another,  unaware  of  the  proper  method  of  handling 
the  explosive,  may  take  his  place  and  be  likely  to  use  the  most 
convenient  tool  which  may  be  at  hand.  We  have,  therefore, 
availed  ourselves  of  the  provisions  of  section  seventeen  of  the 
law,  which,  in  a  general  way  gives  the  inspectors  authority  to 
exercise  discretion  in  enforcing  the  law,  and  have  prohibited  the 
nse  of  metal  tamping  bars  for  tamping  where  dynamite  is  used 
for  blasting  purposes. 

Another  source  of  danger,  which  experts  often  ignore,  is  the 
keeping  of  the  fulminate  caps,  or  exploders,  near  the  dynamite 
cartridges       Under  no  circumstances  should  these  caps  be  kept 
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anywhere  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  dynamite.  Their 
extreme  sensitiveness  to  the  slightest  shock,  pressure,  touch  or 
abrasion,  their  liability  to  chemical  decomposition  when  not 
properly  made,  which  multiplies  their  sensitiveness,  their  de- 
tonating and  explosive  effectiveness,  which  is  equal  to  that  of 
dynamite  itself,  should  make  them  the  objects  of  the  most  par- 
ticular care  and  caution.  This  fact  needs  to  be  particularly 
impressed  upon  all  persons  in  and  about  mines  and  quarries. 
Many  instances  of  carelessness  in  the  handling  of  dynamite  and 
the  fulminate  exploders  came^  under  the  personal  observation  of 
the  mine  inspector  during  his  brief  term  of  office. 

In  only  a  few  cases  was  the  extra  steam  guage  found  in  the 
engine-house  as  the  statute  (section  7)  requires.  This  require- 
ment should  have  been  generally  observed,  even  without  a  law  to 
compel  it.  I'nless  in  the  case  of  a  small  or  unimportant  plant,  the 
boilers  or  nest  of  boilers  is  usually  separated  from  the  engine- 
room.  The  engineer  has  then  no  means  of  knowing  whether  the 
steam  pressure  will  meet  the  demands  put  upon  the  engine,  which 
he  should  know  at  all  times  to  insure  a  proper  working  of  the 
machinery  under  his  charge,  and  to  guard  the  safety  of  the  persons 
employed  in  or  about  the  mine.  The  cost  of  such  an  extra  steam 
guage  is  but  a  trifle,  and  the  advantage  is  considerable  from  any 
point  of  view. 

The  timbering  of  the  mines  has  bei*n  found  generally  good,  and 
little  need  be  said  in  this  connection. 

The  means  of  ingress  and  egress  from  some  mines,  however, 
an*  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  particularly  where  they  consist 
of  ladders  located  in  vertical  or  nearly  vertical  shafts  or  inclines. 
These  ladders  are  usually  situated  closely  alongside  of  the  rail- 
way used  for  hoisting  the  minerals,  and  are  so  close  to  the  tracks 
that  a  car  ascending  or  descending  is  liable  to  strike  a  man  as  he 
is  climbing.  They  are  constructed  in  this  way  in  order  that  the 
crosspiec(»s  may  be  fastened  to  the  ties  of  the  railway,  and  conse- 
quently as  a  matter  of  economy.  There  should  always  be  a  guard 
between  the  railway  and  the  passageway,  and  the  stairs  or  lad- 
ders should  be  far  enough  away  from  the  tracks  to  insure  the 
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safety  of  the  person.  If  a  person  should  slip  in  ascending  or 
descending  he  would  more  than  likely  fall  toward  the  railway 
where  there  is  nothing  to  hold  or  catch  him,  except  the  flying 
bucket  or  car,  a  collision  with  which  would  be  as  fatal  as  the 
fall  to  the  bottom,  several  hundred  feet  below.  Recognizing  this 
danger,  which  w^as  forcibly  presented  to  the  attention  of  the  mine 
insi)ector  in  several  risky  personal  experiences,  as  well  as  by 
complaints  from  miners,  orders  have  been  issued  where  the  cir- 
cumstances warranted,  that  the  ladders  or  stairs  in  shafts  and 
inclines  be  removed  from  almost  immediate  contact  with  the  hoist- 
ing tracks  and  apparatus.  In  the  case  of  vertical  ladders  the 
recommendation  has  been  that  a  stout  railing  of  2x4  inch  scant- 
ling be  placed  between  the  ladders  and  the  track.  In  inclines 
where  the  grade  permitted  the  use  of  steps  or  stairs,  substantial 
handrails  have  been  ordered  placed  between  the  stairway  and 
the  railway. 

A  very  faulty  construction  was  found  in  the  ladders  of  several 
mine.s.  The  cleats  were  of  pine  or  hemlock,  simply  nailed 
npon  stringers,  and  the  fact  that  here  and  there  one  or  two  were 
missing,  indicated  the  carelessness  with  which  they  had  been 
fastened  or  the  lack  of  care  they  received.  When  it  is  known 
that  these  ladders  are  several  hundred  feet  long,  without  land- 
ings, that  a  false  step  or  a  broken  cleat  means  the  precipitation 
of  the  person  to  the  bottom  of  the  mine,  carrying  with  him  per- 
haps others  who  were  following  him  up  the  ladder,  some  idea  of 
the  terrible  danger  may  be  obtained.  No  imaginary  picture 
is  drawn  here;  the  danger  was  greater  in  some  mines  than  the 
statements  describe.  We  hope  to  liave  it  remedied  in  a  short 
while,  however. 

The  rungs  of  ladders  should  never  be  nailed  to  the  stringers. 
They  should  be  of  ash  or  oak,  set  into  bored  holes  in  the  stringers, 
securely  fastened  so  that  they  can  not  work  to  one  side  or  the 
other  and  become  loose  at  either  end.  They  should  be  carefully 
inspected  every  day  by  the  man  who  inspects  the  working  of  the 
mines,  and  promptly  repaired  where  necessary. 

Chapter  667  of  the  Laws  of  1893,  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for 
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the  safety  of  the  workmen  in  the  mines  of  this  State,"  provides  for 
the  construction  of  two  openings  or  outlets  from  all  mines  with 
vertical  or  oblique  shafts  over  250  feet  deep.  This  act  was 
amended  in  1893  (chapter  339),  so  as  to  pennit  three  months  to 
begin  and  two  years  to  complete  a  ^second  shaft  or  opening.  It 
also  exempted  the  iron  ore  mines.  Certain  mining  corporations, 
not  having  complied  with  the  law,  and  the  time  for  so  doing  having 
expired,  favored  the  further  extension  of  the  time  for  completing 
the  second  shaft,  and  accordingly  the  law  was  further  amended 
allowing  four  more  years  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  second 
opening  or  outlet,  but  still  retained  the  clause  requiring  that 
the  second  opening  be  commenced  within  three  months  after  the 
passage  of  the  act.  It  is  not  made  the  direct  duty  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  enforce  this  very  necessary  and  commendable  law,  but  it 
is  open  for  any  citizen  through  the  district  attorney  of  any  county 
concerned,  to  make  complaint  of  its  violation.  Like  all 
statutes  of  the  kind,  the  law  is  a  dead  letter,  and  will  be  until 
some  disaster  occurs  through  failure  to  obey  and  enforce  it,  when 
perhaps  it  will  receive  more  or  less  attention.  There  are  mines 
in  this  State  which  are  dangerous  for  the  reason  that  they  have 
not  a  second  opening  or  outlet.  The  companies  owning  and 
operating  them  have  full  knowledge  of  the  law,  but  they  have 
failed  and  neglected  to  begin  the  second  shaft  within  the  time 
specified  in  the  statute,  and  to  this  extent  at  least  they  are 
already  criminally  liable.  Perhaps  it  is  their  expectation  to 
evade  the  law  altogether,  and  to  maintain  their  death  traps  in- 
definitely, in  the  hope  that  chance  will  relieve  them  from  the 
necessity  of  complying  with  it,  or  that  the  possible  disaster  which 
they  are  inviting  may  never  occur.  This  should  not  be  longer 
permitted.  Some  mines  are  far  more  dangerous  to  life  and  limb 
than  tall  factory  buildings.  The  latter  must  be  adequately 
equipped  with  suitable  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  or  severe 
penalties  will  follow  the  failure  to  supply  them.  The  mines 
referred  to  jeopardize  the  lives  of  their  workmen  fully  as  much 
from  possibilities  of  fire  and  other  disaster  as  any  factory  build- 
ing —  and  the  risk  is  even  greater;  for  there  is  always  some  chance 
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for  escape  from  a  burning  building,  but  there  is  none  from  a  burn- 
ing mine  once  the  only  avenue  of  escape  is  cut  off.  There  is 
plenty  of  inflammable  and  dangerous  material  in  mines.  The 
wooden  supports,  the  rubbish  of  various  sorts  which  accumulates, 
the  powder  and  dynamite,  all  create  hazards  which  every  pre- 
caution should  be  taken  to  counteract.  Fire,  even  a  small  one, 
can  so  All  the  chambers  of  a  mine  having  but  one  outlet  with  so 
much  smoke  that  all  life  will  be  speedily  stifled.  A  fall  of  rock  — 
an  ever  present  danger  —  may  so  block  up  the  passage  that  weeks 
may  elapse  before  it  can  be  removed,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
miners  die  a  hundred  deaths.  These  accidents  are  so  frequent 
that  it  will  require  no  effort  on  the  part  of  newspaper  readers  to 
recall  some  more  recent  ones  to  memory.  No  corporation  should 
be  permitted  to  thus  put  the  lives  of  its  workmen  in  danger. 

The  law  should  not  only  limit  the  time  in  which  the  opening  of 
a  second  shaft  should  be  commenced,  but  it  should  compel  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  work  to  be  done  each  year  to  expeditiously  com- 
plete it.  As  it  reads  now,  the  smallest  beginning  is  sufficient  to 
evade  the  purpose  of  the  law,  and  if,  as  has  been  said,  chance 
favors  the  company,  more  than  such  a  beginning  will  never  be 
made.      This  should  not  be  the  case. 

A  serious  disaster,  involving  the  loss  of  thirteen  lives,  and  the 
I>ermanent  disabling  of  one  miner,  happened  on  November  29, 
1895,  at  the  Tilly  Foster  Mine  in  Brewsters,  N.  Y.     This  mine  is 
an  open  cut,  which  followed  a  pocket  of  rich  iron  ore  450  feet 
deep.      The  ore  has  been  taken  out  until  the  opening  is  shaped 
Fomewhat  like  an  irregular  inverted  cone,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
accident  was  from  forty  to  sixty  feet  across  at  the  bottom  and 
400  to  600  feet  across.      The  sides  of  the  mine  consist  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  of  gneiss  rock,  with  many  fissures.      Between 
layers  of  the  gneiss  rock,and  filling  in  the  fis8ures,there  is  a  forma- 
tion of  talc,  lime  and  magnesia,  which  makes  a  cement-like  sub- 
stance resembling  chalk  when  dry,  but  becomes  soft  when  satur- 
ated with  water.      This  formation  acted  as  a.  sort  off  binder  for 
pome  of  the  overhanc:ing  rock.      This  formation,  when  wet  with 
we  rams  or  meitmg  snows,  is  also  very  slippery,  the  moisture 
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giving  it  a  soapy  character.  When  the  water  enters  the  fissures 
or  cracks,  which  in  places  are  somewhat  numerous,  it  loosens  the 
rock,  and  as  the  process  goes  on,  parts  of  this  rock,  sometimes 
weighing  many  tons,  slide  down  the  face  or  sides  of  the  mine, 
1o  finally  land  in  the  narrow  bottom.  There  is  little  or  no 
chance  of  escape  for  the  unfortunates  who  may  happen  to  be  in 
the  mine  at  such  a  time.  The  avalanche  of  the  mountains  dpes 
not  carry  with  it  swifter  destruction.  .  These  facts  were  known 
to  the  operators  of  this  mine  from  the  very  beginning.  Several 
disasters  had  occurred,  and  others  had  been  luckily  averted, 
through  the  slight  warnings  which  would  be  given  when  a  small 
stone  would  topple  down  as  a  presage  of  greater  ones  to  follow\ 

As  near  as  can  be  learned,  the  mine  was  not  at  all  times  intelli- 
gently and  carefully  inspected.  Loose  boulders  (B  B)  overhung 
the  slippery  sides,  some  of  them  held  in  place  by  timbers,  which 
were  not  themselves  too  securely  fastened.  An  immense  sliver 
of  rock  (A  A)  shaped  like  a  rough  Indian  arrow-head,  projected 
down  350  feet  along  the  face  of  the  mine,  and  this  sliver,  estimated 
as  weighing  6,000  tons,  was  plainly  loosening  its  hold.  And  yet, 
although  a  preceptible  downward  movement  of  this  enormous 
mass  of  rock  was  apparent  to  the  inspector  upon  two  visits  a  few 
days  apart,  the  operator  of  the  mine  considered  that  it  was  per- 
fectly safe.  Attached  to  this  already  moving  rock  were  three 
cables  upon  which  ran  the  sheaves  carrying  the  buckets  of  ore, 
and  as  occasion  demanded,  the  workmen  in  the  mine.  The  vibra- 
tion of  the  cables  as  they  were  strained  by  their  ever-changing 
loads,  seemed  of  itself  suflflicient  to  loosen  the  rock  and  tumble  it 
to  the  bottom. 

Another  danger  was  in  the  shape  of  an  overhanging  cliff  of 
unstable  rock,  (C)  projecting  forty  feet  over  the  bottom  of  the 
mine,  which  was  liable  at  any  time  to  topple  upon  the  workmen 
beneath.  Other  loose  rock  was  interspersed  about  the  rough 
shelving  of  the  face  of  the  mine,  and  its  removal  had  been  neg- 
lected. Scarcely  two  weeks  after  the  appointment  of  the  mining 
inspector,  and  while  he  was  engaged  in  performing  his  duties 
among  the  mines  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  the  acci- 
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dent  occurred  at  the  Tilly  Foster  Mine.      Immediately  thereafter 

the  place  was  visited  and  the  condition  of  affairs  mentioned  in  the 

foregoing  was  found.      The  still  dangerous  condition  of  the  mine 

was  pointed  out,  but  except  in  minor  matters,  the  management 

expressed  a  belief  that  the  mine  was  safe.      In  view  of"  this  fact, 

an  order  was  issued  preventing  the  further  operation  of  the  mine 

until  the  dangerous  featui'es  thereof  were  corrected,  and  a  copy 

of  the  order  served  upon  the  conti-actor  operating  the  mine,  and 

the  lessee  or  owners  thereof.     Following  are  copies  of  the  notices 

served:

The  contractor  demurred  to  this  order,  saying  that  it  would  be 
better  to  shut  up  the  mine  forever  than  to  comply  with  it;  that 
there  was  left  in  the  mine  only  a  wedge-shaped  deposit  of  ore, 
(F  F)  about  200  feet  deep.  However,  the  order  was  not  modi- 
fied, and  it  is  now  learned  that  the  parties  interested  are  remov- 
ing the  dangerous  rocks  and  retrimming  the  sides,  preparatory  to 
again  working  the  mine.  The  illustrations  given  will  explain  the 
general  features  of  the  mine. 
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MINING  LAWS  AND  ACTS  AMENDATORY  THEREOF. 
Chapter  324,  Laws  of  1895.  * 
AN  ACT  abolishing  the  office  of  mining  inspector  and  conferring 
his  powers  upon  the  factory  inspector. 

Became  a  law  April  16,  1895,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  tlw  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mining  inspector  appointed 
pursuant  to  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of 
«ghteen  hundred  and  ninety,  shall  terminate  on  the  twentieth 
day  after  this  act  takes  effect,  and  thereafter  the  office  shall  be 
abolished.  On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  after  this  act  takes 
effect,  the  mining  inspector  shall  deliver  to  the  factory  inspector 
all  papers,  records  or  documents  pertaining  to  his  office,  and 
thereafter  the  factory  inspector  or  an  assistant  or  deputy  factory 
in8X)ector.  designated  by  him,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  mining 
inspector  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws 
of  ei<?hteen  hundred 'and  ninety. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chapter  670,  Laws  of  1895.; 

AN  ACT  providing   for  the  appointment   of   a   deputy   mine 

inspector  by  the  factory  inspector,  and  defining  his  powers. 

Became  a  law  May  14, 1895,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed,  three- 
fifths  being  present. 

T?ie  People  of  ihe  State  of  New  tork,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  cfo  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
factory  in8i)ector  shall  appoint  a  deputy  inspector,  who  shall  have 
a  knowledge  of  mining,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars  a  year,  payable  monthly,  and  necessary 
expenses  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  Such  deputy 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  ccmtrol  of  the  factory  inspector 
the  same  as  the  deputy  factory  inspectors,  and  his  duties  shall 
be  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  and  of  chapter 
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six  hundred  and  sixtv-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-two.  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  with  reference  to 
the  mines  and  quarries  of  this  State. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chapter  394,  Laws  of  1890. 

AN  ACT  for  the  purpose  of  securing  an  efficient  and  thorough 
inspection  of  the  metalliferous  and  other  mines  within  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  to  provide  for  the  health  and  safety 
of  persons  employed  therein,  and  for  the  protection  and 
preservation  of  property  connected  therewith,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  of  a  mining  inspector  and  to  pre- 
scribe his  duties  and  powers. 

Approved  by  the  Governor  May  21,  18J0.    Pastted,  three-fifths  beiug  present. 

The  People  of  the  t^tate  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and 

Assembly f  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Governor  shall  immediately  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  a  mining  inspector,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three 
years,  from  the  date  of  his  appointment,  and  in  case  of  the 
removal,  resignation  or  death  of  the  inspector,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor  for  the  unexpii'ed  term. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  inspector,  who  is  not  a  citi- 
zen of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  unless  he  is  possessed  of  a 
competent  and  practical  knowledge  of  mining,  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  best  methods  of  working,  ventilating  and 
timbering  mines,  and  he  must  have  an  experience  of  at  least  five 
years  in  the  metalliferous  or  other  mines  of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  inspector  shall  give  his  whole  time  and  attention  to 
the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  he  has  been  appointed  and  shall 
see  that  every  necessary  precaution  is  taken  to  insure  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  workingmen  employed  in  the  metalliferous  and 
other  mines  of  this  State;  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  location  of  all  the  metalliferous 
and  other  mines  of  this  State,  and  to  collect  all  the  data  possible 
in  regard  to  the  manner  of  working  the  same.  He  shall  examine 
carefully  into  the  manner  and  method  of  timbering  shafts,  drifts, 
inclines,  slopes  and  tunnels,  through  which  miners  and  other 
persons  pass  to  and  fro,  while  engaged  in  their  daily  labor. 

§  4.  The  inspector  shall  examine  into  the  manner  of  the  venti- 
lation of  all  mines,  and  shall  see  that  the  ventilating  current  shall 
be  conducted  and  circulated  to  and  along  the  face  of  each  and

every  working  place  throughout  the  entire  mine  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  insure  the  removal  of  powder,  smoke  and  other 
noxious  gases,  to  such  an  extent  that  all  working  places  and 
traveling  roads  shall  be  in  a  safe  and  fit  state  to  work  and  travel 
therein. 

§  5.  The  inspector  shall  positively  prohibit  any  person  or  per- 
sons from  riding  on  any  loaded  cars,  cage  or  bucket,  into  or  out  of 
any  mine;  the  inspector  shall  also  prohibit  the  storing  of  powder 
or  oils  of  any  description  in  or  around  shaft-houses,  engine-houses 
or  boiler-rooms  and  shall  order  that  all  supplies  of  an  inflammable 
and  destructive  nature  be  stored  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  mine 
openings. 

§  6.  All  such  boilers  used  for  generating  steam  for  mining  pur- 
j>o8es,  shall  be  kept  in  good  order,  and  the  owner,  agent,  manager 
or  lessee,  shall  have  them  inspected  by  a  competent  boiler  maker, 
once  in  six  months,  and  the  result  of  the  examination  shall  be 
certified  to  in  writing  to  the  inspector;  they  shall  also  provide  for 
the  inspection  of  the  engines,  brakes,  cages,  buckets,  ropes  and 
chains  weekly,  and  keep  the  same  in  good  order. 

§  7.  Every  such  boiler  or  nest  of  boilers  used  in  mining  for  gen- 
erating steam  shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  steam  gauge  and 
water  gauge,  to  show  respectively  the  pressure  of  steam,  and  the 
height  of  water  in  the  boiler,  and  with  a  proper  safety  valve; 
every  such  boiler-house  in  which  boiler  or  nest  of  boilers  is  placed 
shall  be  provided  with  a  steam  gauge  properly  connected  with 
the  boilers  and  another  steam  gauge  shall  be  attached  to  the 
steam  pipe  in  the  engine-house,  and  placed  in  such  position  that 
the  engineer  or  fireman  can  readily  examine  them  and  see  what 
pressure  is  carried. 

§  8.  Every  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee  of  any  metallifer- 
ous or  other  mines  in  this  State,  shall  admit  the  inspector  to  such 
mine  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  examination  and  inspection 
provided  for  in  this  act,  either  by  day  or  by  night,  and  render  any 
necessary  assistance  for  such  inspection.  Said  inspector  shall 
not  unnecessarily  obstruct  the  working  of  said  mine.  Upon  the 
refusal  of  the  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee  to  admit  the 
inspector  to  such  mine,  such  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee, 
shall  be  upon  conviction,  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  and,  for  a  second 
refusal  and  conviction,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  nor 
more  than  twelve  months. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  agent,  manager  or 
lessee  of  any  mine  to  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  timbered,  and 
that  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  work  in  an  unsafe  place, 
nnless  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  secure. 
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§  10.  Any  person  having  charge  of  a  working  place  in  any 
mine,  shall  keep  the  roof  and  sides  thereof  properly  secured  by 
timber,  or  otherwise  so  as  to  prevent  such  roof  and  sides  from 
falling,  and  he  shall  not  do  any  work  or  permit  any  work  to  be 
done  under  dangerous  material,  except  for  the  purpose  of  seour- 
ing  the  same. 

§  11.  When  high  explosives,  other  than  gunpowder,  are  used 
in  any  mine,  the  manner  of  storing,  keeping,  moving,  charging  and 
firing,  or  in  any  manner  using  such  explosives  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  special  rules,  as  furnished  by  the  manufacturers  of  the 
same. 

§  12.  In  charging  holes  for  blasting,  in  slate,  rock  or  ore  in  any 
mine,  no  iron  or  steel-pointed  needle  or  tamping  bar  shall  be  used 
unless  the  end  of  the  tamping  bar  or  needle  is  tipped  with  at  least 
six  inches  of  copper  or  other  soft  metal.  No  person  shall  be 
employed  to  blast  unless  the  mine  superintendent  or  persons  hav- 
ing charge  of  such  mine  is  satisfied  that  such  person  is  qualified 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  person,  when  about  to  fire  a  blast,  to  give 
by  experience  to  perform  the  work  with  ordinary  safety.  It 
timely  notice  to  all  persons  who  may  be  in  danger  therefrom,  and 
shall  give  sufficient  alarm,  so  that  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  be  approaching  shall  be  warned  of  the  danger. 

§  13.  Any  minor*  or  other  person,  who  shall  against  the  wishes 
or  order  of  the  owner,  agent,  manager,  or  lessee  of  any  mine,  in- 
tentionally injure  or  destroy  any  property,  handle  or  destroy  any 
I»art  of  the  machinery,  or  enter  into  any  building  of  such  mine  or 
do  any  act  whereby  the  property  of  the  person,  firm  or  corpor- 
ation, or  the  lives  or  health  of  persons  are  in  danger,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offense  against  this  act,  and  upon  conviction,  shall 
be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  five  years 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  14.  Any  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee  having  charge  of  any 
metalliferous  or  other  mines,  whenever  loss  of  life  or  serious 
accident  shall  occur  connected  with  the  working  of  such  mine, 
shall  give  notice  immediately  by  mail  or  otherwise,  and  report 
all  facts  thereof  to  the  mine  inspector,  which  report  shall  be  filed 
in  his  office  for  future  reference. 

§  15.  The  inspector  shall  keep  all  records  of  mine  examinations, 
showing  the  date  of  examination,  condition  in  which  the  mines  are 
found  and  manner  of  working  the  same,  and  make  a  report  to  the 
Legislature  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in  each  year. 
Said  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  mines  visited,  number  of 
mines  in  operation,  the  number  of  men  employed  in  each  and  the 
amount  of  capital  invested.      It  shall  also  contain  the  number 

'^  So  in  the  orij^inal. 
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and  cause  of  accidents,  fatal    and    non-fatal,    that  may  have 
occurred  in  and  about  the  mines. 

§  16.  Tlie  district  attorney  of  any  county  of  this  State  is  hereby 
authorized,  upon  the  request  of  the  mine  inspector,  to  commence 
and  prosecute  to  termination,  before  any  court  of  record,  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  actions  or  proceedings  against 
any  person  or  persons  or  corporations  reported  to  him  to  have 
violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  17.  The  inspector  shall  exercise  a  sound  discretion  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  act  ;  and  if  he  shall  find  anything  to  be 
dangerous  or  defective  in  or  connected  with  any  metalliferous  or 
other  mines  so  as  to,  in  his  opinion,  threaten  or  tend  to  the  bodily 
injury  of  any  i)erson,  the  inspector  shall  give  notice  in  writing 
thereof  to  the  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee  of  such  mine,  stat- 
ing in  such  notice  the  particulars  in  which  he  considers  such 
mine  or  part  thereof  to  be  dangerous,  and  order  the  same  to  be 
remedied. 

§  18.  In  case  the  owner,  agent,  manager  or  lessee,  after  written 
notice  being  duly  given,  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may,  on  application 
of  the  inspector  of  mines,  by  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  enjoin  or  restrain  the  owner,  agent, 
manager  or  lessee  from  working  the  mine  until  it  is  made  to  con- 
form to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  19.  The  mine  inspector  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  year,  together  with  the  actual  expenses  incurred 
in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  upcm  presenta- 
tion of  proper  vouchers  to  the  comptroller. 

§  20.  The  unreasonable  n^lect  or  refusal  of  any  person  upon 
the  written  requisition  of  said  mining  inspector  to  perform  the 
duties  or  requirements  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  (except  as  herein- 
before provided),  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than 
two  hondred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty 
nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment;  and 
all  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid 
Into  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury  of  the  State. 
§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Chapter  667,  Laws  of  1892. 
AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  workmen  in  mines  of  this 

State. 
Approved  l»y  the  Governor  May  17, 1892.     Passed,  three-fifths  being  present. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  As- 
semhly,  do  enaet  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner,  operator,  or 
superintendent  of  any  mine  operated  through  a  vertical  or  oblique 
Hhaft,  at  a  depth  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the 
^surface,  to  employ  any  person  or  persons  in  such  mine,  or  permit 
any  person  or  persons  to  be  in  such  mine  for  the  purpose  of  work- 
ing therein,  unless  there  are  in  connection  with  the  subterranean 
workings  thereof  not  less  than  two  openings  or  outlets,  at  least 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  apart  and  connected  with  each  other^.

This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  making  the  connection  between  said  two  out- 
lets, so  long  as  not  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed  at  any- 
one time  for  such  purpose. 

§  2.  Every  person  who  violates  any  })rovision  of  this  act  is 
gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  is  punish- 
able by  imprisonment  in  a  penitentiary  or  county  jail  for  not  more 
than  two  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,, 
or  by  both. 


Chapter  339,  Laws  of  1893.

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  workmen  in  the  mines  of  this 
State,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner,  operator  or  superin- 
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tendent  of  any  mine  operated  through  a  vertical  or  oblique  shaft 
at  a  depth  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  surface, 
to  employ  any  person  or  persons,  or  permit  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  be  in  such  mine  for  the  purpose  of  working  therein,  unless 
there  are  in  connection  with  the  subterranean  workings  thereof 
not  less  than  two  openings  or  outlets  at  least  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  apart  and  connected  with  each  other,  at  which  open- 
ing or  outlets  safe  and  distinct  means  of  ingress  and  egress  from 
and  to  the  surface,  are  at  all  times  available  for  the  person  or 
persons  employed  in  the  said  mine.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  making  the  connections  between  said  two  outlets,  so  long  as 
not  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed  at  any  one  time  for 
such  purpose,  nor  to  any  salt  or  talc  mine  which  has  a  single 
shaft  if  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act  a  second 
opening  or  shaft  shall  be  commenced  and  such  second  opening  or 
shaft  shall  be  completed  as  required  by  this  act  within  two  years. 
Xothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  apply  to  the  iron  ore  busi- 
ness. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chapter  765,  Laws  of  1895.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  As- 
semhlyy  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  workmen  in  mines  of  this  State," 
and  the  act  amendatory  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

§  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner,  operator  or  superin- 
tendent of  any  mine  operated  through  a  vertical  or  oblique  shaft 
at  a  depth  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  the  sur- 
face, to  employ  any  person  or  persons  in  such  mine,  or  permit  any 
person  or  persons  to  be  in  sneli  mine  for  the  purpose  of  working 
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therein,  unless  there  are  in  connection  with  the  subterranean 
workings  thereof,  not  less  than  two  openings  or  outlets  at  least 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  apart  and  connected  with  each  other, 
and  which  openings  or  outlets  safe  and  distinct  means  of  ingress 
and  egress  from  and  to  the  surface  are  at  all  times  available  for 
the  person  or  persons  employed  in  the  said  mine.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  making  the  connection  between  said  two  outlets 
so  long  as  not  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed  at  any 
one  time  for  such  purpose,  orto  any  salt  or  talc  mine  which  has  a 
single  shaft  if,  within  three  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
a  second  opening  or  shaft  shall  be  commenced  and  such  second 
opening  or  shaft  shall  be  completed  as  required  by  this  act  within 
four  years.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  apply  to  the 
iron  ore  business. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


PROSECUTIONS. 

There  were  brought  in  the  courts  of  the  State  during  the  past 
year,  in  all,  154  suits  for  violation  of  the  Factory  Weekly  Payment 
and  Bakery  Laws.  Of  these,  eight  weekly  payment  suits  are  now 
pending,  and  in  cliarge  of  the  Attorney-General.  Of  the  141 
cases  tried,  105  were  convicted  and  fined;  eleven  were  convicted 
and  sentence  suspended;  two  were  withdrawn  by  the  inspectors 
when  the  circumstances  seemed  to  warrant  such  action  as  proper, 
and  twenty  were  acquitted.  The  defendants  were  mulcted  in  a 
total  of  |2,525,  which  amount  was  paid  into  the  local  treasuries 
where  the  cases  were  tried.  Two  suits  were  transferred  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  the  County  Court  of 
Sessions  of  Westchester  county.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  renew  the  recommendations  made  in  previous  years,  with 
a  slight  addition  regarding  the  investigation  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  *ight-honr  workday  proposition. 

1.  That  the  law  prohibiting  the  employment  of  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age  be  extended  so  as  to  include  those  employed 
in  mercantile  establishments. 

2.  That  eight  hours  be  made  the  limit  of  a  day's  work  for 
women  under  twenty-one,  and  for  all  children  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  in  factories  and  mercantile  houses,  and  that  a  Legis- 
lative Committee  be  empowered  to  investigate  the  general  sub- 
ject of  eight  hours  as  a  day's  work  for  all  workmen. 

3.  That  laws  be  passed  requiring  the  erection  of  suitable  fire 
escapes  on  hotels,  and  regulating  the  means  of  egress  and  sani- 
tary conditions  of  halls,  theatres,  etc.,  and  empowering  the 
inspectors  to  enforce  the  same. 

4.  That  no  bakeries  be  allowed  in  cellars  under  tenements  or 
dwellings. 

5.  That  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  and  examiners  of  station- 
ary engineers  be  appointed,  with  suitable  powers.

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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  Ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  International  Association 
of  Factory  Inspectors  convened  in  Savoy  Hall,  Providence,  R.  I., 
September  3,  1895. 

.  The  President,  John  Franey  of  New  York,  at  10:30  a.  m.  called 
the  delegates  present  to  order,  and  then  formally  introduced 
Governor  Lippitt  of  Bhode  Island,  who  desired  to  extend  to  the 
convention  the  hospitality  of  the  city  and  State. 

GOT.  LIPPITT'S  ADDRESS. 

Governor  Lippitt,  after  welcoming  the  delegates  in  a  most  hearty 
and  cordial  manner,  gave  a  brief  though  very  pleasing  description 
of  the  many  points  of  interest  which  he  hoped  all  would  have  an 
opportunity  of  visiting  during  their  stay  in  the  city.  He  thei;i  gave 
a  very  interesting  review  of  statistics  regarding  the  population  and 
business  interests  of  Providence  and  Rhode  Island.  He  stated  that 
Rhode  Island  is  perhaps  more  concerned  in  the  work  of  factory 
inspection  than  many  of  the  larger  States,  for  she  is  pre-eminently 
a  manufacturing  State.  Though  small  in  area  the  State  is  a  literal 
beehive  in  industrial  activity,  and  her  people  are  largely  dependent 
upon  manufacturing  interests.  Of  her  population,  155,000  are 
engaged  in  her  industries,  while  over  one-half  this  nupiber  are 
employed  in  manufacturing  pursuits.  This  is  a  larger  average  than 
can  be  shown  in  any  other  State.  In  the  United  States  42,000,000 
people  are  engaged  in  industrial  avocations  of  all  kinds,  while  less 
than  a  fourth  of  that  number  follow  mechanical  pursuits.  This  goes 
to  show  that  the  interests  of  Rhode  Island  as  a  manufacturing  State 
is  largely  in  excess  of  the  common  average.  The  character  of  her 
manufactures  are  of  the  finest  grades,  which  necessitates  in  their 
production  the  application  of  complicate  and  ingeniously  Revised 
machinery,  all  of  which  requires  the  best  methods  of  guarding  to 
protect  employes  from  accident.  This  class  of  work  also  requires  that 
'  a  large  number  of  operatives  must  be  gathered  into  and  massed  together 
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in  factory  buildings,  and  to  preserve  the  health  of  these  workers 
the  most  modern  appliances  and  sanitary  arrangements  onght  to  be 
adopted.  To  secure  these  conditions,  factory  inspection  b^x)mes  an 
absolute  necessity,  and  to  afford  satisfactory  results  it  must  be  of  the 
highest,  most  efficient  and  intelligent  character.  If  the  people  of 
Rhode  Island  are  not  up  to  the  requirements  of  other  States  in' 
factory  inspection,  they  are  ready  to  be  informed  and  are  open  to 
instruction,  for  the  workers  in  her  mills  and  factories  are  entitled  to 
the  best  that  can  be  done  to  promote  their  welfare  and  comfort- 
He  maintained  that  inspection  should  be  invited  and  encouraged  by 
manufacturers  at  all  times,  for  he  could  conceive  of  no  service 
tendered  by  the  State  of  more  importance  to  them,  or  which  would 
serve  their  interest  more  profitably 

In  conclusion  the  governor  again  tendered  the  delegates  a  hearty 
welcome  to  the  city,  and  to  the  Canadian  delegates  a  double  welcome 
to  the  States.  He  welcomed  them  as  Americans  and  hoped  they 
would  come  often  and  see,  and  learn  how  we  do  things,  until 
eventually  all  Canada  will  be  induced  to  come  and  join  our  Union. 

President  Franey  responded  to  Governor  Lippitt's  address  as 
follows : 

PRESIDENT  FRANET'S  REPLY. 

Oovemor  Lippitt : 

In  behalf  of  the  Factory  Inspection  Departments  of  the  various  States  of 
the  United  States  and  Provinoes  of  Canada,  meeting  here  in  annna)  conyeDtton  , 
it  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge  your  kindly  greetings  and  eoidial 
welcome  to  the  hospitalities  of  your  beautiful  city  and  enterprising  State. 
Coming,  as  many  of  us  do,  for  the  first  time  to  this  ancient  and  progressive 
Commonwealth,  we  delegates  from  abroad  are  not  unmindful  that  Rhode  Island 
has  a  history  as  glorious  and  memorable  as  any  of  the  original  sister  States  which 
may  have  been  more  favored  in  point  of  larger  territory.  Many  of  the  brightest 
names  in  the  history  of  the  early  struggles  of  the  North  American  colonies  for 
6vnl  and  religious  liberty  are  the  heritages  of  Rhode  Island.  Its  pioneers  and 
patriots  were  among  the  foremost  of  their  day,  and  there  has  been  no  important 
advance  toward  enlightenment  and  liberty  among  Americans  but  what  has 
gained  an  impetus  from  the  intelligent  and  sturdy  Rhode  Islanders.  The 
knowledge  of  these  facts  lends  an  additional  interest  to  our  stay,  for  as  ^ctoiy 
inspectors  we  feel  that  there  is  something  in  life  worth  considering  beyond  the 
mnsic  of  humming  machinery,  the  mutations  of  existence  in  the  workshop,  or 
the  matter  of  toil  in  mill  or  mine.  There  is  the  broad  fonndation  of  humaA 
aspirations  for  general,  personal,  intellectual  liberty  and  advancement,  apon 
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which  all,  do  matter  how  practicable  they  may  be,  must  stand,  and  to  maintain 
which  the  world's  greatest  battles  have  been  foaght,  its  grandest  heroes  struggled, 
its  noblest  victories  won.  In  contemplating  the  records  of  our  country,  in  this 
regard,  this  little  State  has  been  a  giant  in  the  foreground, —  its  name  sets  high 
up  in  the  roll  of  honor. 

To  those  who  object  to  some  of  the  provisions  of  our  factory  laws,  as  framed 
in  tbe  various  States,  on  the  ground  that  they  are  arbitrary  and  * 'interfere  with 
a  man  in  the  conduct  of  his  business,''  it  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  Rhode 
Island  was  the  first  colony  to  pass  a  law  such  as  is  now  called  a  "  labor  law." 
In  1679  the  Assembly  of  the  colony  passed  an  Act  for  the  protection  of  servants, 
whom  ''sundrie  persons  being  evil  minded,''  were  in  tbe  habit  of  overtasking,  in 
fields  and  shops  or  by  forcing  tbem  to  work  on  Sunday.  This  indicates  that 
pnblic  opinion  in  this  Commonwealth  in  those  early  days  was  alive  to  the  abuses 
which  might  arise  if  those  ''sundrie  persons"  were  to  conduct  their  business 
"as  they  choose."  But  if  she  has  stood  '^ four-square  to  all  the  winds  of 
Heaven,"  in  tbe  struggle  to  maintain  the  inalienable  rights  of  men  and  morality, 
Bhode  Island  has  not  faltered  in  reaching  out  and  obtaining  the  tangible  results 
of  human  activity. 

It  was  in  Rhode  Island  that  the  first  spinning  jenny  made  in  the  United  States 
was  manufactured.  Daniel  Jackson,  in  1786,  constructed  the  first  one  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  and  thus  established  and  made  permanent  the  great  cotton 
industry  which  now  exists  here.  A  little  later,  when  Samuel  Slater  came  from 
England  with  the  secret  of  spinning  cotton  by  machinery,  and  built  a  factory  a 
few  miles  from  here  on  the  Pautucket  river,  Rhode  Island's  destiny  and^future 
manufacturing  greatness  was  firmly  established.  She  is  the  mother  of  textile 
manufacturing  on  this  continent.  A  glance  at  the  6gures  in  the  United  States 
Census  shows  how  important  Rhode  Island  is  in  proportion  to  her  population  as 
an  industrial  State.  I  will  only  refer  ^riefly  to  the  statistics  presented  regarding 
the  city  of  Providence.  There  were  f  onnd,  in  1890, 154  distinct  classes  of  manu- 
facturing here,  conducted  in  1,883  different  establishments.  There  were  87,955 
operators  employed,  and  they  annually  received  in  wages  $18,789,500,  producing 
$71,810,173  worth  of  finished  materials  out  of  $36,674,308  worth  of  raw  materials. 
During  the  decade  from  1880  to  1890,  the  manufacturing  interests  of  Providence 
increased  over  31  per  cent,  in  her  variety  of  industries,  over  50  per  cent,  in  the 
actual  number  of  establishments,  and  about  70  per  cent,  in  tbe  number  of  hands 
employed,  and  the  amount  of  wages  paid  had  increased  100  per  cent,  in  the  ten 
years.  This  remarkable  development  is  a  tribute  to  the  genius,  ability  and  nat- 
ural tendency  of  the  Yankee  mind  to  go  into  business  and  ^*  make  something."  I 
am  informed  that  tbe  ratio  of  increase  during  the  five  years  from  1890  to  1895, 
notwithstanding  tbe  hard  times,  has  been  almost  as  great  as  during  tbe  preceding 
ten  year^,  and  what  is  true  of  Providence  in  this  respect  applies  to  the  whole 
State.    The  people  of  such  a  community  are  indeed  fortunate. 

Not  only  is  Rhode  Island  great  in  industry — she  has  other  claims  to  atten- 
tion. With  an  attractive  climate  that  has  drawn  the  wealth  and  fashion  of  the 
land  to  her  confines,  she  may  point  to  her  Newport  as  the  acme  of  summer  re- 
sorts, where  even  the  famous  literary  street  cleaner  of  New  York  deigns  to  tarry. 
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aod  au  occasional  dake  or  dochesn  from  effete  Enrope  intersperses  the  gay 
throng  and  nimbly  sknrries  after  oar  girls  and  the  great  Ame«ican  dollars. 

It  is  therefore  with  genuine  satisfaction  that  we  have  come  together  here, 
knowing  that  when  we  depart  we  will  by  the  knowedge  gained  through  observan 
tion  and  association  be  better  fitted  for  the  important  duties  committed  to  our 
charge.  In  behalf  of  the  delegates  here  assembled,  I  again  thank  you  for  your 
kindly  welcome.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Weinthal,  of  New  Jersey,  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  session  was  dispensed  with,  whereupon  the 
President  proceeded  to  read  his  annual  address. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Indies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention : 

Time  has  made  another  revolution,  and  brings  us  together  once  more  in  an- 
nual convention.  Last  year,  when  we  separated  after  our  meeting  in  Philadel- 
phia, itvwas  with  the  expressed  hope  that  all  who  were  there  would  attood  here. 
But  in  looking  over  the  delegates  we  regretfully  miss  old  faces,  though  we  are 
pleased  to  note  that  new  ones,  backed  no  doubt  by  fresh  ideas,  have  come  aiQong 
us.  We  heartily  welcome  tbem.  All  nature  thrives  by  chaDge,  and  *•  new  men, 
new  measures,''  was  ever  the  motto  of  the  political  and  legal  world.  Therefore 
we  may  rely  that  whatever  of  regret  we  may  feel  over  the  absence  from  our 
ranks  of  our  old  friends  as  ofScials,  will  in  a  degree  be  compensated  for  by  the 
presence  of  their  sucoessors. 

Factory  iuspectiou  in  many  respects  is  expert  work.  No  one  realizes  this 
better  than  those  who  have  spent  years  of  their  lives  in  enforcing  the  various 
laws  governing  the  employment  of  children,  the  guarding  of  machinery,  the 
location  of  fire-escapes,  the  detection  of  unsanitary  atmosphere  in  work- 
room<^,  the  supervision  of  plumbing,  and  the  hundred  and  one  other  things 
which  have  been  put  into  the  factory  laws  kIucc  they  first  became  stat- 
utes in  the  various  States  and  Canadian  Provinces.  I  am  tempted  to  enumer- 
ate some  of  the  things  that  factory  inspectors  do.  In  looking  over  the 
laws  of  Massachusett's  I  find  that  our  friends  there  are  required  to  pro- 
hibit the  employment  of  small  children,  in  factories  and  stores.  They 
must  be  judges  of  age  in  order  to  prevent  fraud,  they  must  see  that  all  children 
under  a  certain  age  must  attend  school  at  least  a  Htated  number  of  days,  and 
that  children  must  not  operate  dangerous  machinery,  such  as  elevators,  and 
where  a  minor  is  employed,  on  an  elevator  the  inspector  must  learn  the  rapidity 
with  which  the  elevator  runs  and  stop  the  minor  from  working  thereon  if  it  goes 

eyond  a  stated  speed.    They  must  prevent  children  from  appearing  as  per-

formers  in  a  oirous  or  theatrioal  exhibition.  They  are  required  to  see  that  women 
in  manufacturiDg  establishments  and  minors  under  18  do  not  work  oyer  58  boors 
per  week,  and  they  must  go  abroad  at  night  to  see  that  children  are  not  com- 
pelled to  work  after  7  p.  m.,  and  that  women  do  not  labor  in  mill  or  factory 
after  10  p.  m.  They  must  see  that  factories  are  kept  clean  and  well-yentilated 
and  they  may  designate  the  method  by  wbich  proper  ventilation  shall  be 
obtained.  The  bame  proyisiou  must  be  enforced  by  them  in  all  public  buildings 
and  schools.  This  requires  a  scientific  knowledge  of  bygiene.  They  regulate 
**  clothiug  shops  *'  aud  issue  licenses  for  them,  and  they  most  see  that  such 
places  are  free  from  yermin  and  contagions  diseases.  They  must  know  when 
belting,  shafting,  gearing  and  other  machinery  is  dangerous  to  life  and  limb,  and 
be  able  to  promptly  indicate  wbat  guards  to  apply,  and  how  to  apply  them. 
They  must  tell  how  eleyators  and  hoistways  shall  be  protected  to  ayoid  acci- 
dents, and  this  is  a  yery  important  thing  to  be  able  to  do,  because  hardly  any 
two  eleyators  are  situated  or  operated  alike,  and  the  inspectors  may  instantly 
stop  the  use  of  any  unsafe  eleyator.  They  have  the  authority  to  alter  the 
location  of  doors  and  stairways  in  buildings  in  order  to  enhance  the  safety  of  the 
inmates,  and  to  require  the  erection  of  such  kind  of  and  as  many  fire-escapes  as 
they  deem  desirable.  They  inspect  steam  boilers,  and  must  see  that  the 
engineers  are  competent  and  trustworthy.  They  must  look  after  the  plumbing 
and  find  out  if  it  is  in  proper  condition,  and  they  must  insist  upon  the  setting 
apart  of  water-closets  for  women.  They  must  inyestigate  accidents  occurring  in 
factories,  and  require  changes  to  be  made  that  will  prevent  if  possible  the 
occnring  of  such  casualties.  They  may  require  all  corporations  to  pay  weekly, 
and  I  know  they  have  done  so  often  to  the  great  expense  of  the  corporations. 
They  must  prevent  the  arbitrary  assessment  of  fines  in  the  textile  establish- 
ments, and  they  '^  have  a  say''  as  to  what,  if  any,  such  fines  shall  be.  They 
must  inspect  hotels,  and  prepare  drawings  in  their  headquarters,  and  upon  them 
rests  the  safety  of  thousands  of  lives  in  the  various  hostelries  of  the  State.  They 
must  do  many  other  thing  requiring  skiU  and  technical  knowledge  in  the  per- 
formance of  thoir  official  duties.  Practically  the  same  line  of  work  is  performed 
by  the  New  York  inspectors,  together  with  qome  additional  duties  as  to  bake- 
shops  and  mines,  and  in  New  York  we  must  also  be  our  own  lawyers  and  do 
our  own  prosecuting,  for  the  State  will  not  allow  us  attorney  fees.  The 
inspectors  of  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Illinois,  and  of  all  other  States,  are  charged 
vdth  nearly  the  same  duties,  varying  as  the  needs  of  the  respective  localities, 
but  all  of  them  requiring  patience,  tact  and  a  range  of  general  information 
which  requires  ability  to  obtain  and  time  to  learn.  There  are  inspectors 
here  who  have  in  their  careers  done,  and  done  well,  and  are  continually  do* 
ing  all  of  the  numerous  things  I  mention.  Such  servants  of  the  people  are  also 
always  under  the  public  eye,  for  to  perform  their  duties  they  must  personally 
present  themselves  at  the  premises  where  their  services  are  required,  and  every 
employer,  clerk  and  operative,  is  an  interested  observing  spectator  and  criiic  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  inspector's  work  is  done.  There  is  no  other  class  of 
officials  known  to  me  which  has  the  numerous  and  wide  scope  of  duties  to  per- 
form that  are  entrusted  to  the  factory  inspectors  of  the  various  States. 
There  is  an  ethical  side  also  to  the  experiences  of  a  factory  inspactor.    He  has 
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firom  timeHo  time  his  persoDal  attentioD  called  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  poor 
family;  who  for  the  pittance  a  child  may  be  given  for  a  hard  day's  labor,  per- 
mits oftentimes  unwillingly,  that  child  to  enter  in  mere  infancy  upon  a  life  of 
toil,  to  grow  up  illiterate,  or  nearly  so,  to  be  stunted  physically  and. warped 
mentally.  For  these  we  feel  all  the  emotions  that  a  humane  consideration  of  the 
circumstances  may  warrant.  We  can  not  but  express  our  regret  that  con* 
ditions  exist,  which,  even  in  a  single  instance,  demand  that  the  infant  must 
sacrifice  its  future  well-being  to  save  the  parent  and  [itself  from  the  terrible 
pinches  of  poverty.  The  law,  of  course,  in  most  States,  says  that  young  children 
shall  not  be  employed,  but  nevertheless  instances  are  constantly  arising  when 
the  law  is  disobeyed  that  the  family  may  have  food.  When  this  happens,  then 
the  inspector  has  another  duty,  not  imposed  on  him  or  her  as  an  official,  but  as 
one  of  the  great  human  race.  Somebody's  attention  must  be  called  to  the  desti- 
tution of  the  family,  and  the  sacrifice  the  child  is  making  so  that  the  law  may 
be  obeyed  and  the  family  aided.  It^is  not  the  most  unpleasant  feature  of  our 
experiences  to  recollect  that  we  can  |ocoasionally  be  of  benefit  to  the  individual 
unfortunate,  while  at  the  same  time  faithfully  serving  the  State.  Of  {course^ 
there  are  cases  where  children  are  required  to  Tabor  when  the  parents  do  not 
really  need  the  fmits  of  their  labor,  and  thus  we  come  across  woeful  indications 
of  either  parental  heedlessness  or  depravity,  which  gives  us  a  view  of  some 
specimens  of  mankind  that,  fortunately,  are  comparatively  rare,  though  they 
may  no  less  be  observed  with  a  grim  interest.  To  carefully  look  into  such 
matters,  with  sympathy  and  judgment,  and  pursue  the  offenders  if  willfully 
violating  the  law,  or,  if  they  are  driven  by  stress  of  misfortune  to  do  so,  call  the 
attention  of  some  charitable  institution  or  person  to  the  needs  of  the  family,  is 
one  of  the  functions  which  factory  inspectors  freely  and  voluntarily  perform. 

During  the  past  year  factory  laws  have  been  improved  in  several  States, 
notably  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Maine.  In  Pennsylvania,  perhaps, 
as  a  result  of  our  Philadelphia  meeting  last  year,  the  regulation  of  sweat- 
shops has  been  established,  and  eight  additional  inspectorships  created  to 
assist  in  checking  the  evils  of  those  garment-making  abominations.  In 
Maine  an  additional  inspector  has  been  added  to  the  force.  In  New  York 
State  the  Legislature  placed  the  mines  under  the  supervision  of  the  factory 
inspector,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  an  additional  deputy  to  inspect 
them,  and  to  enforce  some  very  salutary  and  stringent  provisions  of  regulation. 
The  New  York  Legislature  also  enacted  a  statute  for  the  inspection  of  baheshops, 
which  is  probably  the  most  radical  legislation  of  its  kind.  Four  new  inspectors 
were  appointed  to  enforce  this  law,  and  the  need  for  it  has  been  very  apparent. 
In  some  other  States  important  improvements  in  the  factory  laws  have  been 
made.  Taken  altogether  the  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  advance.  There 
is  a  marked  tendency  to  have  uniform  legislation  on  factory  matters.  I  think 
that  these  results  can  fairly  ne  credited  to  the  infinenoe  of  our  conventions. 

I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  in  one  State  there  has  been  retrogression.  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  in  its  wisdom,  has  decided  that  the  laws  of  that  State 
restricting  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  to  eight  per  day  is  unconstitutional. 
This  conclusion  seems  to  have  been  arrived  at  on  the  theory  that  the  law 
Interfered  with  the  right  of  the  individual  to  work  as  many  hours  as  he  or  she 
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sees  fit,  the  claim  being  set  up  that  every  citizen  has  an  inalienable  right  to 
overwork  himself  if  he  vrants  to,  even  if  the  result  of  such  overwork  endangeib 
the  longevity  or  health  of  the  citizen.  Reduced  to  a  few  words  and  stripped  of 
legal  verbiage,  Illinois  has  decided  that  its  citizens  may  dispose  of  their  persons 
in  whatever  manner  they  choose,  regardless  of  the  effect  on  the  individual  or 
the  future  of  the  race.  To  follow  this  decision  to  its  lopcal  end,  then  its  la^s 
regulating  morality  are  unconstitutional.  I  presume  a  law  against  suicide,  such 
as  exists  in  New  York,  would  be  unconstitutional  in  Illinois.  No  doubt  this  sub- 
ject will  be  referred  to  in  the  course  of  our  deliberations  by  the  Illinois  chief 
inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  other  ofQcers,  and 
especially  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Association,  for  willing  and  prompt 
advice  and  assistance  whenever  called  upon.  I  wish  also  to  extend  my  most 
hearty  thanks  to  Factory  Inspectors  Rockwell  and  Palmer  of  Rhode  Island,  who 
for  months  faithfully  labored  to  make  this  meeting  a  success^  and  upon  whom 
most  of  the  bard  work  has  devolved.  They  have  been  tireless  in  their  efforts, 
and  I  know  that  the  convention  is  unanimous  in  its  feeling  of  appreciation  of 
their  labors. 

THE  SAFE  AND  UNSAFE  PULLEY  CONTRASTED. 
[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Coe  of  New  York.] 

There  is  no  more  important  demand  for  safety  in  factories  than  in  the  protec- 
tion of  the  lives  and  limbs  of  employes  from  improperly  constracted  belting, 
shafting  and  pulleys,  and  yet  there  is  no  place  or  part  of  the  equipments  of 
machinery  which  receives  so  little  attention,  thought  or  skill.  Even  the  largest, 
most  modem  and  otherwise  perfectly  equipped  factories  and  manufacturing 
establishments  seem  to  have  the  same  old  antiquated  and  dangerous  mode  of 
shafting  and  pulleys.  The  time  has  come  when  a  revolution  should  be  wrought 
in  this  latter  respect.  The  shafting  and  pulleys  of  shops  and  factories  should  no 
longer  consist  of  a  series  of  rapidly  revolving  set-screws,  projecting  bolts,  nuts 
and  open  armed  ^pulleys  constantly  threatening  the  safety  of  nearby  nnd  fre- 
quently passing  employes;  nor  should  machinery  driven  by  belt  at  and  aroimd' 
which  employes  are  constantly  at  work,  carry  pulleys  making  hundreds  of  revo- 
lutions per  minute  which  have  these  same  threatening  projections  and  yawning 
openings. 

The  reports  of  the  factory  inspectors  of  the  different  States  for  1894  show  that 
many  frightful  accidents  occurred  from  shaftings  and  pulleys  during  that  year, 
whereby  many  were  killed  outright  and  more  were  seriously  injured.  It  is  a 
frequent  thing  now-a-days  to  read  of  an  accident  where  a  man's  clothing 
becomes  entangled  in  the  set-screws,  bolts  and  nuts  of  pulleys,  and  in  collars 
and  coupliuf^s  on  shafting  or  his  arm  is  caught  in  the  spokes  of  the  pulley,  and 
he  is  wound  around  the  same  at  a  great  velocity  and  dashed  against  adjacent 
objects,  and  finally  his  mangled  body,  oftentimes  lifeless,  is  removed  or  thrown 
therefrom. 

Employers  may  say,  "  How  can  all  this  be  remedied  f  We  have  only  wooden 
and  iron  pulleys,  and  all  these  are  built  with  open  arms  and  are  fastened  together 
by  bolts  or  to  the  shafting  by  set-screws.'* 
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Not  so.  WhOe  great  progress  has  been  made  in  all  other  branches  of  maDn- 
faetaring  appliauoesy  tools  and  equipments  and  the  same  have  beeu  made  more 
perfect,  more  efficient  and  more  sale,  the  same  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
perfection  of  the  pnlley,  until  we  now  have  one  stamped  from  soft  sheet  steel 
which  is  shapely,  without  arms  or  projections,  entirely  closed,  eqni -balanced, 
light,  clean,  durable,  strong  and  safe. 

I  found  such  a  pulley  first  in  a  targe  flouring  mill  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  driving 
a  large  roller  mill  under  a  double  thick  extra  tight  belt,  which  carried  about 
twenty-five  horse  power,  and  its  surface  shone  as  though  it  were  nickel  plated. 
It  had  been  running  about  two  years.  It  was  made  of  only  No.  18  gauge  sheet 
steel  and  weighed  about  one-half  as  much  as  the  pulley  it  replaced.  It  was  per- 
fectly clean  and  bright,  while  its  spoked  neighbors  in  the  adjacent  milU  were 
churning  the  flour  which  was  made  nearly  an  inch  thick  on  their  inner  rims  and 
caused  clouds  of  dust  to  float  about.  I  asked  the  attending  miller  how  it  was 
kept  so  clean  and  he  answered  me  by  seizing  a  brush  which  he  held  against  the 
rapidly  revolving  surface  for  a  moment,  and  when  he  removed  it  the  face  of  the 
pulley  could  have  been  used  for  a  mirror,  it  was  so  bright.  And  there  it  was 
with  a  face  like  a  silver  dollar,  without  set-screw  or  a  projection,  perfectly  safe, 
working  night  and  day,  an  ideal  pulley.  The  miller  in  charge  said  to  me  that  a 
flouring  mill  entirely  equipped  with  pulleys  like  these  could  easily  be  kept  per- 
fectly clean,  and  that  the  danger  of  spontaneous  combustion  of  flour  dust  so 
prevalent  in  mills  of  that  kind  would  be  entirely  eliminated. 

I  found  anotber  one  of  these  pulleys  running  on  the  counter  shaft  of  a  Jig  saw, 
about  four  inches  from  the  floor,  in  a  large  pinuing-mill.  It  was  surrounded  hy 
sawdust  and  short  sticks  and  blocks,  and,  though  running  rapidly,  was  entirely 
safe,  because  it  had  no  spokes  or  openings  in  which  such  debris  cuuld  be  caught 
and  thrown.  Its  superior  safety  in  this  place  was  very  marked.  In  the  use  of 
a  wooden  or  iron  pulley  in  such  a  place,  great  care  had  to  t>e  exercised  to  keep 
sticks  and  blocks  from  being  caught  and  thrown,  greatly  to  the  danger  of  the 
employes  and  the  mncbinery  therein . 

Others  of  these  same  pulleys  are  used  in  machine  shops,  printing  establish- 
ment-^,  etc.,  and  they  combine  many  excellent  features  other  thoA  those  of  safety 
which  I  have  mentionetl.  The  moment  I  first  saw  them,  I  became  convinced 
that  by  tbeir  general  use  tbere  could  bn  an  elimination  of  many  of  these  nume- 
rous accidents  caused  by  shafiin^f  and  pulleys,  and  I  thought  it  was  my  duty  as 
a  factory  inspector  to  present  them  to  your  attention  so  that,  if  you  thought  it 
wise,  you  might,  by  requiring  their  use,  guard  the  lives  and  limbs  of  employes 
of  factories  from  accidents  incident  to  the  use  of  pylleys  generally. 

They  are  known  as  the  Josef  steel  disk  pulleys.  The  sides  are  stamped  with 
dies  from  soft  sheet  steel  plates  which  insures  an  equal  distribution  of  weight 
throughout  their  whole  surface.  The  face  of  the  pulley  consists  of  a  flange  on 
each  disk,  of  about  one  and  one-half  inches  in  width,  which  of  themselves  make 
a  face  of  three  inches.  When  a  face  of  greatt*r  width  than  three  inches  is 
required,  this  is  made  by  placing  between  these  flanges  of  the  two  disks  a  strip 
of  sheet  steel,  of  the  same  character  from  which  the  disks  are  made^  un  each 
edge  of  which  off-sets  are  rolled,  which  off-sets  fit  under  the  flanges  of  the  disks 
and  thus  hold  these  strips  securely  in  place,  the  width  of  the  strips  varying 
according  to  the  width  of  the  face  desired. 
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The  hub  coDsists  of  three  parts— two  outside  portions  and  a  center  collar  with 
two  flanges,  which  are  made  of  east  or  malleable  iron.  The  diameter  of  the 
flanged  portions  of  the  hub  is  proportioned  to  the  diameter  of  the  pulley.  In 
each  of  the  flanges  of  this  center  piece  there  are  four  holes  near  the  outer  edge 
thereof  equidistant  from  each  other,  and  there  are  correspouding  holes  in  the 
disks,  and  the  outer  portions  of  the  hubs  have  four  sleeves  upon  the  flanges 
thereof  so  situated,  that  when  the  parts  are  adjusted,  these  sleeves  will  pass 
through  the  holes  in  the  disks  and  into  and  fit  in  the  holes  in  the  flanges  of  the 
inner  part  of  the  hub.  The  sleeves  on  the  flange  of  one  of  the  hubs  is  drilled  and 
oounter-snnk  so  as  to  allow  the  body  of  ^e  bolt  to  pass  through,  and  the  head  of 
the  bolt  to  be  flush  with  the  outside  face  of  the  flange,  and  those  on  the  flange 
of  the  other  hub  are  drilled  and  screw-threaded  to  receive  the  threaded  end  of 
the  bolt.  By  this  mode  of  construction  all  outside  projections  and  loose  nuts  are 
dispensed  with. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  these  pulleys  have  a  tiue  xunning  balance  —  some- 
thing that  can  be  said  of  no  other  pulley  made —  and  that  they  are  susceptible  of 
the  high'  st  revolution  and  can  not  be  disintegrated  by  centrifugal  force,  demon- 
strating their  adaptability  to  the  dynamo  and  other  high  spetd  machinery. 

They  are  easily  and  safely  cleaned  and  oiled  while  running  at  the  highest 
speed,  therefore  being  especially  desirable  in  cotton,  fabric,  flouring  and  all  other 
mills  and  factories  where  cleanliness  is  a  desideratum. 

They  are  light — being  from  quarter  to  one-half  the  weight  of  cast-iron  pulleys 
which  can  do  the  same  work  —  making  a  vast  diflerence  in  the  weight  of  the 
shafting  of  large  mills  and  factories  and  consequently  diminishing  the  cost  of 
the  fuel  which  drives  tUem. 

Of  course,  their  supreme  importance  in  the  e/es  of  the  members  of  this  con- 
vention is  their  safely  —  they  having  no  projections,  no  set-screws  and  no  open- 
ings, all  of  which  are  so  threatening  and  so  dangerous. 

THE  GUARDING  OF  MACHINERY  IN  IRON  AND  STEEL,  MILLS. 
[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Matthews,  of  Ohio.  J 
The  subject  or  this  paper  may  not  be  as  interesting  to  some  -of  ns,  as  to 
others,  but,  to  the  inspectors  from  States  where  there  are  iron  and  steel  mills,  it 
is  an  important  one.  Compared  with  the  number  of  persons  employed,  acci- 
dents in  iron  mills  can  not  be  sa'd  to  be  numerous.  Steel  mills,  however,  are 
more  dangerous.  In  this  paper  I  shall  only  take  up  Much  mechanical  appliances 
as  are  made  nae  of  in  the  rolling  of  iron  and  steel,  and  in  converting  the  raw 
pig  iron  into  marketable  prodact.  Before  it  obtains  to  this  perfection  it  passes 
through  many  different  processes  which  would  require  too  much  space  and 
time  to  describe  and  enumerate.  In  iron  manufacturing  the  first  machine  used 
is  the  "squeezer."  By  its  operation  the  ** puddle  ball"  is  reduced  to  the  bloom 
form  suitable  for  rolling.  Formerly  this  was  done  by  a  very  laborions  and  dan- 
gerous method,  but  the  general  adoption  of  what  is  known  the  as  **Win8low 
sqneezer"  has  notably  decreased  the  number  of  accidents  attendant  upon  this 
first  process  of  reducing  to  form  the  malleable  iron.  The  driving  gearing  of  this 
machine  is  a  shaft  operating  under  the  body  of  the  squeezer  and  connected  with 
bevel  gearing  on  the  opposite  side  from  where  power  is  transmitted  to  the  shaft. 
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lliese  be  vol  wheels  in  an  exposed  condition  are  the  main  features  of  danger 
about  the  machine,  and  this  can  easily  be  averted  by  inclosing  with  a  sheet  iron 
covering. 

After  the  squeezer,  its  connections  with  the  ronghing  rolls  should  secure  con- 
sideration. These  are  known  as  the  connecting  spindle  and  boxes,  and  to  prop- 
erly  guard  should  be  covered,  or  faced  up  on  both  sides  with  sheet  iron  shields. 
We  next  come  to  therouj^hiug  rolls  of  the  so-called  muck  mill.  Here  the  process 
of  rolling  iron  commences,  and  the  operator  or  workman,  who  must  stand  in 
close  proximiry  to  the  rolls,  undergoes  considerable  danger  of  being  burnt  by  the 
cinder  flashes  emitted  from  the  iron  pnsstng  through  them.  He  is  also  subjected 
to  the  inhalation  of  sulphurous  and  other  heated  gases  issuing  from  hot  iron, 
which  at  times  is  very  distressing,  nauseating  and  injurious  to  health.  To  obvi- 
ate all  this  I  would  recommend  that  there  be  hung  in  front  of  the  rolls  a  sheet 
iron  protection.  This  can  be  suspended  on  both  sides  of  the  rolls  upon  the  bar 
passing  through  the  housens.  This  arrangement  will  serve  the  double  purpose 
of  affording  protection  to  the  eyes  and  face  of  the  workman,  and  of  providing  a 
sort  of  flue  which  will  draw  upward  through  the  top  of  the  housens  the  heat  and 
gases  arising  from  the  rolls. 

Next  we  come  to  the  couplings  between  the  roughing  and  finishing  rolls.  I 
would  recommend  that  these  should  be  shielded  with  boards  on  both  sides,  in 
such  manner  that  tbey  can  be  removed  and  replaced  when  necessary  to  do  so. 
These  rolls  are  not  supposed  to  revolve  more  than  75  to  100  revolutions  per 
minute;  they  therefore  are  not  considered  as  dangerous  as  the  finishing  rolls  in 
bur  and  rail  mills. 

In  so-called  bar  mills  iron  bars  are  rolled  to  greater  lengths  than  in  muck 
mills  and  require  more  room  to  deliver  it  from  the  rolls.  All  who  are  employed 
at  these  rolls  must  understand  how  the  bars  will  pass  out  of  the  rolls,  for  some- 
times if  one  side  of  a  pile  is  colder  than  the  other,  as  the  bar  leaves  the  rolls  its 
cold  side  will  draw  or  bend  in  that  direction,  and  put  the  operator  in  danger  of 
being  burnt  or  struck  with  it.  The  only  way  to  prevent  accidents  in  this  case,  is 
for  the  workmen  to  be  on  the  alert  for  his  own  safety.  Nothing  can  be  done  to 
avert  the  danger,  as  the  speed  of  these  rolls  are  about  from  125  to  175  revolu- 
tions per  minute. 

The  next  size  mill  is  the  '^  Guide  "  mill,  where  different  sizes  of  small  iron  and 
steel  are  rolled.  These  rolls  generally  run  from  200  to  400  revolutions  per 
minute.  Around  them  are  the  most  dangers,  on  account  of  the  velocity  of  the 
coupling  boxes  and  spindles  that  connect  these  rolls ;  they  have  to  be  braced 
with  what  is  called  a  stretcher,  to  keep  the  boxes  in  their  places.  This  stretcher 
is  sometimes  tied  on  with  a  rope,  and  sometimes  with  wire;  and  in  some 
instances  with  a  leather  strap  and  buckle,  which  I  consider  unsafe  on  account 
of  the  point  of  the  buckle.  In  some  cases  the  stretchers  are  tied  with  iron  bands 
and  twisted  into  a  knot,  which  is  the  most  dangerous  thing  connected  with  these 
couplings.  1  would  therefore  recommend  that  in  place  of  the  above,  steel  spring 
clamps  be  used  which  will  grasp  a  little  over  one-half  of  said  spindle  and  clamp 
itself  thereon,  and  thus  hold  the  stretcher  tight  in  its  place.  The  size  of  these 
spring  clamps  should  be  about  one-inch  wide  and  one-eighth  inch  in  thickness. 
This  size  is  suitable  for  eight-inch  trains.     On  larger  trains,  the  danger  from 
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this  source  is  reduced  with  the  increased  size  of  the  rolls,  runs  up  to  twenty-four 
inch,  for,  as  I  said  before,  the  small  trains  run  the  fastest.  Sometimes  the 
roller  will  take  a  shield  down  from  before  the  couplings  to  put  a  liner  under  said 
rolls,  or  take  one  out ;  at  such  times  he  is  very  much  exposed  to  danger.  I 
have  had  some  x>er8onal  knowledge  in  these  oases.  In  Zanesville  in  1885,  a  boy 
about  seventeen  years  of  age  had  got  througb  with  tbe  first  heat  before  break- 
fast, and  had  left  the  rolls  to  get  his  coat,  which  was  hanging  on  a  post  close 
by.  This  same  boy  had  neglected  to  put  up  Ms  shield  in  front  of  the  "  boxes 
and  spindles,''  and  as  he  ran  back  to  the  rolls  to  get  a  drink  of  water,  and  to 
save  himself,  as  he  thought,  from  coming  in  contact  with  the  couplings,  his 
shirt  sleeve  caught  in  the  "bands"  used  for  tying  on  tbe  stretcher.  His  arm 
was  twisted  around  tbe  spindle  and  pulled  out  of  the  socket.  I  was  the  one 
that  disconnected  the  rolls,  as  I  was  only  30  feet  away  from  him.  He  only  lived 
15  minutes  after  he  was  carried  out  of  the  mill.  In  Newark,  Ohio,  in  1870,  a 
man  was  putting  a  belt  on  a  pulley  that  runs  the  feed  roller  in  frout  of  the  rolls. 
His  coat  sleeve  was  caught  by  a  nail  which  was  driven  in  to  hold  the  belt 
around  the  stretcher,  and  he  was  killed  instantly.  1  have  personal  knowledge 
of  other  oases  extending  over  an  experience  of  thirty-five  years.  1  have  always 
considered  coupling  connections  very  dangerous. 

There  are  other  dangerous  features  about  **  quick  speed  rolls."  If  two 
inexperienced  meu  are  working  together  at  the  roughing  rolls,  they  will  some- 
times cause  each  other  to  get  burnt  by  not  entering  their  iron  in  the  rolls 
straight.  lu  some  cases  the  person  putting  in  a  piece  of  iron  in  the  rolls,  may 
get  his  guides  misplaced  and  cause  the  workmen  on  the  out-let  side  of  the  roUa 
to  get  burnt ;  this  occurs  by  the  rod  or  bar  not  delivering  itself  from  the  rolls  as 
it  is  expected. 

I  have  a  case  in  mind  which  may  have  happened  first  in  that  way ;  I  have 
clipped  it  from  a  daily  newspayer : 

"  In  A  Red-Hot  Coil. — Pomeroy,  Ohio,  August  10. — G^rge  Wolfe,  employed 
by  the  Union  Iron  and  Steel  Company,  was  caught  to-day  by  a  coil  of  red-hot 
iron  around  both  legs.    He  can  not  live.'' 

One  other  thing  which  is  very  dangerous  around  "guide  mills"  is  the  fact 
that  iron  or  steel  rods  are  run  so  long  that  the  fioor  plates  are  insufficient  to 
carry  them  away  from  the  rolls  their  full  length.  Sometimes  tbe  ends  of  rods 
will  open  and  get  fastened  in  the  floor  plates,  and  the  person  working  at  the  rolls 
will  place  his  end  of  the  rod  in  the  rolls ;  and  it  being  fastened  to  the  other  end, 
will  c:iuse  it  to  swing  around  and  burn  someone  very  badly.  I  have  seen  some 
of  these  accidents  occur,  and  have  known  persons  laid  up  for  months  on  account 
thereof.  In  cases  of  this  kind  I  would  recommend  that  all  floor  plates  in  front 
of  rolls  be  kept  level,  or  have  tunnels  to  run  the  ifon  or  steel  rods  under-ground, 
as  it  is  the  safest  way  at  all  times.  In  "  wire  mills,"  the  rods  are  run  sometimes 
as  long  as  500  feet,  but  the  most  dangerous  features  in  those  mills  have  been 
overcome  by  the  use  of  "  repeaters,"  to  carry  the  rods  from  one  pair  of  rolls  to 
the  other. 

In  some  cases  the  owner  or  manager  of  a  mill  will  neglect  things,  because  he  is 
exposed  to  it,  and  has  been  so  fortunate  not  to  meet  with  any  accident.  When 
his  attention  is  called  to  the  danger  or  risk  he  is  taking,  he  will  aoknowledg« 
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there  is  danger;  such  as  anytbiDg  suspended  overhead,  such  as  pulleys  or  sbives, 
which  carries  the  hooks  for  moving  the  iron  or  steel  about  the  rolls.  These 
must  be  examined  to  see  if  they  are  safe ;  as  the  old  saying  is,  '*  oat  of  sight,  out 
of  mind."  All  derricks  and  cranes  ought  to  be  inspected.  Sometimes  these  are 
over-taxed,  and  canse  accident  through  neglect ;  sometimes  loose  beams  or  loose 
bricks  overhead  are  not  noticed  until  someone  has  met  with  an  a<!cident. 

Cogwheels  at  all  times  and  wherever  found  shotddhave  a  railing  around  them 
if  anyone  is  working  near  them.  Shears  around  mills  are  sometimes  dangerous 
in  not  being  provided  with  guards,  to  keep  iron  from  raising  up  and  striking  the 
person  working  at  them.  One  other  important  feature  is  to  keep  all  obstruc- 
tions from  around  these  "  quick  speed  mills  "  so  that  in  case  a  rod  or  bar  looses 
its  course  and  goes  in  another  direction,  it  will  give  the  person  a  chance  to  get 
away  from  danger.  All  shafting  that  is  near  the  floor,  should  at  all  times  be 
covered ;  a  round  shaft  is  always  more  dangerous  than  a  square  one.  I  would 
like  to  have  some  discussion  on  this  point,  as  it  may  bring  out  some  light  on 
the  subject* 

There  are  a  large  number  of  different  kinds  of  machinery  around  rolling  mills 
for  different  purposes ;  punches,  presses,  shears  and  straightening  machines, 
which  have  to  be  guarded  with  iron  shields  or  covers.  I  would  write  a  more 
extensive  description  of  mill  machinery,  but  as  the  time  and  space  will  not  per- 
mit, I  shall  cut  it  off  as  short  as  I  can. 

The  next  place  our  attention  is  called  is  plate,  sheet  and  tin  mUls,  all  of 
which  work  on  the  same  principle.  .  The  most  dangerous  parts  around  these  rolls 
are  the  couplings.  As  a  general  thing,  these  mills  are  run  with  one  pair  of 
boxes  and  spindles,  as  the  top  roll  is  revolved  by  the  friction  of  the  bottom 
roll.  In  ^' sheet"  mills  water  can  not  be  used  for  cooling  off  the  necks  or 
journals  of  the  rolls ;  but  they  are  kept  cool  by  frequently  applying  grease  to 
them.  The  smoke  from  this  grease  is  very  annoying  to  the  men  working  around 
the  rolls  in  hot  weather ;  as  in  summer  months  they  require  all  the  (resh  air  they 
can  obtain.  One  difficulty  met  with  in  providing  necessary  ventilation  for  sheet 
mills  is  the  fact  that  if  the  rolls  are  permitted  to  cool  off  too  quick,  they  are 
liable  to  break  on  account  of  the  rapid  contraction  of  the  metal.  To  obviate 
this  I  would  recommend  that  there  be  a  '' funnel"  mouth  flue  ventilator  passed 
through  the  roof  over  each  pair  of  rolls,  with  a  cap  over  the  top  or  other  means 
to  regulate  its  draft,  and  prevent  rain  or  snow  from  falling  through  it  on  to  the 
rolls.  Such  an  appliance  will  be  very  satisfiictory  to  alt  concerned.  It  will  not 
interfere  with  the  temperature  of  the  mill,  as  the  employes  for  their  own  benefit 
will  see  that  no  bad  result  will  arise  from  its  use. 

The  next  question  is  **  steel  making  and  rolling."  These  are  the  most  danger- 
ous of  all.  The  cupola  for  melting  the  pig-iron  is  operated  on  the  same  prin- 
ciple as  the  ordinary  foundry  cupola.  The  molten  metal  is  run  out  at  the  bottom 
into  a  ladle,  and  conveyed  to  the  converter,  which  is  from  25  to  100  feet  away. 
Each  converter,  is  operated  by  hydraulic  power,  charged  and  emptied  at  the  top 
and  contain  from  two  to  ten  ton  of  molt«n  metal.  When  for  molding  it  is  emptied 
into  iron  molds  and  placed  stand  up  in  a  pit  about  30  or  40  feet  square,  and  about 
4  to  6  feet  deep.  The  men  are  very  much  exposed  to  all  accidents  which  may 
happen,  such  as  a  ladle  accidentally  upsetting,  or  a  piece  of  wet  cinder  or  iron 
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falling  into  or  coming  into  contact,  with  the  molten  metal,  or  by  the  breaking  of 
some  connection  about  the  ladle ;  which  sometimes  will  occnr  on  a  sudden  jerk. 

While  I  was  at  Middleport,  Ohio,  in  April  of  1894,  the  end  of  the  "hydraulic 
piston  rod"  broke  off  at  the  bottom  just  inside  of  the  nut,  which  held  it  in  its 
place ;  and  the  converter  upset  and  spilled  about  five  tons  of  molt«n  metal  into 
the  "ingot"  pit.  The  men  that  were  aroand  the  pit  did  not  have  a  chance  to 
escape  without  getting  burnt  with  hot  air  and  flames,  that  came  from  the  con- 
verter; 14  men  were  burnt,  some  very  badly,  which  laid  them  up  from  one  week 
to  three  months.  I  went  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  early  the  next  morning 
and  investigated  the  cause,  and  found  that  the  broken  "piston,"  which  caused 
the  accident  was  of  good  quality  of  common  steel,  and  vritbout  a  flaw  or  crack. 
The  grain  was  clear  of  any  foreign  substance,  and  when  asked  by  Mr.  Patterson 
what  caused  the  break,  the  only  answer  I  could  give  him  was,  that  it  was 
unaccountable;  and  unavoidable  so  far  as  any  known  precaution  to  avert  it  could 
be  taken.  It  was  simply  an  accident.  I  would  recommend,  in  and  about  steel 
converters  that  all  obstructions,  such  as  "  ingot"  molds  or  any  cold  Ingots  laying 
near  the  mold  pit,  be  removed,  and  everything  kept  clear,  so  that  if  mishaps 
of  any  kind  happen,  it  would  give  the  men  a  chance  to  escape.  I  would  also 
recommend  that  all  hydraulic  cranes  be  thoroughly  inspected  by  the  Arm  not 
less  often  than  once  a  week,  this  would  greatly  insure  the  safety  of  all  concerned. 
The  model  steel  plant  in  Ohio  is  at  Columbus,  owned  by  King,  Gilbert  &  Warner. 
It  allows  for  plenty  of  room  around  the  **  ingot"  pit,  with  no  obstructions. 

This  is  a  slip  I  cut  out,  for  you  to  see  how  some  accidents  do  occur  in  iron  and 
steel  works,  which  no  one  can  be  blamed  for.  The  only  thing  we  can  do  in  such 
cases  is  to  see  that  the  person  in  charge  is  capable  of  assuming  the  responsibility 
which  he  has  placed  upon  him  by  questioning  him  on  mechanical  points  of 
interest. 

"Horrible. — Death  of  Isaac  Cope  in  the  Reeves  Iron  Works  at  Alliance. 
Alliance,  Ohio,  August  17. — Isaac  Cope,  a  well-known  carpenter,  employed  at 
the  Reeves  Bros.'  Iron  Works,  was  standing  on  the  runway  of  a  traveling  crane, 
30  feet  above  the  floor,  when  the  operator  of  the  crane,  not  knowing  he  was  in 
the  way,  started  the  huge  machine.  Cope's  head  was  caught  between  a  post 
and  the  cage  of  the  crane,  where  he  hung  in  plain  view  of  a  hundred  horrified 
workmen.  The  rattled  engineer  of  the  crane  reversed  the  machine,  and,  as  it 
backed.  Cope  fell  to  the  ground,  alighting  on  a  pile  of  scrap  iron,  breaking 
nearly  every  bone  in  bis  body."   . 

I  will  next  direct  attention  to  the  feed  rollers  and  receivers  on  both  sides  of 
the  reducing  rolls.  Steel  rolling  or  reducing  in  Blooming  mills,  is  nearly  all 
done  by  machinery  and  self-feeding  rollers.  No  one  is  nearer  than  10  or  15  feet 
to  the  rolls,  and  therefore,  are  not  exposed  to  danger  in  that  way, 'excepting 
when  the  hydraulic  cranes  bring  the  'Mngot"  to  the  rolls  and  that  is  generally 
overhead. 

The  most  dangerous  parts  are  the  "receiving  tables"  on  both  sides  of  said 
roll,  which  are  from  50  to  100  feet  in  length,  and  6  feet  wide,  so  as  to  carry  the 
blooms  back  and  forth  to  the  rolls.  The  iron  rollers  which  carry  the  steel  are 
operated  by  a  ronnd  shaft  about  two  inches  round,  with  bevel  cog-wheels  about 
every  four  feet  apart.    These  cog-wheels  are  sources  of  danger,  because  employes 
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sometimes  cross  the  tables  from  ODe  side  to  the  other  in  a  harryy  for  different 
purposes.*  These  cog- wheels  should  be  provided  with  ''iron  covers,"  fastened 
on  hinges  to  the  table  with  nuts  and  bolts,  so  that  they  can  be  lifted  up  and 
down,  and  made  in  angle  shape  to  cover  the  top  and  sides  of  said  cog-wheels. 

The  next  place  of  interest  is.  the  shears,  that  cut  these  blooms  or  slabs  into 
any  length  required.  Sometimes  these  shears  are  run  horizontal,  and  sometimes 
perpendicular.  I  would  recommend  that  the  cog-wheels  overhead  be  boxed  up, 
when  within  seven  feet  of  the  floor,  and  all  cog-wheels  of  horizontal  shears  be 
covered  as  they  are  not  over  four  or  five  feet  from  the  floor. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  say  of  machinery  in  general  that  all  hand  feeding 
machines,  such  as  punches,  presses,  stamping  and  wash-board  machines, 
should  be  operated  by  competent  persons.  Sometimes  a  weak  person  working  at 
machinery  of  this  kind  becomes  nervous  or  bewildered  by  the  steady  attention 
they  have  to  give  to  their  work.  Unconsciousness  steals  over  them  and  their 
fingers  or  hands  come  in  contact  with  the  working  parts  of  the  machine  and 
serious  iigury  results  and  they  can  not  tell  what  was  the  cause  of  it.  I  vnll  close 
with  a  request  for  any  one  of  the  inspectors  to  take  up  any  of  these  points  for 
discussion  as  I  think  we  can  all  be  enlightened  thereby,  for  we  all  have  revolv- 
ing machinery  under  our  care,  which  is  the  most  important  work  we  have  to  do 
in  the  Eastern  States.  I  must  say  that  child  labor  is  very  scarce  in  rolling  mills ; 
I  have  not  come  in  contact  with  any  in  my  district  under  16  years  of  age,  in 
rolling  or  steel  mills. 

THE  SWEATING  SYSTEM  AS  NEW  YORK  HAS  POUND  IT. 
[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Cunningham  of  New  York.] 

What  is  commonly  known  as  the  "  sweating  system  "  is  a  general  term  used  to 
designate  a  condition  of  labor  by  w)iich  a  maximum  amount  of  work  possible  per 
day  is  performed  for  a  minimum  wage,  and  in  which  the  ordinary  rules  of  health 
and  comfort  are  disregarded.  This  system  is  mainly  represented  in  the  ready 
made  garment-making  industry,  comprising  the  clothing,  ladies'  cloaks  and  suits 
and  the  shirt  making  branches.  Such  a  condition  is  made  possible  throng  the 
methods  of  the  wholesale  merchant  or  manufacturer  in  letting  out  their  work  to 
petty  contractors. 

As  little  capital  and  not  much  general  knowledge  of  the  trade  is  required  to 
become  a  contractor,  almost  any  ordinary  workman  can  enter  the  field  and  com- 
pete with  the  other  contractors  on  even  ground.  This  naturally  results  in  such 
keen  comx>etition  between  the  contractors  for  the  opportunity  to  obtain  work, 
that  the  prices  are  reduced  to  a  ruinous  figure. 

It  is  often  asked  why  do  not  the  wholesale  manufacturers  conduct  their  own 
large  shops  Just  as  the  cutting  of  the  cloth  is  done  f  The  manufacturers  them- 
selves frankly  acknowledge  that  that  would  cost  them  more  even  though  the 
contractor  makes  a  profit,  and  besides  the  trouble  and  the  expense  of  super- 
vision isja  voided. 

This  really  means  that  the  wholesale  merchant,  under  the  contract  system, 
thus  shirks  all  responsibility  for  the  conditions  under  which  the  employes  work, 
and  besideslarge  shops  would  become  more  amenable  to  the  State  factory  laws, 
and  it  would'be  then  impossible  to  impose  conditions  of  work  so  near  the  very 
life  line. 
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This  eyil  does  not  end  here,  however,  for  the  con  tractors  in  tnro  sab-contract 
the  button-hole  makingy  finishing  or  <* felling"  to  others.  The  ''felling"  is 
nsnally  done  by  women  at  their  hooes,  and  very  often  by  the  whole  family. 
Under  inch  an  arrangement  it  is  easily  to  be  seen,  that  aided  by  competition, 
prices  and  wages  most  continue  to  fall,  and  the  work  day  lengthened  until  the 
very  limit  of  human  endurance  is  reached.  This  limit  it  seems  has  been  touched 
by  the  task  system,  an  arrangement  in  the  coat-making  branch,  by  which  the 
contractor  and  the  employes  enter  into  an  infernal  sort  of  co-operation.  The 
contractor  agrees  with  his  employes  to  solicit  work  from  the  warehouses  at  a 
figure  (perhaps  refused  by  another),  provided  they  (a  set  of  hands,  usually  four 
or  five  persons)  are  willing  to  do  a  certain  task  for  a  day's  work  for  so  much 
wages,  even  though  it  takes  two  or  three  days  to  do  the  specified  day's  work. 
This  set,  of  course,  can  work  as  many  hours  in  a  day  as  it  chooses. 

Can  a  more  sinister  plan  be  devised  to  wring  all  the  labor  possible  out  of  a 
human  being,  whether  man,  women  or  child,  in  return  for  what  is  insufficient  to 
maintain  such  a  high  pressure  of  energy?  This  is  truly  the  very  height  of  the 
sweating  system.  It  seems  as  though  its  victims  are  grasping  at  a  chance  to 
preserve  life  fur  the  time  being  at  any  cost. 

The  above  description  I  have  endeavored  to  give  temperately  and  actually 
'  bused  upon  careful  observation.    In  fact  it  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  exagger- 
ate the  unfavorable  conditions  of  this  system  of  labor,  and  its  vicious  effects. 

The  piece-work  which  prevails  in  the  vests,  pants,  cloaks  and  shirt-making 
trade,  has  been  brought  also  to  the  same  state  of  affairs  through  .the  contract-, 
method  of  work.  For  the  past  20  years  this  system  of  labor  has  characterized 
the  wealthy  garment-making  industry,  and  it  reached  its  worst  stages  abont  three 
years  ago. 

It  should  be  potent  therefor,  that  legislation  through  efficient  factory  laws  is 
imperative  in  order  to  curb  such  horrors  perpertrated  in  the  name  of  labor. 

These  evils  have  been  largely  checked  owing  to  the  stricter  factory  legislation 
enacted  in  1886,  and  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  the  efforts  of  the  workers 
themselves  through  their  imions. 

New  York  city  and  vicinity  is  by  far  the  largest  manufacturing  center  of  gar- 
ments in  the  country,  and  even  in  the  world.  The  large  foreign  population, 
the  overcrowding,  the  division  of  work  by  which  it  becomes  so  easy  to  enter  in 
this  labor-market,  has  naturally  evolved  the  sweating  system.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  are  about  60,000  people  in  New  York,  Brooklyn  and  vicinity  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  garments.  When  the  present  department  of  factory 
insi>ectors  of  New  York  was  instituted  in  1886,  it  had  a  herculean  task  before  it 
with  its  small  force  of  two  inspectors  for  the  State,  not  sufficient  for  the  clothing- 
district  alone.  But  nevertheless  the  Sub-factory  Inspection  Department  of  New 
York  re-enforced  in  1892  with  24  inspectors,  during  the  past  three  yeais  inspected, 
thoroughly,  15,054  separate  shops,  prosecuted  151  violations  of  the  laws  and 
secured  115  convictions,  and  the  fines  imposed  amount  to  $2,500. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  employes  of  a  sweat  shop  are  usually  so  intim- 
idated by  the  sweater  or  through  ignorant  fear,  that  their  testimony  is  favor- 
able to  the  employer,  even  though  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  laws  is  apparent 
especially  so  with  minors.    Nevertheless,  where  only  a  year  ago  crowded  tene- 
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ments  were  teeming  with  small  sweat  shops,  yoa  will  find  many  modem  factory 
bnildings,  built  and  arranged  for  large  healthy  shops,  observing  the  factory  laws, 
and  some  of  the  most  obDoxions  features  of  the  work  done  at  home  are 
eliminated.  The  factory  laws,  as  at  present  constituted,  can  not  abolish  the 
sweating  system,  as  the  State  does  not  interfere  with  the  rate  of  wages  earned 
or  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  but  can  enforce  such  rules  that  the  ordinary 
laws  of  health  and  decency  are  maintained  and  the  young  children  saved  from 
the  avarice  of  the  sweaters,  who  would  even  make  them  give  up  all  their  feeble 
strength  in  order  that  the  garments  can  be  turned  out  cheaper. 

It  is  within  the  province  of  the  factory  laws  to  protect  the  public  from  goods 
manufactured  under  conditions  liable  to  contain  germs  of  disease,  and  which, 
according  to  leading  health  authorities,  can  be  communicated  to  the  wearer. 
The  law  which  prohibits  the  employment  of  others  than  members  of  the  fiunily 
at  home,  has  had  a  wholesome  effect  in  mitigating  the  tenement  shop  evil,  but 
this  field  is  so  vast  and  so  difficult  of  inspection  that  more  facilities  are  plainly 
needed  in  that  direction.  If  the  licensing  system  would  t>e  adopted,  by  which 
any  person  operating  a  shop  must  give  a  guarantee  that  the  factory  laws  are  and 
will  be  observed  before  obtaining  a  licens^  and  which  is  liable  to  forfeiture,  I 
think  the  sweating  evil  could  be  checked.  At  least  this  would  give  a  reliable 
list  of  shops,  and  would  help  to  keep  them  under  better  control  and  supervision. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  violators  of  the  factory  laws  be  treated  like  any 
other  malefactor,  and  subject  to  punishment  by  imprisonment,  as  the  sweater 
can  well  afford  to  risk  a  possible  fine  in  view  of  the  extra  profits  to  be  made  by 
violating  the  laws,  and  which,  therefore,  does  not  act  sufficiently  as  a  detriment. 

Credit  should  also  be  given  to  the  operators  themselves  for  successfully  refus- 
ing, through  their  associations,  last  September  and  again  this  August,  to  con- 
tinue to  work  under  the  degrading  conditions  which  were  introduced  by  them- 
selves individually.  A  week-work  system,  on  a  basis  of  59  hours  per  week,  has 
been  generally  established,  and  a  minimum  rate  of  wages,  whioh  compare  favor- 
ably with  that  of  other  trades. 

The  public  and  the  press  have  rightly  applauded  this  revolt,  and  this  augers 
well  for  the  total  abolition  of  that  degrading  form  of  labor  whioh  has  so  stirred 
up  the  sympathies  of  all.  There  are  still,  however,  numerous  small  shops, 
which  abound  in  the  many  dark  comers  of  New  York's  great  city,  that  have 
not  been  touched  by  this  wave  of  reform,  and  which  can  be  reached  by  a  stricter 
inspection.  > 

In  England,  the  fin^t  nation  to  develop  the  modorp  syetem  of  labor,  factory 
legislation  has  received  much  attention,  and  great  expense  has  been  devoted  to 
its  enforcement.  The  sweating  system  of  the  country  finds  its  counterpart  in 
the  mother  country,  and  the  exhaustive  report  of  1890,  made  by  the  select  com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Lords  on  the  sweating  system,  is  of  particular  value,  and 
from  whicn  I  quote  the  following : 

"  With  regard  to  factories  and  their  inspection,  the  evidence  mostly  t^nds  in 
one  direction.  That  the  inspection  is  insufficient,  and  that  more  efficient  inspee- 
tion  would  check  much  evil.  That  the  inspectors,  while  anxious  to  do  their  duty, 
have  very  great  difficulty  in  finding  the  workshops.  That  in  case  of  workshops 
where  they  have  not  the  right  of  entry,  but  can  only  enter  witii  consent,  the 
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forms  to  be  gone  through  oompulsory  powers  take  some  time  to  obtain,  and 
therefore  allow  the  sweaters  to  do  away  with  what  is  objectionable,  that  is,  to 
bide  or  dismiss  the  woman  working  overtime.  So  that,  in  reality,  the  system  as 
at  present  piirsned  is  more  in  favor  of  the  sweaters  than  tlie  workers.  Sugges- 
tions have  been  made  by  witnesses,  that  every  workshop  should  be  registered, 
whereby  notice  Will  be  given  to  authorities  of  the  existence  of  such  shops,  and 
suggestions  were  made  as  to  the  fee  for  registration.  It  is  also  recommended, 
that  the  factory  inspectors  should  have  some  sanitary  powers,  and  be  able  to  act 
at  once  without  having  to  see  the  sanitary  officer,  who  is  a  local  official.  Mr. 
Holly  had  made  inquiries  in  large  provincial  towns  in  England  as  to  the  carrying 
out  of  section  15  of  the  act  of  1878,  for  giving  notice  of  workshops,  and  found  it 
bad  never  been  carried  into  effect ;  his  princi  )al  complaint  not  being  of  the  act, 
but  the  want  of  its  enforcement,  and  this  want  of  enforcement  is  also  a  complaint 
with  the  best  employers,  because  they  know  that  in  the  absence  of  such  inspec- 
tion illegal  overtime  can  be  carried  on,  thus  producing  unfair  competition.  This 
witness  considered  that  the  middleman  should  be  bound  to  give  notice  to  the 
inspector.  He  is  not  in  favor  of  free  entry  everywhere,  but  suggests  greater 
facilities  for  finding  workshops,  and  would  favor  the  appointment  of  a  practical 
sub-inspector,  who  should  be  acquainted  with  the  locality. 

"  We  can  not  conclude  without  expressing  our  earnest  hope,  that  the  exposure 
of  the  evils  which  have  been  brought  to  our  notice  will  induce  capitalists  to  pay 
closer  attention  to  the  conditions  under  which  the  labor  which  supplies  them 
goods  is  conducted.  When  legislation  has  reached  the  limit  up  to  which  it  is 
effective,  the  real  amelioration  of  conditions  must  be  due  to  increased  sense  of 
responsibility  in  the  employer  and  improved  habits  in  the  employed.  We  have 
reason  to  think  that  the  present  inquiry  itself  has  not  been  without  moral  effect. 
And  we  believe  that  public  attention  and  public  judgment  can  effectually  check 
operations  in  which  little  regard  is  shown  to  the  welfare  of  work-people  and  to 
the  quality  of  production,  and  can  also  strongly  seeond  the  zealous  and  judicious 
efforts  now  being  made  to  encourage  thrift,  promote  temperance,  improve  dwell- 
ings and  raise  the  tone  of  living.'' 

The  sweating  evil  has  been  so  strongly  intrenched  that  years  of  work  is  neces- 
sary to  make  the  workshop  what  it  should  be.  The  successes  achieved  by  the 
factory  laws  have  removed  them  from  the  domain  of  theory  of  practical  measures 
of  public  policy,  and  warrant  the  conclusion  that  henceforth  such  legislation  will 
become  a  potent  factor  in  improving  the  condition  of  the  industrial  masses,  and 
consequently  for  the  public  good  in  general. 

POISONOUS  AND  DELETERIOUS  ARTICLES  USED  IN  THE  MANUFAC- 
TURE OF  ARTIFICIAL  FLOWERS  AND  FEATHERS. 
[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Nash,  of  New  York.] 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention : 

The  benefits  of  the  official  inspection  of  factories  by  State  authority  have 
been  maoifented  in  innumerable  directions.  It  is  probable  that  no  siuKle  sani- 
tary and  humanitarian  agency  of  our  complex  modern  civilization  has  exerted 
a  more  wholesome  influence  upon  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  masses  of 
factory  workers,  than  the  factory  inspection  bureaus  of  the  various  States. 
When  we  reflect,  that  the  tables  of  the  United  States  census  of  1890  demon- 
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strated  that  4,711,000  American  citizens  gained  their  livelihood  in  that  year  hj 
lahor  in  the  mannfac taring  and  mechanical  industries,  we  are  ahle  to  form  an 
approximate  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  regnlar  and  systematic  inspection  of 
American  factories.  It  mast  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  census  figures, 
which  comprehend  the  agricultural  Western  States  as  well  as  the  manufacturing 
oon^munities  of  the  East,  do  not  by  any  means  adequately  represent  the  com- 
parative importance  of  manufactures  in  the  middle  and  New  Knglaud  Common- 
wealths. It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that,  in  States  like  New  York,  Massachusetts 
and  Ehode  Island,  the  general  welfare  of  the  maHses  of  the  population  is  largely 
dependent  upon  the  energy,  vigilance  and  intelligence  with  which  the  various 
corps  of  factory  inspectors  discharge  their  arduous  duties.  Ill-health  and  an 
enfeebled  vitality  among  the  mill- workers  in  consequence  of  child-labor,  imper- 
fect sanitation  and  excessive  hours  for  work,  mean,  often,  a  general  lowering  of 
health,  intelligence  and  the  standard  of  citizenship  in  the  community  at  large, 
thus  inflicting  irreparable  injury  on  the  body  politic,  and  causing  an  untold 
suffering  and  disaster. 

Viewed  in  their  proper  aspect,  factory  inspectors  constitute  a  body  of  public 
guardians  not  less  important  than  the  police,  who  protect  life  and  property  from 
open  assault  or  rubbery,  or  the  National  Quard,  who  are  organized  to  uphold  the 
laws,  quell  armed  insurrection,  and  defend  the  country  against  foreign  invasion. 
They  are  the  life  guards  of  the  people,  and  the  value  of  their  services  is  being 
more  fully  recognized  each  year  by  competent  physicians  and  skilled  sanitary 
authorities  throughout  the  United  States. 

A  large  part  of  the  duties  of  factory  inspection  consists  in  giving  strict  attentio  • 
to  the  erection  of  sufficient  fire-escapes ;  the  maintenance  of  the  safeguards  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  machinery  and  stairways,  and  the  prevention  of  illegal  chilJ- 
labor.  But  with  these  more  obvious  matters  of  importance  in  relation  to  the 
health  of  factory-workers,  there  is  another  subject  of  increasing  importance 
which  demands  the  close  and  intelligent  inspection  of  the  official  guardians  of 
the  public  health.  I  refer  to  the  use  of  poisonous  and  harmful  chemicals  in  the 
manufactures,  especially  in  the  production  of  feathers  and  artificial  flowers. 
The  growing  importance  given  to  products  designed  not  for  the  uses  of  necessity, 
but  of  luxury,  is  one  of  the  leading  characteristics  of  our  modern  oivilizatiou. 
It  is  well  tbat  this  is  so,  since  the  manufacture  of  fabrics  of  Inxury  and  ornament 
diversify  our  industries,  bring  large  amounts  of  capital  into  profitable  operation, 
gives  well-paid  employment  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  workers,  and  affords 
support  for  a  vast  army  of  men,  women  and  children. 

But  while  science  has  perfected  numberless  inventions,  and  while  American 
ingenuity  has  invented  a  multitude  of  new  forms  of  artistic  beauty  for  orna- 
mental and  decorative  purposes,  the  fact  remains  that  the  substances  employed 
in  producing  these  effects  are  sometimes  highly  injurious  to  human  health,  unless 
the  most  rigid  precautions  are  followed.  In  the  making  of  artificial  flowers  and 
the  preparation  of  feathers  this  is  particularly  the  case.  Yet  in  these  instances, 
as  in  almost  every  otber,  wbere  society  demands  products  in  the  fabrication  oi 
which  dangcrons  compounds  are  used,  it  is  possible  by  care  and  skill  to  neutralize 
the  evil  effects  of  the  compounds  used,  and  to  make  the  work  of  handling  them 
comparatively  innocuous  if  pursued  under  strictly  hygienic  conditions.  It  is 
the  province  of  the  factory  inspector  to  secure  theae  conditioDA  for  the  woik«a 
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who  are  dependent  upon  his  zeal  and  fidelity,  not  only  for  health  but  sometimes 
for  life  itself. 

Among  the  acids  and  extracts  used  extensively  in  the  preparation  of  feathers 
are  logwood,  copperas,  verdigris,  sumach,  salamonia,  red  tartar  and  fustic. 
These  are  used  chiefly  in  the  treatment  of  black  feathers.  In  blackening 
feathers  and  coloring  them  different  hues,  oxahc  acid,  acetic  acid,  and  sulphuric 
acid  are  made  use  of.  Logwood  is  a  mildly  astringent  substance  which  affords 
beautiful  red,  blue  and  purple  colors  by  the  joint  action  of  an  alkaline 
base  and  the  oxygen  of  the  air.  Copperas,  or  commercial  sulphate  ot  iron,  is  a 
powerful  astringent  which  also  has  a  decided  action  as  a  disinfectant.  Verdigi  is, 
or  acetate  of  copper,  is  a  powerful  poison  whose  effect  upon  the  human  system 
is  the  same  as  sulphate  of  copper.  The  symptoms  of  slow  poisoning  by  this  drug 
are  loss  of  muscular  strength,  emaciation,  cough  and  retraction  of  the  gums, 
which  assume  a  purple  appearance.  Another  powerful  irritant  is  the  poi!*on 
sumach,  whose  extract  when  administered  internally  produces  drowsiness,  fol- 
lowed by  violent  convulsions.  Sal-ammonia  is  a  preparation  of  chloride  of 
ammonium,  the  excessive  use  of  which  produces  disordered  digestion,  profuse 
sweats  and  great  physical  weakness.  Neither  red  tartar  or  fustic  are  particularly 
deleterious;  but  in  giving  feathers  brilliant  colors  the  exceedingly  poisonous 
blue  vitriol  and  the  powerful  corrosive  sulphuric  acid  are  largely  used.  It  is 
necessary  to  point  out  that  extreme  care  must  be  constantly  maintained  in 
handling  these  deadly  agents.  Equally  dangerous  is  oxalic  acid,  unless  it  is  used 
with  great  care.    Acetic  acid  throws  off  very  powerful  and  pungent  fumes. 

In  the  preparation  of  artificial  flowers  aniline  dyes  are  used  almost  exclusively. 
Pure  aniline,  the  base  of  all  these  dyes,  is  prepared  chiefly  from  nitro-benzol, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  violent  poisons  known  to  science.  In  handling  this 
deadly  agent  workmen  are  often  affected  with  pains  in  the  head  and  stupor  by 
the  escaping  vapor.  Generally,  however,  these  symptoms  pass  away  after 
exposure  to  fresh  air  and  taking  a  mild  stimnlent.  Two  cases  are  officially 
recorded  in  which  workmen  have  lost  their  lives  from  handling  this  drug.  In 
one  instance  death  was  caused  merely  by  inhaling  the  fumes  of  a  small  quantity 
which  had  been  spilled  on  the  person  of  the  workman.  In  the  other  a  few  drops 
were  accidently  swallowed.  In  both  cases  there  were  no  perceptible  results  for 
several  hours,  when  stupor  cam&  gradually  on,  ending  in  profound  coma  with 
flnshed  face,  which  lasted  until  death.  Expert  examination  showed  both  nitro- 
benzol  and  aniline  in  the  blood,  proving  that  the  former  had  been  converted  into 
the  latter  in  the  veins  of  the  victim.  Nitro-benzol  is  produced  by  the  action  of 
strong,  fuming,  nitric  acid  upon  pure  benzol,  which  iu  turn  is  a  product  of  coal- 
gas  tar.  It  is  particularly  dangerous  because  the  evil  effects  produced  by 
inhaling  it  may  not  show  themselves  for  several  hours,  or  for  some  time  after 
the  workman  has  left  the  factory.  As  for  the  aniline,  which  is  derived  from  this 
powerful  agent  mixed  with  acetic  acid  and  iron  turnings,  it  can  not  be  justly 
described  as  a  violent  poison.  It  is,  however,  distinctly  deleterious  to  human 
health  unless  suitable  precautions  are  observed  in  its  use.  It  is  inflamable, 
and  absorbs  oxygen  from  the  air.  The  tints  derived  from  aniline  are  varied, 
and  superb  reds,  purple,  yellows  and  blues  are  the  ones  most  largely  used 
and  the  effects  produced  are  often  of  the  highest  artistic  beauty.  Inhalations 
of  aniline  vapors  are  highly  unwholesome,  nuless  there  is  a  strong  current  of 
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pure  air  constantly  passing  tbrongh  the  room.  One  case  is  officially  recorded  in 
which  a  workman  was  completely  prostrated  by  breathing  the  fames  from  ani- 
line which  had  been  accidentally  spilled  on  the  floor.  He  recovered,  however, 
nnder  medical  treatment,  in  which  the  administration  of  stimolants  bore  a 
prominent  part. 

The  aniline  dyes  formed  from  aniline  as  a  base,  are  generally  less  powerfnl 
than  the  parent  agent.  Unless  there  is  good  ventilation  the  insensible  vapor 
arising  from  these  dyes  frequently  produces  headache,  dizziness,  nansea  and  pros- 
tration. This  ordinarily  passes  off  in  a  few  moments  after  going  into  the  open 
air.  Although  this  effect  seems  to  be  transient,  it  is  needless  to  point  oat  that 
its  continued  recurrence  must  have  a  highly  unfavorable  effect  upon  the  btelth 
of  the  persons  affected.  Many  instances  are  known  in  which  workers  having 
abrasions  of  the  skin  on  their  hands  have  suffered  severely  from  handling  these 
dyes,  but  with  proper  care  and  cleansing  they  have  always  recovered.  The  pro- 
cess of  perfecting  the  various  dyes  for  feathers  and  artificial  flowers  has  been 
carried  on  with  great  care  for  many  years,  but  it  seems  impossible  from  the 
nature  of  the  chemicals  used,  to  eliminate  the  deleterious  factors  in  the  coloring 
agents.  Several  of  the  leading  manufacturers  in  New  York  City,  some  of  whom 
have  had  from  20  to  30  years'  experience,  have  been  consult^  by  iJie  writer  in 
reference  to  this  subject.  Thi^se  all  declare  that  injury  to  feather  and  flower 
workers  is  chiefly  caused  by  their  own  n*»gligence  and  heedlessness  of  the 
fundamental  rules  of  prudence.  There  is  doubtless  much  truth  in  this.  Tet  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  manufacturers,  whose  business 
requires  the  continual  use  of  deleterious  agents  in  fabricating  the  articles 
which  they  produce,  to  insist  that  the  laws  of  health  shall  be  strictly  observed 
by  their  employes  while  at  work  in  the  factory.  The  duties  thrown  upon 
inspectors  in  this  grade  of  establishments  are  especially  onerous,  and  demand 
great  care  and  vigilance. 

The  evils  they  have  to  combat  are  much  more  subtle  and  less  manifest  than 
the  damages  arising  from  imperfectly  guarded  machinery  or  stairways.  The  in- 
jury to  the  health  of  employes  in  these  establishments,  where  there  is  a  lack  of 
proper  precaution,  is  not  sudden  and  palpable,  like  a  bodily  accident  caused  by 
a  fall  or  by  collision  with  machinery,  bat  gradual  and  slow,  generally  showing 
itself  in  emaciation,  listlessness  of  demeanor  and  an  unnatural  aspect  of  the 
eyes  and  face.  All  such  symptoms  should  be  narrowly  observed  by  the  inspector, 
and  when  they  are  evident  in  a  large  number  of  employes,  a  painstaking  investi- 
gation into  the  probable  causes  should  immediately  follow.  Since  it  seems  im- 
possible to  deprive  the  dyes  used  in  coloring  feathers  and  flowers  of  their 
toxicological  effect  everything  that  can  be  done  to  neutralize  these  effects  should 
be  accomplished.  The  prime  factors  in  this  work  of  preservation  and  remedy  are 
those  two  great  safeguards  of  nature  —  pure  air  and  pure  water.  Every  woik- 
room  in  which  the  coloring  of  flowers  and  featliers  is  carried  on,  should  be  gen- 
erously ventilated  with  air  from  an  unoontaminated  source.  Plenty  of  fresh 
running  water  for  frequent  and  thorough  washings  of  the  hands  and  face  should 
also  be  provided.  Modem  science  is  demonstrating  more  conclusively  each  year 
that  the  secret  of  health  is  thorough  ventilation  and  cleanliness.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  physicians  are  seldom  attacked  by  contagions  diseases,  although 
a  large  part  of  their  practice  brings  them  into  direot  oontaot  with  Tirolent  ill* 
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ness  oi  this  sort.  The  reason  for  this  comparative  immunity  is  simply  their  sys- 
tematic observance  of  hygienic  laws,  with  .especial  reference  to  the  protecting 
Tirtne  of  absolute  physical  cleanliness.  The  human  body  is  so  constituted  that 
it  can  withstand  an  enormous  amount  of  invasion  by  poisonous  germs  if  it  can 
have  at  the  same  time  an  abundant  supply  of  fresh  air  and  pure  water.  These 
facts  should  be  kept  constantly  in  mind  in  the  inspection  of  factories  in  which 
deleterious  compounds  are  extensively  used.  All  the  authority  which  the^aw 
invests  in  the  factory  inspector,  and  all  the  tact  and  ingenuity  with  which  he  is 
personally  endowed^  should  be  exerted  to  procure  for  the  workers  in  these  estab- 
lishments a  plentiful  supply  of  jgood  air  and  water.  In  doing  this  the  inspector 
is  not  only  fulfilling  his  duty  as  a  sworn  official  of  the  State,  he  is  performing  a 
function  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  community,  and 
vitally  assisting  in  preserving  that  basis  of  health  and  strength  among  the  peo- 
ple, upon  which  the  future  of  this  glorious  republic  so  largely  depends. 

SHOULD  UNHEALTHY  PERSONS,  SUCH  AS  INCIPIENT  CONSUMPTIVES, 
ETC.,  BE  PROHIBITED  FROM  EMPLOYMENT  IN  FACTORIES  AND 
M  ERC ANTILE  INDUSTRIES. 

[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Baker  ofiPennQylvania.] 
Ladies  and  Oentlemen  of  the  Convention : 

When  this  subject  was  suggested  to  me  as  a  subject  for  a  paper,  my  Jimpres- 
sion  was  that  a  convention  of  physicians  would  be  more  interested  in,  and  more 
competent  to  debate  this  question  than  a  convention  of  factory  inspectors. 
And  in  that  respect  I  have  not  altogether  changed  my  mind.  However,  I  realize 
that  this  question  is  of  grave  impoitance,  aud  requires  more  thought  than  the 
guarding  of  a  dangerous  elevator,  or  the  erection  of  a  fire-escape,  and  I  will  only 
attempt,  in  the  limited  time  I  should  occupy  to  bring  our  thoughts  to  bear  on, 
what  seems  to  me  to  be,  the  plainer  and  more  pertinent  points  in  the  question. 

School  boards  and  boards  of  health  have  for  years  been  applying  remedies  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  contagion  in  all  places  where  they  have  jurisdiction,  and 
prohibitory  measures  applied  and  even  quarantine  established  to  accomplish  this 
end.  Then  why  should  not  the  several  factory  departments  take  into  considera- 
tion like  measures  where  they  may  have  jurisdiction. 

Upon  all  questions  there  are,  of  course,  two  sides  that  ai*e  susceptible  of 
argument.  The  argument  of  every  laboring  man  and  woman  is  based  upon 
better  conditions  and  less  hardship  for  our  fellow  laborers.  Humanity  brings 
out  enthusiasm,  and  sometimes,  perhaps,  our  judgment  may  be  clouded  by  our 
enthusiasm.  Let  me  give  you  the  picture  presented  by  one  who  takes  the 
negative  side  of  this  question.  He  says :  *' You  find  a  dangerous  elevator  and 
order  it  guarded,  an^  get  compliance.  There  is  no  hardship  in  this.  The 
measure  of  safety  has  been  increased  and  the  elevator  is  not  injured.  You  find 
a  fire  trap  in  some  old  building,  and  set  about  providing  such  proper  egress  and 
escape  as  will  make  it  safe  for  the  people  who  work  there.  You  do  not  damage 
the  building.  You  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  any  of  the  employes. 
There  is  no  hardship  to  any  one,  unless  you  class  the  payment  of  the  bill  by  the 
landlord  as  a  hardship.  But  here  is  a  poor  fellow  at  work  in  the  grinding  or 
polishing  department  of  an  axe  factory.  He  has  consumption,  well  marked  and 
defined.    He  oontraoted  the  disease  at  the  very  work  he  is  doing.    The  small 
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particles  of  stone  or  emery  have  been  chiseling  away  at  his  langs  until  it  is  ooly 
a  question  of  a  little  time  when  some  other  man  will  have  his  job,  and  be, 
perhaps,  contracting  the  same  trouble.  This  grinder  can  do  nothing 
else  but  this  work  to  supply  the  little  family  on  the  hillside  with 
bread.  He  never  learned  any  other  trade.  Shall  he  be  prohibited 
from  taking  home  that  little  earning  on  Saturday  night,  and  for  one  week  more 
at  least  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  t  Plenty  of  other  employments  present  the 
same  picture,  and  it  seems  charity  thus  far  to  look  at  this  question  negatively. 
Bnt  is  it  t  The  best  and  most  advanced  medical  authorities  tell  us  that  there  is 
imminent  danger  of  contagion  in  the  association,  with  anything  like  developed 
oases.  Not  only  of  consumption,  bat  nephrites,  gastritis,  diphtheria,  and  a  host 
of  other  dangerous  diseases,  and  that  the  germs  of  disease  are  being  constantly 
thrown  off  these  diseased  subjects.  That  these  germs  or  "  bacteria  **  are  not  only 
susceptible  of  being  taken  into  the  system  of  other  people,  but  that  they  may  be 
carried  to  the  homes  and  introdaced  into  the  families  of  other  workmen  who 
come  in  contact  with  the  diseased  workman.  XJnoleanliness  is  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  development  of  bacteria  in  the  firtt  titstonoe,  but  all  aathorities  agree 
upon  the  fact  of  transmissiod  afterward,  so  the  poor  weakling  at  home  may  be 
the  one  to  suffer,  instead  of  the  fellow-laborer  in  the  shop  or  store  who  has  suffi- 
cient strength  to  resist  it.  Dr.  Thome,  in  his  eminent  treatise  upon  diphtheria, 
says,  in  reference  to  diphtheria  in  schools,  **  The  one  fact  that  stands  oat  promi- 
nently is.  the  unmistakable  influence  of  school  attendance  on  diphtheria.  Not 
the  &ct  that  diphtheria  spreads  from  one  child  to  another,  with  which  it  is 
brought  in  oontaet  (a  fact  only  too  well  known),  but  the  fact  that  school  influ- 
ence, that  is,  an  influence  affecting  children  aggregated  in  a  confined  tpacOf  has 
the  important  bearing  on  its  generation."  Such  I  believe  to  be  true  of  shop 
inflnenoe  also  in  reference  to  any  contagions  disease.  If  this  be  so,  then  the 
afflicted  subject  himself  must  lose  chances  of  recovery  in  pursuing  his  labor  in 
such  an  inflneuce.  All  diseases  in  their  incipiency  are  amenable  to  treatment 
and  perhaps  radical  cure  if  the  surroundings  are  such  as  to  encourage  recovery. 
The  essentials  for  successful  treatment  are  pure  air,  free  from  pestilential  germs 
that  are  crowded  into  the  atmosphere  of  stores  and  factories,  regularity  of  habits 
that  are  often  interfered  with  by  shop  rules  and  discipline,  good,  well-cooked 
food,  instead  of  cold  lunches  or  nothing  at  all,  and  lastly  quiet,  which  is  not 
found  in  any  factory  or  meronntile  indnstry.  Tuberculosis,  gastritis,  diphtheria, 
dyspepsia,  etc.,  which  under  favorable  circumstances  might  be  cured,  are  in  such 
establishments  retarded,  and  in  fact  encouraged  to  the  end. 

The  environments  conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  good  health,  wherever 
inside  work  is  done,  are  so  limited,  that  every  possible  safeguard  for  betterment 
should  be  adopted.  Better  ventiliation,  better  water  supply,  and  sanitary  con- 
ditions, better  light,  and  above  all  better  regulations  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
should  be  the  earnest  effort  of  every  factory  inspector.  I  think  the  prohibiting 
of  unhealthy  persons  at  work  in  factories  would  serve  two  purposes :  First,  pre- 
vent the  spi*eading  of  contagious  diseases,  and  second,  oblige  the  sick  brother  or 
sister  to  some  beneficial  treatment  or  reme<ly,  if  nothing  more  than  pure  air, 
rest  and  quiet.  It  seemed  a  hardship  in  the  first  prosecution  of  our  factory  laws, 
that  the  limit  of  the  age  of  children  (in  Pennsylvania)  was  12  years,  and  the  stories 
related  to  us  of  the  necessity  of  children  below  that  age  being  allowed  to  work 
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in  order  to  keep  the  widowed  mother,  and  smaller  children  from  starvation,  and  the 
argament  that  the  children  better  be  at  work  than  ranning  the  streets,  has  been 
rehearsed  so  many  times  to  all  of  you,  that  I  presume  a  reference  to  it  brings  up 
some  special  case,  where  you  even  were  inclined  to  believe  that  there  must  be 
exeeptions  made.  Time  and  education  up  to  the  standard  of  ibenefits  contem- 
plated by  the  law,  has  changed  this,  and  later  in  1893  the  age  limit  was  changed  in 
Pennsylvania  to  13  years,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  all  will  agree  now  that  14  years 
is  young  enough.  Manufacturers  and  employers  look  at  this  question  differently 
now  than  they  did  in  1889,  and  the  fact  has  been  well  established,  Ihat  many 
children  have  gone  to  school  since  then  that  never  would  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity, had  not  force  of  circnmstances  compelled  it.  Jast  so  I  believe  with  the 
prohibiting  of  the  employment  of  unhealthy  persons  in  factories.  Some  way  ^  ill 
be  provided  if  they  are  compelled  to  cease  work  for  such  time  as  contagion  is 
imminent,  and  their  own  life  may  be  saved  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  little 
family  dependent. 

Physicians  who  have  had  great  practice  in  post-mortem  examinations,  and 
demonstrators  of  anatomy  in  medical  colleges  assert  that  a  large  portion  of  sub- 
jects examined,  show  the  scurs  in  the  lungs  of  tuberculosis.'  Why  did  this  disease 
not  develop  t  Unquestionably  because  from  force  of  circumstances  the  patient 
was  obliged  to  take  the  needed  change.  The  dull  season  came  on,  or  some  other 
contingent  arose  that  ollige  him  to  go  to  the  country,  or  at  least  take  exercise  in 
the  open  air  and  contrary  to  his  wishen  (probably)  he  enabled  nature  to  rally  in 
sufficient  strength  to  overcome  the  disease.  Is  it  not  charity  then  to  insist  npon 
some  regulations  to  prohibit  the  employment  of  persons  afflicted  with  any  con- 
tagious disease  in  factories  or  mercantile  industries  f    I  think  it  is. 

COMPARATIVE  STATISTICS  AS  TO  CHILD  LABOR,  ILLITERACY, 
INCREASE  OP  POPULATION,  AND  STATE  REGULATION  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

[Paper  read  by  Deputy  Inspector  Jordan  of  New  York.] 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  "  hand  that  rocks  the  cradle  rules  the  world," 
and  that  is  because  the  helpless  morsel  of  humanity  slumbering  in  the  cradle, 
contains  the  promise  and  potency  of  the  future  democratic  Republic,  based  upon 
the  sovereign  citzienship  of  millions  of  such  political  ''  gems."  Never,  in  the 
history  of  the  world,  has  the  vital  interests  of  ^hild-life  been  so  profoundly 
studied,  because  of  their  importance  from  the  social  point  of  view,  than  at  the 
present  time.  From  the  psychology  of  the  mite  in  the  cradle  to  that  of  the 
kindergarten  is  a  short  step,  and  one  step  more  takes  you  to  the  physical  and 
mental  conditions  of  the  factory  children,  and  then  our  duties  as  factory  inspec- 
tors take  on  a  new  siguiticauce.  So,  also,  students  of  political  economy  and 
social  science  have  long  observed  the  practical  value  of  factory  legislation  in  its 
indirect  influence  in  shortening  the  hours'  and  improving  the  condition  of  the 
adult  male  laborer — in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  law,  till  quite  recently,  in  Eiig. 
land,  did  not  go  so  far  as  to  interfere  for  the  protection  of  male  labor ;  but  the 
value  of  the  functions  of  the  factory  inspector  is  receiving  wider  recognition 
now,  because  it  is  seen  that  the  evil  effects  in  a  social  way,  arising  from  the 
improper  employment  of  women  and  children,  if  for  no  other  reason  be  arrested 
in  the  moral  interests  of  the  family,  on  whloli  society  is  now  admitted  by  soienoe 
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to  be  based,  and  because  science  now  speaks  witb  more  aatbority  than  it  once 
did,  as  to  the  absolute  necessity  ot  good  physical  conditions  for  sound  moral  and 
mental  health,  and  good  citizenship. 

And  (igbt  here,  I  think,  ais  factory  inspectors  we  are  derelict  in  oar 
duty  to  ourselves,  and  to  the  broader  results  which  might  flow  ftom  our  . 
experience  and  the  exercise  of  our  public  functions,  if  we  do  not  insist 
most  positively  and  more  frequently  than  we  do,,  on  the  definite  and  un- 
questioned effectiveness  of  oar  efforts  in  checking  the  fandameutal  and 
vicious  social  evil  of  child  labor.  It  will  be  admitted  that  nothing  could  be 
more  pathetic  than  the  story  of  failure  in  social  reforms — the  ghostly  wrecks 
of  vanished  dreams — the  noble  little  arooies  of  sacrificed  warriors,  who  have 
struggled  for  social  justice  in  various  ways,  and  ever  and  anon  fall  tottering 
into  the  graves  of  pessism  or  oblivion,  all  seeming  to  echo  back  to  their  doubting 
successors  the  wail  of  despair :  "  Has  anything  been  accomplished  t  Has  ever  a 
battle  been  won  t    Shall  not  evil  endure  forever  t " 

Now  it  is  as  much  our  privilege  and  oar  duty  to  give  an  answer  of  hope  and 
encouragement  to  this  wail  of  despair,  as  it  is  to  record  with  seeming  scieutific 
neutrality  and  indifference  the  deadly  facts  of  stubborn  and  persistent  evil  which 
it  would  be  criminal  folly  to  hide.  And  I  want  to  claim  and  emphasize  the 
claim  as  strongly  as  may  be  done  in  snch  a  paper  as  this,  that  one  solid  fact  of 
actual  progress  accomplished  is  worth  a  multitude  of  dreams,  and  that  the 
perfect  record  of  the  action  of  fiftctory  inspectorship  throughout  the  States  of  the 
Union  where  they  have  been  instituted,  and  just  in  proportion  to  the  time  in 
which  they  have  been  operative,  will  show  the  most  marked  and  encouraging 
decrease  in  actual  child  labor,  and  in  collateral  evils  where  child  labor  has  nut 
been  quite  extingaished.  It  is  surely  something  of  yalue  and  encouragement 
that  deftoite  progress  can  be  demonstrated  in  at  least  one  battle-field  of  humani- 
tarian effort;  and  it  is  especially  valuable  that  this  result  should  be  seen  to 
follow  as  the  reward  of  sober,  rational,  but  persistent  and  conservative  official 
action.  It  is  something  to  be  able  to  show  in  the  face  of  the  bewildering  and 
perhaps  bewitching  excitement  of  noisy  agitation  for  the  ''Great  Impossible'' 
to  find  one  green  spot  of  restfulness  where  good  seed  is  bearing  fruitfully. 
When  we  look  at  the  total  results  we  are  surprised  at  how  well  the  good  work 
has  gone  silently  on,  and  a  little  surprised  also  that  so  many  of  us  have  been  so 
blind  to  the  importance  of  the  subject.  So  far,  however,  as  our  New  York 
department  is  a  competitor  *in  the  good  work  with  other  States,  you  will 
easily  detect  a  strong  note  of  exaltation  in  my  paper  fully  justified  I  claim  by 
the  accompanying  comparative  table  of  illiteracy,  popidatiou,  child  labor  and 
factory  inspection.  The  most  interesting  and  striking  details  of  the  progressive 
decrease  of  child  labor  from  year  to  year  and  in  each  county,  and  classified 
groups  of  counties  in  New  York  State  have  beeu  given  by  our  president,  Mr. 
John  Franey,  in  the  last  report  of  our  department.  In  the  same  report  he  has 
compared  the  percentages  of  child  labor  to  the  total  population  of  working 
people  in  each  State,  and  has  also  compared  the  States  with  each  other.  Bat 
the  States,  arranged  alphabetically  in  the  usual  form,  do  not  bring  out  as 
effectively  as  might  be  done  the  honorable  position  which  belongs  to  New  York, 
BO  far  as  the  evil  of  child  labor  is  concerned.  This  is  what  is  attempted  in  the 
accompanying  table  (Table  A)  by  rearranging  the  order  of  the  Statea  aooording

*  The  States  are  not  arranged  alphabetically,  bat  are  written  to  snit  the  fifth  colamn  of  flgnres 
which  begics  with  the  highest  per  cent,  and  gradaally  gets  down  to  the  lowest  so  as  to  show 
how  low  New  York's  per  cent,  of  child  labor  is  compared  to  other  States. 
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to  the  diminishing  percentages  of  child  lahor  io  the  sixth  oolnron  beginning  with 
N6rth  Carolina  which  as  the  largest  proportion  of  child  labor,  and  as  might  be 
expected,  shares  with  South  Carolina,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  New  Mexico, 
.  Georgia  and  Virginia  the  greatest  proportion  of  ignorance.  In  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  fourteen  and  ten  one-hundredths  per  cent,  of  the  labor  populatioo  are 
children,  while  South  Carolina  has  ten  and  twenty-five  ooe-'hundredths  p  r 
cent.  Rnnning  down  the  list  of  States  the  percentage  of  child  labor  gradually 
decreases  till  it  reaches  the  lowest  from  which  we  have  any  statistics,  viz., 
Nevada,  with  only  eighteen  one-hundredths  of  one  per  cent.  Now  on  this  roll  uf 
States,  49  of  which  gives  us  statistics  of  child  labor,  New  York  stands  ninth  from 
the  best  at  the  bottom,  aud  fortieth  from  the  worst  at  the  top,  with  a  percentoire 
of  only  one  aud  sixty -five  oue-hundrodths  of  one  per  cent.  Expressing  the  ootu- 
parison  in  more  familiar  figures,  North  Carolina  stands  with  fourteen  and  ten 
one-hundredths  per  cent.,  South  Carolina  with  ten  and  twenty-five  one-hon- 
dredths  per  cent.,  Nevada  with  eighteen  one-hundredths  per  cent.,  and  New  York 
with  one  and  sixty-five  one-hundredths.  It  should  be  mentioned  also  that  the 
eight  States  having  a  lower  record  than  New  York  are  sparsely  settled  agricultu- 
ral States,  and  that  New  York  is  even  lower  than  the  six  States  of  Illinois,  Colo- 
rado, Michigan,  South  Dakota,  New  Mexico,  Vermont,  all  of  which  stand  lower 
than  Massachusetts,  which  has  one  and  ninety-eight  one-hundredths  per  cent, 
so  that  New  York  beats  all  manufacturing  States  in  this  respect.  But  it  is 
when  we  remember  that  this  has  been  done  in  the* teeth  of  an  eighteen  per  cent, 
increase  in  population  from  1880  to  1890,  and  such  other  conditions  as  are  implied 
in  the  fact  that  in  1891  the  immigration  at  the  port  of  New  York  figured  over 
500,000  souls  more  than  ten  and  twenty  times  the  registration  at  any  other  port, 
that  we  feel  entitled  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  with  some  degree  of  pride.  So 
much  for  the  comparative  claims  of  our  State  in  this  special  woik  of  socIhI 
amelioration,  to  which  more  exact  aud  detailed  reference  will  b.e  made  further 
on.  The  great  broad  fact  to  which  at  the  beginning  I  referred  as  that  in  which 
we  should  all  take  an  honorable  pride,  and  which  demonstrates  that  no  mean 
progress  has  been  successfully  accomplished  is  best  exhibited  by  the  following 
statistics  of  14  selected  industries  in  (Table  B).  The  i^rcentages  are  based  on 
the  figures  of  the  United  States  census,  and  cover  the  entire  Unit'Cd  States  in  the 
trades  selected,  aud  the  occupations  are  those  into  which  children  have  hereto- 
fore most  readily  tound  their  way.  The  usual  form  of  a  table  is  not  used  in  this 
case,  because  the  decrease  of  percentage  in  each  occnpation  is  most  strikingly 
contrasted  by  having  the  smaller  figures  immediately  beneath  the  larger,  and 
the  sweep  of  20  years  made  more  clear  by  placing  1890  beneath  1870,  instead  of 
making  two  columns  for  the  percentages  running  down  parallel  with  the  ooen- 
pations,  under  the  respective  headlines  of  1870  and  1890.

A  mere  glance  at  the  figures  shows  that  child  labor  is  almost  abolished  com- 
pletely in  bookbinding,  boots  and  shoes,  buttons,  clothing,  caps  and  hatti, 
envelopes,  paper  making  and  watch  making;  that  is  to  say,  in  more  tban 
half  of  the  fourteen  trades  selected,  and  this,  too,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  at 
least  five  of  these  occapations  the  perfection  of  machinery  has  been  carried  to 
the  point  of  the  miracnloas,  and  the  subdivision  of  process  so  organized  that 
nothing  more  natural  coi^d  be  expected  than  a  large  influx  of  children  into  these 
trades!  Of  coarse  the  actions  of  trades  unions  should  not  be  overlooked, 
especially  in  such  trades  as  hats  and  caps,  cigars,  cotton,  book-binding  and  silk 
working.  But  what  would  they  be  without  factory  inspectors  f  Look  moreover 
ut  the  fact  that  the  total  increase  of  the  labor  population  has  been  65.74  per 
c»)nt.,  and  then  at  striking  redactions  in  those  oocapations  which  still  retain  a 
fair  percentage  of  children,  such  as  in  cordage  works,  where  nearly  two-thtrdg 
have  been  driven  out;  the  cotton  mills,  where  they  have  been  reduced  almost 
one-half;  hosiery  reduced  two- thirds;  silk  working  seven ty-flve  per  cent.; 
tobacco  and  cigars  almost  two-thirds;  woolen  working,  mo]:e  than  ^//,  and 
then  ask  yourselves  if  it  is  going  too  far  to  challenge  comparison  with  the  results 
of  official  or  voluntary  organized  effort,  anywhere  and  in  any  direction,  in 
grappling  with  a  social  evil,  during  the  last  20  years  t  And  if  you  should  feel 
disposed  to  murmur  about  th«^  20  years  it  has  taken  to  accomplish  these  results, 
a  complete  answer  is  found  in  the  fact  that  it  has  been  done  in  the  face  of  diffi- 
culties reminding  us  of  the  Aegian  stable,  viz.:  phenominal  increase  of  popula- 
tion, which  doubles  every  25  years  by  natural  birth  rate  and  immigration, 
and  a  most  unparalelled  improvement  in  machinery,  all  of  which  intensifies 
a  scrambling  and  relentless  process  of  competition  that  spares  nothing 
human  when  it  finds  itself  in  a  ''  tight  place,''  and  which  is  always 
in  a  ;*  tight  place."  In  th6  face  of  such  obstacles,  however  impatient 
our  enthasiasm  may  be,  it  is  something  to  be  able  to  point  to  positive, 
definite  and  demonstrated  success,  such  as  the  factory  inspector  may  largely 
claim  as  his  in  the  teeth  of  the  cross-fire  of  jealous  and  partisan  critici'sm  to 
which  he  is  sometimes  subjected.  The  story  of  the  steady  and  progressive  de- 
crease in  child  labor  since  our  New  York  department  was  organized,  which  has 
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been  tabulated  by  our  president,  Mr.  John  Franej,  in  bis  last  report,  sbould  be 
.  duplicated  in  every  State,  and  I  am  certain  tbat  a  vast  body  of  facts  would  re- 
sult showing  a  firm  and  conquering  tendency  to  a  more  humane  condition  of  in- 
dustry than  prevailed  when  the  factory  inspector  was  a  myth  in  the  brain  of  the 
so-called  **  agitator."  It  would  show  also  a  truth  which  it  would  be  most  oppor- 
tune to  urge  at  the  present  time,  and  which  should  be  emphasized  before  return- 
ing to  the  more  special  and  detailed  points  indicated  in  the  largo  table  of 
statistics  according  to  States.  This  point  may  be  seen  in  a  broad  general  way  by 
a  glance  at  the  last  two  columns  containing  the  years  in  which  statistical  labor 
bureaus  and  factory  inspection  were  organized  in  the  various  States  and  con- 
trasting the  comparative  smallness  of  percentages  in  child  labor  and  illiteracy. 
Dividing  the  child  labor  column  into  two  halves  the  first  half  will  be  found  to 
contain  the  highest  percentage,  running  from  14  down  to  almost  3  per  cent,  in 
States  having ^/teen  labor  bureaus,  but  only  ^re factory  departments;  while  the 
lowest  half,  where  child  labor  percentages  only  run  from  less  than  3  per  cent, 
down  to  next  to  nothing,  there  are  nine  factory  inspection  departments  and  nx- 
teen  labor  bureaus,  the  distinctive  and  relative  effectiveness  may  be  inferred,  so 
far  as  these  two  classes  of  officials  are  factors  in  decreasing  the  evil  of  child 
labor.  Roughly  summing  up  the  percentages  (omitting  the  fractions)  to  present 
the  cumulative  child  labor  of  the  States  on  the  upper  half  of  the  column,  we  find 
it  to  be  127  per  cent,  of  the  whole  against  27  per  cent,  on  th«  lower  half ,  while  tiie 
illiteracy  sums  up,  roughly,  423  per  cent,  for  the  upper  half,  and  only  227  for  the 
lower  half. 

Now  let  us  make  a  total  of  the  percentages  of  the  evils  of  ignorance  and  child 
labor  for  the  upper  States  amounting  to  550  per  cent,  with  only  five  factory 
inspection  departments,  and  a  similar  total  for  the  last  half  of  the  column,  giving 
only  254  per  cent,  with  nine  factory  departments,  and  keeping  in  mind  that  the 
number  of  labor  bureaus  are  almost  equal  in  both  halves  of  the  column.  Is  the 
inference  not  inevitable,  that  double  the  factory  inspection  in  the  last  half  of  the 
States  accounts  for  their  being  only  half  the  evil  that  there  is  in  the^«l  half  of 
the  States  t  Factory  inspection  is  thus  seen  to  be  the  effective  force,  the  deciding 
force,  in  this  successful  handling  of  a  great  evil.  Bureaus  of  labor  statistics  are 
unquestionably  powerful  evidence  of  a  certain  kind  of  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
working  people,  and  are  placed  in  a  column  in  our  table  as  evidence  of  an  awak- 
ened public  conscience  or  intelligence  on  this  matter  as  a  general  question  of  pub- 
lic importance.  The  establishment  of  labor  bureaus  has  preceded  that  of  factory 
departments,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  in  10  States,  and  may  be  fairly  held  to  have  pre- 
pared the  way  by  faithfully  gathering  the  statistics  which  prove  the  necessity  of 
an  active  personal,  omnipresent,  executive  body  of  officials  to  deal  with  a  practical 
problem,  not  in  the  calm  theoretical  atmosphere  of  a  comfortable,  well-ordered 
government  office,  but  right  in  the  busy  world  of  our  giant  industries,  in  the 
full  flood  of  thoughtless  and  reckless  ignorance,  and  tlie  temptations  to  cupidity 
and  law-breaking  in  our  every-day  working  life.  It  is  to  insist  on  the  funda- 
mental differences  and  results  of  these  two  closely  associated  methods  of  official 
action  that  the  subject  is  introduct'd  here.  The  factory  department  work  is  so 
intensely  practical,  so  thoroughly  full  of  facts  and  proofs  and  demonstrated 
evidence — so  closely  connected  with  the  active  enforcement  of  the  law  in  definite 
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concrete  places  and  amidst  living  every-day  people— passing  rapidly  back  and 
forth  from  the  sweat-shop  and  factory  to  police  conrt  and  the  dwelling  place 
of  the  poor,  that  no  greater  contrast  oonld  perhaps  be  found  to  the  tentatiye  and 
nicely  cautious  inquiries,  the  anonymous  and  evasiTC  tabulated  '' evidence/'  the 
largely  abstract,  studious  and  suggestive  character  of  the  work  in  many  (though 
not  all)  of  the  bureaus  of  labor  statistics.  No  better  proof  of  the  passive 
and  somewhat  theoretical  nature  of  labor  bureau  work  could  be  found  than 
the  fact  that,  in  not  less  than  18  States  having  labor  bureaus,  no  practical 
and  active  department,  such  as  a  factory  department,  has  yet  l>een  estab- 
lished, .and  yet  the  bureaus  have  in  some  cases  been  makinsr  inquiries  and 
tabulating  facts  for  over  ten  years  I  But  it  is  even  more  remarkable  that  in 
the  States  even  where  labor  bureaus  have  been  followed  by  factory  depart- 
ments—  five,  ten,  neaily  twenty  years  have  passed  before  such  practical 
methods  have  been  instituted!  Who  would  have  believed  that  Pennsylvania 
could  have  slumbered  fully  seventeen  years  after  establishing  her  labor  bureaus 
in  1872  before  instituting  her  department  of  factory  inspection,  or  Connecticut, 
twelve  years ;  or  Massachusetts,  ten  years ;  or  Illinois,  fourteen  years;  or  Michi- 
gan, eleven  years;  Ohio,  six  years,  and  Rhode  Island,  seven  years?  Now  we 
desire  to  urge  all  this  difference  in  purpose  and  method  and  results,  against  a 
nK>st  dangerous  idea  recently  gaining  ground  in  our  own^  State  of  New  York, 
and,  if  successful  there,  likely  to  spread  to  other  States,  namely,  the  ''consolida- 
tion "  of  these  departments.  Nothing  could  be  more  fatal  to  their  usefulness. 
The  general  fussy  reorganizing  of  things  in  general  in  the  name  of  *'  political 
science,"  may  be  inevitable,  owing  to  the  sndden  and  widespread  iiijeotion  of 
the  so-called  ''gentleman"  and  the  so-called  "scholar"  into  practical  politics, 
but  most  assuredly  we  must  lift  up  a  warning  voice  against  such  a  blundering 
misapplication  of  the  principle,  sound  enough  in  the  abstract,  of  consolidation 
in  administrative  government. 

LfOt  us  turn  again  to  some  points  of  greater  detail,  in  explanation  of  the 
larger  table  (see  Xable  A),  which  places  the  column  of  illiteracy,  iN>pulation 
increase,  child  labor,  factory  inspectorship  and  labor  bureau  establishment 
in  just  a  position,  not  merely  to  show  what  has  been  accomplished,  and  to 
suggest  that  illiteracy  is  decreased  by  decreasing  child  labor,  and  that  child 
labor  is  decreased  by  factory  inspectorship,  but  to  suggest  also  what  has 
not  been  accomplished,  and  where  and  tchy.  Unfortunately  time  will  not  allow 
me  to  enforce  many  significent  suggestions  that  are  thrown  up  by  the  contrast 
of  the  figures,  but  it  must  be  said  that  while  the  column  of  percentages  of  child 
labor  is  not  first  in  order,  everything  has  been  adapted  to  that  eolumn,  and  that 
we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Franey  for  the  valuable  statistical  matter  upon 
which  that  column  is  based,  having,  as  already  stated,  only  rearranged  the 
order  of  the  States  to  suit  the  gradual  decrease  in  the  percentages  of  child 
labor.  The  separation  of  whites  and  "free  negroes"  in  two  columns  of  illit- 
eracy was  rendered  quite  necessary  because  we  have  gone  away  back  to  1850, 
before  the  war,  and  the  United  States  census  used  to  make  that  discrimination 
in  its  tables ;  and  comparing  the  figures  of  1850  with  1890  there  is  still  the  risk 
of  doing  injustice  to  the  Southern  States.  The  column  of  increase  in  population 
from  1880  to  1890  is  inserted  so  as  to  correct  any  misjudgment  in  proportion  as 
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between  those  States  rapidly  increasing  by  enormous  strides  of  popalation  and 
those  which  are  comparatively  settled  or  merely  increasing  by  normal  growth. 
It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  percentages  of  child  labor,  before  the  establish- 
ment of  labor  bureaus  and  factory  iuspection  respectively,  could  not  be 
obtaiued,  for  the  fact  established  in  Table  B  as  to  the  reduction  in  certain 
trades,  might  have  been  apportioned  throughout  the  different  States  compara- 
tively and  the  chief  factor  in  the  decrease  clearly  demonstrated,  instead  of 
being  inferred  from  the  fact  that  half  the  number  of  factory  inspectorships  that 
are  found  iu  the  last  half  of  the  column  of  States  seems  to  account  for  their 
being  double  the  ignorance  and  child  labor  in  the  first  half  of  the  States^ 

But  a  close  inspection  of  the  several  percentages  in  States  having  instituted 
labor  bureausi  and  factory  departments  long  before  New  York  did,  and  still 
lugging  away  behind  New  York  in  results,  would  seem  to  prove  my  tone  of 
exultation,  already  referred  to,  as  well  authorized,  and  that  great  improvement 
should  be  demanded  in  many  States.  The  fact  stands  boldly  out  that  New  York 
takes  a  place  infinitely  higher  than  her  best  friends  even  are  in  the  habit  of 
thinking  her  right  in  education.  'But  one  fact  stands  out  boldest  of  all  and  that 
is,  the  smallnesB  of  the  per  cent,  of  child  labor  in  our  State  as  compared  with 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Indiana,  Connecticut,  Ohio  and  even  Massachusetts. 
New  York  has  only  o^e  and  sixty-five  one-hundred ths  per  cent,  with  organized 
official  action  taken  as  late  as  1883  in  a  labor  bureau,  and  factory  inspection  in 
1886,  against  Connecticut  with  two  and  nineteen  one*hundredths  per  cent,  and  a 
]abor  department  in  1873  (ten  years  earlier),  and  factory  inspection  in  1685.  We 
beat  even  Massachusetts  by  33  points — her  per  cent,  being  one  and  ninety-eight 
one-hundredths — though  official  attention  to  the  interests  of  labor  was  organized 
in  a  labor  bureau  in  Massachusetts  14  years  ahead  of  us  I  And  a  factory  depart- 
ment in  1879.  New  Jersey  with  three  and  seven  one-hundredths  per  cent, 
though  having  organized  a  labor  bureau  five  years  and  a  factory  department 
four  years  before  us,  and  Indiana,  with  three  and  nine  one-hundradtha 
per  cent,  and  a  four  years  start  of  us,  testify  to  the  vigor  of  our  work. 
In  addition  to  this,  consider  that  our  illiteracy  was  only  5.5  per  cent,  against 
6.3  per  cent,  for  Indiana,  6.5  per  cent,  for  New  Jersey,  and  6.2  per  cent,  for 
Massachusetts.  We  are  thus  97  x>oints  less  illiterate  than  Massachusetts  and  have 
33  points  less  child  labor,  although  public  attention  to  the  condition  of  labor 
has  been  organized  there  since  1869  —  New  York  ouly  dating  firom  1883.  Thia 
relation  between  the  percentages  of  illiteracy  and  child  labor  is  more  than  mere 
coincidence  —  it  is  cause  and  effect.  But  the  case  for  the  good  work  done  by  our 
department  is  even  more  strikingly  demonstrated,  as  already  hinted,  when  our 
geographical  position  as  the  chief  gateway  of  immigration  is  remembered.  In 
1891  only  10,115  were  reported  at  the  San  Francisco  customs  district,  28,120  at 
Philadelphia;  36,149  at  Boston;  41,995  at  Baltimore,  against  533,164  at  the  port 
of  New  York.  It  is  thus  easy  to  see  how,  our  being  the  dumping-ground  for 
eager,  ignorant  —  economically  speaking,  desperate — foreign  labor,  makes  us  the 
prey  to  all  the  conditions  which  provoke  the  problems  of  child  labor;  and  yet, 
with  an  immigration  more  than  ten-fold,  and  twenty-fold  in  one  case,  we  have 
kept  down  our  percentages  of  child  labor  and  illiteracy  below  that  of  our  rivals. 
We  can  not  help  remarking  that  North  Carolina  has  the  highest  percentage  of 
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child  labor,  viz. :  14.10  per  cent.,  against  Now  York  with  only  1.65  per  cent. ; 
and  yet  oar  percentage  of  increase  in  ^population  from  1880  to  1890  was  18  per 
cent.,  while  North  Carolina's  was  only  15  59  percent,  and  though  we  might  have 
expected  as  macb,  it  is  discouraging  to  find  the  illiteracy  of  North  Carolina  in 
1890  ap  high  as  37.7  per  cent.,  while  in  1850  the  illiteracy  of  free  negroes  was 
only  21.32  per  cent.,  and  the  whites  only  13.30  per  cent.    It  is  surely  no  mere 
coincidence,  bat  more  likely  cause  and  effect,  that  a  State  which  has  (propor- 
tionately) more  than  ten  times  the  child  labor  than  New  York,  should  have  Irebled 
its  illiteracy  during  the  last  45  years,  while  the  'Mittle  red  school-honse " 
in  Fourth  of  July  oratory  at  least,  has  been  marching  on  in  triumph  everywhere 
else  —  except,  of  course,  in  South  Carolina,  which  had  10.25  per  cent,  child 
labor  and  45  per  cent,  illiteracy  in  1890,  but  less  than  10  per  cent,  free  negroes 
illiterate  and  less  than  6  per  cent,  among  the  whites  before  the  war !    Alabama 
also  stands  out  with  40  ypr  cent,  illiteracy  in  1890  and  4.50  percent,  of  child 
labor,  but  less  than  11  per  cent,  of  negroes  and  8  per  cent,  of  whites  in  1850. 
Even  Rhode  Island,  with  over  8  per  cent,  child  labor,  had  over  9  i)er  cent, 
illiteracy  in  1890,  but  only  7.27  per  cent,  for  negroes  and  2.32  per  cent,  of  whites 
in  1850.    This  looks  like  the  worst  kind  of  reaction — certainly  not  like  progress. 
It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  comparative  study  of  child  labor  from 
another  point  of  view  leaves  much  to  be  desired  in  many  of  our  States,  namely, 
as  to  the  age  at  which  children  may  -enter  the  factory.    Is  it  not  humiliating 
that  California  and  Vermont  should  be  worse  than  Belgium,  Holland  and  Russia, 
allowing  children  to  work  at  10  years ;  and  that  Maine  and  Rhode  Island  should 
not  rise  higher  than  the  low  limit  of  twelve  years  of  those  Continental  countries ; 
that  New  Jersey  and  Louisiana  should  not  rise  to  the  level  of   France  and 
Germany — that  of  13  years ;  but  more  especially  that  Massachusetts,  Connecticut, 
New  Hampshire  and  Pennsylvania  should  remain  in  the  same  category  with 
Franco  and  Oermany  at  the  thirteenth  year  f  But  it  is  not  particularly  humiliating 
that  Austria  and  Switzerland  should  be  the  only  companions  which  New  York 
can  find  to  stand  with  her  at  the  top  notch  of  14  years  I    Here  again  New  York 
takes  first  place,  and  surely  it  is  not  too  much  if  New  York  urges  upon  her  sister 
States  the  same  policy  she  has  followed  with  such  persistency,  namely :  Con- 
stantly raising  the  age  at  which  children  may  be  permitted  to  labor,  but  as 
constantly  working  for  the  most  complete  accomodation  for  the  education  of  the 
young  it  would  thus  snatch  from  the  hungry  jaws  of  the  factory,  and  a  com- 
pulsory education  law  which  seeks  to  defeat  that  parental  cupidity  and  stupidity, 
which  so  often  would  rob  the  child  of  its  first  "  Capital''  in  life — a  sound  mind 
in  a  sound  body ;  indeed,  the  only  capital  which  the  bulk  of  children  of  toil 
may  have  to  preserve  in  the  long  life  of  service  to  society,  which  may  be  before 
them. 
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MEMORANDA 

Relative  to  the  inspection  Laws  of  States  connected  with  the 
International  Association  of  Factory  Inspectors. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 

Massaobusetts  in  the  pioneer  State  of  factory  inspeotion  laws  in  the  United 
States.  Her  first  step  in  that  direction  was  the  act  of  1874  limit! og  the  hours  of 
labor  within  certain  establishments.  It  was  known  as  the  ''ten-hour  law." 
The  first  law  providing  for  the  inspection  of  factories  and  buildings  went  into 
operation  in  1877,  and  its  enforcement  was  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  detective  force.  In  1889  their  duties  were  transfrrred  to  the  chief  of  the 
district  police  and  two  other  members  of  the  force,  who  were  to  be  designated 
as  iospectfirs  of  factories  and  public  buildings.  Additions  since  then  have  been 
made  as  follows:  In  1881  one  in8peot<»r  was  >idded;  in  1882,  three;  1886,  fonr; 
1888,  six;  1889,  four;  1891,  three;  1^92,  two;  1893,  one;  1893,  three  — muking  a 
total  of  30  inspectors,  including  the  chief  of  the  district  police,  who  is  chief 
inspector. 

The  laws  of  the  State  governing  the  inspection  of  fnctories,  workshops  and 
public  buildings  have  never  been  brought  before  the  courts  for  a  decision  as  to 
their  constitutionality,  while  at  the  same  time  they  cover  a  wider  range  of  sub- 
jects than  do  the  inspection  laws  of  any  other  State. 


NEW  YORK. 

Tlie  factory  inspection  law  of  the  State  of  New  York  was  originally  paf^sed  in 
1886.  At»  first  constituted  the  department  of  inspection  bad  two  inspectors,  the 
chief  and  bis  as-sistant.  In  1887  eight  deputy  inspectors  were  added  to  the 
force,  an<l  the  fidlowing  y^ar,  1889,  eigl  t  more  were  appointed,  all  of  whom 
were  women.  In  1890  eight  again  were  added,  and  in  1896  five  were  appointed, 
four  of  the  number  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  bake-^ops.  The  department 
increased  in  10  years  from  two  innpectors  to  a  force  of  one  chief  inspector,  one 
assistant  inspector,  36  deputy  inspectors  and  seven  clerks.  The  work  of  the 
department  is  mostly  concentrated  upon  and  confined  to  the  inspection  of  fac^^ 
toricM.  mines,  workshops  and  the  buildings  in  which  they  are  located.  Two  gen- 
eral offict^s  are  miintaiued  with  headquarters  in  the  Capitol,  Albany,  and  a  sub* 
offlct^  in  New  Yor^  city.  Th«*re  has  been  hitherto  no  decisions  in  the  conrta  of 
the  State  adverse  to  f  ctor.v  iuspenion.  The  constitutionality  of  factory  lawt 
have  as  yet  not  been  called  into  question  by  any  one. 
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NEW  JERSEY. 
The  State  of  New  Jersey  instituted  factory  inspection  in  1882.  The  law  pro- 
vides for  a  chief  inspector  and  six  assistants.  That  number  constitutes  the  forcd 
at  present.  There  has  been  some  decisions  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  upon 
features  of  the  law,  the  nature  of  which  the  writer  is  not  informed  upon  further 
than  to  say  that  the  law  was  sustained. 


OHIO. 
The  factory  inspection  law  of  the  State  of  Ohio  went  into  operation  in  1884, 
with  the  appointment  of  a  chief  inspector.  The  law  was  amended  in  1885, 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  three  district  inspectors.  In  1892  another 
change  added  eight  more  district  inspectors  to  the  force.  At  present  it  is  consti- 
tut'Od  of  one  chief  inspector  and  eleven  district  inspectors.  A  decision  was  made 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  on  June  9,  1894,  declaring  the  ''  act  to  secure 
prompt  payment  of  wages  to  certain  employes  twice  a  month  "  unconstitutional. 
This  act  became  effective  in  1890,  and,  during  its  four  years  of  operation,  a  sys- 
tem of  semi-monthly  payments  was  adopted  almost  generally  thronghout  the 
State,  and  which,  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  saying,  still  prevails.  The 
decision  in  full  may  be  found  in  the  Ohio  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Workshops  and  Factories  for  the  year  1894. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 
The  factory  inspection  law  of  Pennsylvania  was  enacted  in  1889,  but  did  not 
go  into  operation  nntil  two  years  later.  The  number  of  inspectors  appointed 
under  the  first  act  was  one  chief  inspector  and  five  deputy  inspectors.  In  1893 
six  others  were  added  to  the  force,  and  in  1895,  eight.  A  decision  was  made  by 
the  Supreme  Court  in  a  suit  entered  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Workshops  and 
Factories  to  compel  the  owner  of  a  building  to  provide  nacessary  closet  accom- 
modation as  required  by  law.  The  judge  decided  that  the  responsibility  of 
supplying  the  required  accommodation  belonged  to  the  person  in  possession  and 
occupying  the  property  as  owner  for  the  time  being.  This  was  based  upon  an 
act  of  1879,  imposing  certain  duties  upon  **  the  owners,  superintendents  or  man- 
agers of  factories,  etc.,"  the  strict  construction  required  by  penal  statutes  com- 
pelled the  word  "owner"  within  the  meaning  of  tlie  act  to  be  read  as  "the 
owner  at  the  time  of  injury."  The  ruling  of  the  court  and  an  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  shows  that  improvements  on  any  building,  ordered  by  a  factory 
inspector,  must  be  performed  by  the  occupant,  unless  by  statute  it  is  provided 
that  it  shall  be  made  by  the  owner  in  fee  or  for  life. 


ILLINOIS. 

The  first  factory  inspection  law  enacted  in  Illinois  went  into  e£Feet  in  1893.    It 

provided  for  the  appointment  of   one  chief  inspector,  one  assistant  inspector 

and  ten  deputy  inspectors.    Of  the  latter,  five  must  be    women.    On  March 

15,  1895,  a  judicial  decision  was  rendered  in  the  case  entitled,  **BitohieY.  The 
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PeoplCy"  declariog  section  5  of  the  act  of  1893  known  as  the  "  Eight-Hoar  Law," 
to  be  unconstitntional.  The  wording  of  said  section  is  as  follows:  '*No  female 
shall  be  employed  in  any  factory  or  workshop  more  than  eight  honrs  in  any  one 
day,  or  forty-eight  honrs  in  any  one  week.''  This  leaves  the  hoars  of  labor 
wholly  anlimited  for  employes  of  both  sexes  and  all  ages. 


MICHIGAN. 

The  present  factory  inspection  law  of  the  State  of  Michigan  took  effect  in  1893. 
The  department  was  lustitated  in  connection  with  the  State  Bnreaa  of  Labor. 
The  chief  inspector  is  also  commissioner  of  labor,  and  the  deputy  chief  inspector 
is  also  depaty  commissioner  of  labor.  In  1893  four  inspectors  were  appointed, 
and  in  1894  one  more  was  added  to  the  number.  The  force  consists  of  seven  in- 
spectors, including  chief  and  deputy  chief.  There  has  been  no  decisions  relative 
to  the  constitutionality  of  the  law. 


MINNESOTA. 

The  factory  inspection  law  of  Minnesota  was  enacted  1893.  The  commissioner 
of  labor  is  the  head  of  the  department.  Besides  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
assistant  commissioner  of  labor,  one  inspector  and  two  assistant  inspectors  were 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law.  The  force  is  the  same  as  when 
first  organized.  In  1894  a  decision  was  made  by  the  Supreme  Court  affirming 
the  constitutionality  of  the  law  reqairing  the  placing  of  vestibules  on  street  cars 
for  protection  of  employes. 

• 

CONNECTICUT. 

Factory  inspection  was  instituted  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  1887,  with 
one  inspector.  In  1893  the  inspector  was  empowered  by  law  to  apx>oint  three 
special  inspectors  or  agents  to  assist  him.  The  force  at  present  consists  of  one 
chief  inspector  and  three  assistant  inspectors.  The  courts  of  the  State  have 
hitherto  made  no  decisions  as  to  the  validity  of  the  law. 


MAINE. 

Factory  inspection  in  Maine  was  provided  for  in  1887,  with  one  chief  inspector. 
There  has  been  an  assistant  inspector  appointed  since,  within  the  past  two 
years.  There  has  been  no  decision  made  by  any  of  the  oourta  of  the  State  rela- 
tive to  the  constitutionality  of  the  factory  law. 


RHODE  ISLAND. 
The  Rhode  Island  factory  inspection  act  was  passed  in  1894,  two  insx^eotors 
were  appointed  in  the  Same  >  ear,  one  man  and  one  woman  as  the  la w^ calls  for, 
and  each  having  equal  authority  with  the  other,  no  additional  inspectors  have 
since  been  appointed,  yet  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  take  any  case  into  the 
courts. 
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ONTARIO,  CANADA. 
The  factory  inspection  act  of  the  province  of  Ontario  went  into  operation  in 
1887,  with  the  appointment  of  three  inspectors  having  eqaal  authority  in  their 
respective  districts.  By  an  enactmeot  of  1895,  a  women  inspector  has  been  added 
to  the  force.  There  have  been  no  decisions  made  by  the  superior  courts  against 
any  provisions  of  the  laws. 
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
